CHILD’S BODY FOUND. 


NOT A FOX WAS KILLED. 
First Hunt of the Quaboag Gun 
Club Fails to Score. 


WINDY DAY MAKES IT BAD FOR DOGS. 


In St. Thomas’s Cemetery, Where Father 
Had Put It Till Ground Thawed. 


All the elements of a sensation were 
discovered at the Catholic cemetery on 
Thorndike street Monday, but on investi- 
gation proved to be without anything of 
that order whatever. Sunday morning, 
when Thomas Roche, the sexton, went to 
the cemetery, he found in a small house in 
which tools are kept, a small box which 
was not there when he visited the place 
last. He paid little attention to it until 
the next day, when he opened it and found 
it contained the body of a baby boy about 
aday old. He notified Medical Examiner 
Holbrook, who viewed the body. It was 
in a neat box apparently of home manu- 
facture, carefully covered and lined. The 
body was well dressed and had evidently 
been prepared carefully for its resting- 
place. There were two marks on the head 
however, which the medical examiner did 
not examine minutely at that time. He 
notified the district attorney and then be- 
gan more investigations. He soon founda 
young man who thought he knew some- 
thing of the matter, and the father of the 
child and the physician who was present 
at its birth called om him later and ex- 
plained everything most satisfactorily. 
The physician was Dr. Hebert of Three 
Rivers, and the parents were Mr. and Mrs. 
Samuel Dionne of Bondsville. The child 
was born last week and lived a few hours. 
To save expense the father made the cas- 
ket himself, and funeral services were held 
in the French Catholic church at Bonds- 
ville. The father then took the body and 
placed it where it was found, supposing 
that this was the proper thing to do until 
the ground thawed out and made the dig- 
ging of a grave a less difficult matter than 
it would be now. He intended to have it 
buried later. The medical examiner was 
satisfied that the child died from natural 
causes, and there the matter rests.

Club Tuesday was not a success in the 
number of brushes bagged, for the score 
was signified by a great big cipher. How- 
ever, those who attended had lots of sport, 
and hope for better luck next time. The 
number who started out was not large, but 
all the natives along the route of the hunt 
must have been out hoping to get a shot at 
foxes started by.the hunt dogs, for it was 
said that a man in the valleys could see a 
continuous procession of men going over 
the hill on either side of him, this being 
the experience of all the hunters. The 
ground was frozen hard and a strong wind 
was blowing, which carried away all the 
scent and left the dogs at fault at every 
turn. Only two shots were fired at foxes, 
and neither scored sufficiently to bring 
down the game. There bumerous 
experiences on the part of the hunters. 
All complained of the cold, but one wan of 
supposedly sufficient avoidupois to with- 
stand the wind for a time, who had started 
out with an abundance of clothing, got 
inside all the coats which his companions 
did not care for in the field until he looked 
like a mammoth wad of goods aud was in 
no danger of having a chance shot pene- 
trate to a vital spot. Another stood on 
guard at a runway until he nearly froze 
and then left it, only to have a fox leisure- 
ly stroll along it just after he was out of 
range.

Ludlow Man Killed in the South. 


William Kyle, 53, who was shot and 
killed in Abbeville, S.C., last Saturday, 
was a former resident of Ludlow, where he 
lived for several years with his brother, 
Robert Kyle, foreman of the woodwork 
department of the Ludlow Manufacturing 
Company.

It was the announcement by 
the rector, Rev. W. H. Hart, that the 
parish was free from debt, and the tear- 
ing up before the audience of the mortgage 
which has been on the church property for 
several years. St. Thomas’s church was 
built in 1878, and was enlarged in 1888. 
Previous to this time the parish had 
cleared the property of debt, but the 
building of the addition created a new 
obligation. Father Hart came to Palmer 
in 1889 and has since been working to 
remove the debt, which he announced last 
Sunday as accomplished. When he 
reached Palmer he found the other church 
property, parochial residence, barn, etc., in 
a somewhat neglected condition, and in 
addition to the above a large sum has been 
spent in bringing it up to its present high 
state of repair and efficiency. Many im- 
provements have also been made in the 
church, electric lights, heating apparatus, 
statues and vestments added, all of which 
have cost no insignificent sum. That he 
has been able to do all this in so com- 
paratively short a time is due to the 
loyalty of his own people and the respect 
and esteem in which he is held by the 
Protestants of the community. 

William H. Hart was born in Spring- 
field in 1857. His father was Luke Hart, 
one of the earliest Catholic settlers of 
Springfield, who was for many years a 
constable before the town became a city. 
He was graduated from the high school in 
1874, the last class to graduate in the old 
Court street school, under Rev. Mr. 
Stebbins, principal. He was graduated 
from Holy Cross college in Worcester in 
1878, and entered St. Mary’s seminary, 
Baltimore. He was ordained in Baltimore 
cathedral in December, 1891, by Arch- 
bishop, now Cardinal, Gibbons. With him 
in the graduating class at Holy Cross were 
James B. Carroll of Springfield and Rev. 
Garrett Dolan, formerly rector of the 
cathedral in Springfield. He served as 
assistant in West Springfield, Ware and 
Holyoke, and was made rector of St. 
Thomas’s parish in Palmer in June, 1889. 
Fatber Hart bas served on the school com- 
mittee of the town for seven years, and 
was chairman of the board until he de- 
clined a reélection. He is at present 4 
member of the board. In addition to his 
work in Palmer he has built a small 
church for the North Wilbraham mission 
of the parish, on which there is but a small 
balance remaining unpaid, which will 
soon be wiped out. In his announcement 
of the cancellation of the debt Father 
Hart thanked all Catholics for their 
faithful codperation, and expressed his 
gratitude to the Protestants for their 
many «expressions of good will.

STRIKE AT THE WIRE MILL. 


Body Tuesday Noon. 
TROUBLE OVER A MAN’S NATIONALITY 


They Refuse to Work With a Russian, 
No Question of Wages. State- 
ments of Both Sides. 

The wire drawers at the Wright Wire 
Cloth Company’s mill are out on a strike, 
and the prospect for a long disagreement 
seems good. The men went out Tuesday 
noon, and the trouble is over a Russian 
who was employed that day. The men 
refuse to work with him, as they say 
that he represents a class of laber which 
| will work for about half the wages they 
are getting or can afford to work for. If 
he remains they claim that others will 
come later and gradually the present 
workmen wil! be displaced with a lower- 

priced set. 

George M. Wright, one of the owners of 
the mill, came from Worcester Wednesday 
and had an interview with the committee 
appointed by the strikers. The latter pre- 
sented no grievance but the employment of 
the Russian, whom they said must go 
before they would return to work. Mr. 
Wright stated that the man would not be 
discharged and that all of the former 
| workmen who wished could go to work 
yesterduy morning. Those who were not 
lat their places then would be considered 
discharged and would be paid to-morrow 
night. The men helda meeting later and 
afterward notified Mr. Wright that they 
would not go back to work under these 
conditions. 

Mr. Wright states that the company has 
not been getting wire as fast as it wanted 
it, being short of help, and has been ad- 
vertising in the Worcester papers for wire 
drawers. The man over whom the trouble 
in the Palmer mil! arose answered the ad- 
vertisement and was hired. He has been 
in this country since a lad, and is an expert 
wife drawer, having worked at it for years, 
and having been for a long time in the em- 
ploy of Washburn & Moen of Worcester 
in a similar capacity and with other firms. 
tie was not working for less wages than 
the other menin the mill, as all are paid 
by the piece, and the amount a man earns 
is determined by his efficiency. Mr. 
Wright states that about a year ago some- 
thing of this same nature occurred at the 
mill, when men who worked there were 
driven out because of their nationality. 
The matter was overlooked then, but he 
does not propose to countenance it now. 
A man who went to work there Monday 
was so badly scared by the men that he left 
the same day. 

Tbe mill employs about 120 hands, with 
a pay roll of $1200 a week. 

The following notice was posted outside 
the mill Wednesday: 


Notice to workmen:— 

Any workman not at his work when the mill 
staris Thursday morning, without good, suffi- 
cient and satisfactory reason, will be considered 
discharged by the company, and may receive 
his pay in full Saturday, Jan. 12, at the usual 
time and place All workmen are hereby 
warned against any act of violence against any 
person or property,and that any violators of the 
law will be punished to fullest extent.

Most important of the early matters be- 
fore the Legislature is the election of 
United States senator. The magnitude of 
the office leads the members to take much 
interest in it, though it is certuin that 
there will be no contest. The House 
leaders on the Republican side issued their 
call independently, without waiting for the 
Senate. It seems to stand on good 
authority that it was first proposed that 
there should be no caucus. Of the four 
times that Senator Hoar has been elected, 
two were preceded by caucuses and two 
were not. When Senator Lodge was re- 
nominated two years ago, there was a 
joint caucus and Speaker Bates made the 
nominating speech. But it seems that 


Senator Hoar this year preferred that 
there should be a caucus. Probably this 
was for the reason thatif he were elected 
without a caucus, it might be said that he 
did not have the support of his own party, 
or that he was elected by Democratic 
votes, or some other remarks might be 
made derogatory to his party standing, 
false in fact, but plausible in RPDPaEA ONS 
all of which might be shut off by holding 
caucuses. 


Whether the separate caucus action is 
due to petty jealousy is immaterial, but it 
is said that the House decided by itself to 
have a caucus because the Senate Re- 
publicans held a separate caucus on 
sergeant-at-arms. At any rate, without 
negotiating with the Senate members, the 
House Republicans acted. Then the 
Senate Republicans went into conference 
Wednesday afternoon, President Soule in 
the chair, and voted to caucus by them- 
selves at 1 o’clock Monday afternoon next, 
whereas the House caucus is called to meet 
after the session of the House. This will 
give the Senate the start of the House, 


though it is not imagined that this will 
make any difference with the result. The 
House Democrats will also meet Monday 
afternoon after the adjournment, while the 
Senate Democrats have not yet taken 
action. Senator Manning is expected to 
make the nominating speech in the 
Senate caucus, as he lives in the same 
ward as Senator Hoar, while Speaker 
Myers will perform the same service in 
the House. 


On the part of the Democrats there is 
some preference for Richard Olney because 
he is a man of large size. The regular 
practice has been for them to vote for their 
latest candidate for governor, which would 
require them to vote for Robert Treat 
Paine Jr. But some want to vote directly 
for Senator Hoar. Representative Dean of 
Wakefield puts it iu this way to me: On 
the paramount issue before the country 
Senator Hoar stands on the same ground 
as the Democrats. Therefore it would not 
be inconsistent for the Democrats as a

One 
strong reason for so doing would be that 
Hoar would stand stronger at Washington 
if-he seemed to have the entire people of 


his state behind him. On the other hand, 
it is said that Hoar does not want any 
Democratic votes because it would seem as 
if he had some alliance with them, where- 
as there is nothing of the sort. Some Re- 
publicans would hike to vote for John D. 
Long, but will not unless he is a candidate, 
and of course Long will not permit the use 
of his name against Hoar. So the prospect 
is against any break in the Republican 
ranks. 


The opening of the session has been as 
ragged as it ever was in the memory of 
preseut officials. The announcement of 
the committees was postponed to Monday, 
according to the practice of recent years, 
though formerly they were announced on 
Saturday. President Soule had his Senate 
committees all ready, but it was reported 
that Speaker Myers wanted the announce- 
ment postponed to Tuesday, and appear- 
ances supported this view. But Soule was 
insistent and Myers yielded. But he was 
not ready and there were some 37 commit- 
tee places to be filled after the official an- 
nouncement was made in the House Mon- 
day afternoon. Then the speaker took the 
ground that the important places had been 
filled and it was not so important to take 
care of the minor places.. Letters and 
messages were still pouring in upon him, 


and he would let the matter wait. So he 
did nothing more up to the date of this 
writing. The consequence has been, of 
course, that the minor committees and such 
as labor, federal relations, constitutional 
amendments, drainage and others cannot 
organize because they are not complete. 
If petitions are referred to them, they 
cannot assign matters for hearings because 
they are not yet a full committee. Thus, 
at the very beginning of the session, busi- 
ness is needlessly delayed. 


But there is a new complication over the 
committees. Some, such as metropolitan 
affairs, are not satisfactory on party 
grounds. That committee does not have a 
single Democratic member, though the 
Democrats have eight of the nine Suffolk 
senators: and Boston constitutes a large 
part of the metropolitan district. The 
Senate committee on rules cogitated over 
the matter awhile and reported that one 
new member should be added to some of 
the committees in each branch. These 
places are designed to be really consolation 
prizes for members who did not get what 
they wanted, or to make up for the acts of 
the presiding officers which displease some 


of the members. It remains to be seen 
whether these changes will be accepted by 
both branches, for there is some feeling 
that this ought not to bedone. The House 
comumittee on rules was enlarged from 
eight to ten besides the speaker in order to 
give consolation to Mr. Brigham of Marl- 
boro, who was ranking member on the 
judiciary committee and wanted to be 
chairman, but the place was given to Mr. 
Newton of Everett. 


The direct consequence of these move- 
ments to smooth things down for kicking 
members, rather than standing up for the 
good of the service, is that business will be 
delayed. If each member has only one 
committee to attend, then he has no other 
meetings to which he is equally bound in 
duty. Hence the committees can do busi- 
ness faster and better with small member- 
ship than they can with large numbers. 
But the political side of the question seems 
to be decisive, rather than the public good, 
and so the committees have been enlarged. 


Future Legislatures must either retrieve 
this mistake or tbe public business will 
suffer as long as the swollen committees 
are continued. Thus far there are no signs 
of a large amount of business this year. 
Many petitions have come in, but most of 
them were filed with the secretary before 
the session began. They relate largely to 
street railway companies, which desire to 
furnish power by electricity, or to Cape 
Cod canal schemes, which are many. 


Somebody dislikes the state board of reg- 
istration in pharmacy. A petition has 
come in from a number of residents of 
Medford for a change in the law for the ap- 
pointment of the board so that more skill- 
ful and responsible persons shall be ap- 
pointed. Doubtless the story will be aired 
in the committee room when the hearing is 
given. Another state official who is ob- 
noxious to some people is George M. 
Whitaker, general agent of the dairy 
bureau. He has pushed prosecutions 
this year so that there have been more 
convictions than ever, and it has come 
pretty straight from a leading oleo manu- 
facturer that the only thing for them to do 
now was to get rid of Whitaker. But at 
the annual meeting of the state board he 
was reélected by 26 votes out of 28, after 
Representative Ellsworth of Worcester 
had spoken favorably of the bureau. 

Representative Walsh of Clinton is said 
to bein favor of the plan of Representa- 
tive Carey of Haverhill that the people of 
the metropolitan district sball be supplied 
with ice by the public water supplies. 
The order covers the new Wachusett res- 
ervoir, and it is Walsh’s idea that the 
people of Clinton and vicinity shall be 
supplied with ice from the public reserva- 


tion and so not be obliged to patronize the 
local ice dealers. The matter has been re- 
ferred to the committee on metropolitan 
affairs, on the ground that it was too im- 
portant for immediate action. Hence it is 
likely to make much talk before the end of 
itis reached. The hopeis to beat the ice 
trust and to take a forward step on self- 
service by the public.

Congregational Sunday School 
in Monson. 


WAS ESTABLISHED IN YEAR 1819. 





An Interesting Account of Its Inaugura- 
tion and Growth and the Men 
Who Cared for It. 


The following account of the institution 
of the Congregational Sunday school in 
Monson was written by Mr. Edward F. 
Morris, who for the past 40 years has been 
clerk and treasurer of it, and for the past 
15 years its superintendent, resigning that 
service at the end of the year just closed. 
The account was printed with the reports 
of the various church officers and societies 
for the year. 

Although it has been claimed that the 
essential features of the Sunday school 
were in use long before the days of Robert 
Raikes, yet it appears that in the earliest 


years of the nineteenth century the in- 
stitution was almost unknown in the 
United States, and that it did not come 
into general favor until after the year 1810. 
During the decade which followed that 
date, many such schools were established. 
This institution was then looked upon with 
disfavor by many church people, who re- 
garded it as a usurper, calculated to come 
between the parent, who was the proper 
instructor, and the child. By reason of 
this the early Sabbath schools were com- 
monly established and carried on outside 
of the religious organizations, although 
usually by church members. 


At the present the Sunday school is 
recognized as an important feature of 
church work. No house of worship is con- 
sidered complete which does not provide 


liberal accommodations for it. Here the 
rich and the poor, the high and the lowly 
sit together to study the word, and younger 
scholars are brought under the loving in- 
fluence of consecrated teachers. The 
creation and growth of the religious affec- 
tions, the cultivation of all philanthropic 
virtues for the service of humanity, the 
improvement of the home, intellectual and 
soci: | habits, are all within range of the 
work of the modern Sabbath school. 

The first record of our Sabbath school is 
as follows: 

Ata meeting of several of the inhabitants of 
Monson convened April 21, 1819, to consider the 
expediency of establishing a Sabbath school in 
the Congregational society, it was 

VoTeED, To choose a committee to take the 
matter into consideration and carry 1t into 
if judged by them practicable and useful. 

VorTeD, That Abraham Haskell, Abel Goodell, 
John Hoar, Pearley Truesdell, Samuel Grooves, 
Royal Merrick, John Avery, Amos Norcross, 
Lucius Hyde, Absalom Sbaw Jr., Amos Locke, 
Jesse Ives and Benjamin Fuller, to be this com- 
muttee. 

At a meeting of the committee held 
April 26 it was 

VorepD, That we consider it expedient to es- 
tablish a Sabbath school in this place. 

Rev. Alfred Ely was elected chairman of 
the committee, Amos Norcross treasurer, 
and Jesse Ives clerk. Rev. Mr. Ely was 


appointed general superintendent of the 
schoul, with Chester Chapin as assistant in 
the male department, and Miss Hannab 
Ely in the female department. 

“VoreD, That Rev. Alfred Ely, on the next 
Sabbath, request the children who wish to 
attend the Sabbath school to assemble on next 
week Wednesday at 3 o'clock p. m., for the pur- 
pose of being organized; and those also who 

ave consented to become instructors.” 

“VoTED, That the present meeting be ad- 
journed until next wee Wednesday at 3 o’clock 
p- m., at the meeting house.” 

“May 5, 1819. Met agreeably to adjournment, 
and the school was in good measure organized.” 

A system of rewards was adopted as 
shown by the vote passed September 23, 
1819, which is also suggestive as to the 
subject matter taught in those days. 

“The reward books to be distributed on the 
following principle: That those amnODE the 
girls who have recited six hundred verses in the 
Rible, answers in catechism, and divine songs, 
each one to receive the largest book; and that 
those also among the boys who have recited two 
hundred and upwards of the same, receive the 
largest; and that the smaller bonks be dis- 
tributed among the rest, and that this distribu- 
tion be on the next Sabbath.” 

The committee of examination found 
“that the female part of the school had ex- 
ceeded the male portion in committing the 
several lessons to memory. That they 


were unanimously of the opinion that it 
was not in consequence of a failure in 
point of abilities, but was owing to the 
necessity of the males constant labor in 
the field, which deprived them of leisure 
hours, and placed them on an unequal 
footing.” 

For several years the first Sunday school 
wasa “summer” school, continuing in ac- 


cordance with the intentions of the 
founders, through the late spring, summer 
and early fall. 


May 2, 1820 The school was reorganized 
for its second term, having a committee of 
sixteen for its management, of which Rev. 


Alfred Ely was chairman. In the fall of 
the same year this committee instructed its 
executives “to take the class books, muke 
a report of the state of the school, and 
exhibit publicly.””’ The report made is 
not preserved, but the committee of the 
whole passed a vote as follows: “That the 
committee approve of the attendance and 
efficiency of the school this season.” 

After four years of successful experiment, 
April 29, 1823, it was 

“VorepD, To form the Monson Sabbath School 
Society, with a constitution of ten articles, 
after the following preamble:” “Whereas the 
moral and religious instruction of children and 
youth is an object of high importance, both 
with respect to their own happiness and the 
happiness of society, and whereas no means 
have been employed better calculated to give 
this instruction to the young than Sabbath 
schools, we conceive that these schools ought to 
be patronized by all who feel interested in the 
welfare of the rising generation. Therefore to 
give greater effect to the Sabbath school in this 
place, and to make it more useful if possible to 
our children and youth, we, the subscribers, 
unite ourselves in a society on the following 
Constitution.” 

Some of the features of which were as 
follows: 

The object shall be to superintend Sabbath 
Schools in this town, to promote the attendance 
of the children and youth, to furnish the pecu- 
niary aid, and all other means necessary to their 
success. Each male who should annually sub- 
scribe twelve cents, and each female who should 
subscribe six cents, might become members of 
the society. 

Provision was also made for a “Juvenile 
Library.” The following were the first 
officers of the society:

The Monson Sabbath School society thus 

inaugurated, continued in active operation 
for fifty-two years, or until 1875, when it 


was ‘‘voted to give over its prerogatives to 
the church, and as a distinct society, to 
cease to exist.” Its annual meetings up to 
1834 were held in the meeting house; com- 
mencing with that date in the “Vestry,” 
then a new building. They were held on 
the annual fast days in April, immediately 
after the morning prayer meeting. In 1830 
branch Sabbath schools were established 
in different parts of the town, superintend- 
ed and aided by the parent society, and 
since that date many such schools have 
been maintained, as seemed to be required. 
For a long series of years the society was 
auxiliary to the Hampden County Sabbath 
School Union, and delegates were usually 
sent to the annual meetings of that 
society. The constitution of the society 
provided for an executive committee, who 
were empowered to appvint the superin- 
tendent of the school and all other officers, 
also the teachers. While the records of 
the annual. meetings of the society are 
available, most of the records of the com- 
mittee are not preserved, and it is now im- 
possible to compile a complete list of its 
officers and teachers. So far as is now 
possible, their names will follow. It 
would be a gratification if a complete list 
could be presented: including as it doubt- 
less would names honored in the church, 
as well as those of humbler station; but 
we can “rejoice that their names are 
written in heaven.” 


The following reference to the early 
history of our Sabbath school is by that

mond, D. D.: : 
“The first Sabbath School was established for 
the children and youth only, but in 1832 the 
whole congregation, with few exceptions, had 
become members, six hundred in number, in- 
cluding teachers and pupils. ‘the writer of 
these memoirs recollects how that almost the 
entire audience was reorganized during the 
intermission, after the morning service, into 
classes, which filled every pew on the floor of 
the old sanctuary.” The following is from a 
ree preached by Rev. Alfred Ely, July 30, 
1843: 
“Did our limits permit, I should like now to 
dwell upon the origin of the Sabbati: School, 
the great difficulties which it met with at its 
commencement, and the high state of pro-per- 
ity to which it has attained for some years. 
This has been a rich source of hope to the 
church, and from it she has derived many of 
her stable and intelligent members.” 


For a long series of years the primary, Or 
as it was then called the infant department, 
assembled in the lower vestry. When the 
square pews were removed on the first 


floor of the second church building, which 
was done for the use of the town, a room 
was fitted up at the northeast corner for 
the use of the primaries, who continued to 
occupy it until the removal of the house in 
1871. During the erection of the present 
edifice, the lower vestry was again occu- 
pied by the primaries, until they removed 
in 1874 to their attractive quarters in the 
present building. 


The main department of the school occu- 
pied the square pews before alluded to, 
until the pews were removed, the desk and 
library being located at the north end of 


theroom. The school then occupied the 
audience room on the floor above, until the 
house was removed. The upper vestry was 
then utilized for its use until 1873, when 
the present Sunday school room was occu- 
pied. By reason of the smallness of the 
room, a number of the older classes have 
for some time occupied the present audi- 
ence room. The library for the use of the 
older portion of the school was established 
in 1825. The first librarian was Erasmus 
Norcross. 


As may have been inferred from a previ- 
ous statement, the study of the school in 
its early years consisted to a considerable 
extent in memorizing Scripture, divine 


songs, and the catechism. The report for 
the summer of 1824, the time covered being 
less than five months, was in part as 
follows: 

Whole number of scholars, 146; males 34, 
females 112. The male department, composed 
of seven classes, recited 1086 verses of Script- 
ure, 3326 answers in catechism, and 405 verses of 
divine songs; total, 4817. 

The female department, composed of 26 
classes, recited 8720 verses of scripture, 29,449 
answers in catechism, and 5657 verses of divine 
songs, making in all 43,826. In particular, 
Alfred Ely Jr. recited 751 verses, Samuel R 
Brown 750, Violet Merrick 1496, Sophronia Hoar 
1359, Lavinia Norcross 1343, Susan Hoar 1158. 

For a long time the school used the 
Union Question Books, published by the 
American Sunday School Union. For 
about twenty years thereafter, or until the 


close of the year 1896, the lessons of the 
International Series were used, since 
which the “Bible Study” lessons have been 
adopted. 


Of the charities of the Sunday school 
there is no satisfactory account prior to 
the year 1847. Since that time the items 
recorded by the treasurer amount to about 


$4000 To this amount is to be added 
many sums of money, raised and appro- 
priated by classes, which not being report- 
ed to the treasurer have not been recorded. 
For a long series of years the offerings of 
the school have all been appropriated for 
benevolent work, and not used for school 
expenses. Among the favorite objects of 
our charities have been the following: 
Other Sunday schools home and foreign, 
Sailors, Soldiers, Indians, Freedmen, Home 
Missions, Missionary Ships, Hospitals, 
Rescue Work, Children’s Aid, and local 
needs. Of the above two only may be 
noted in detail. For many years the 
smallest children have raised at the 
approach of the Thanksgiving season, by 
personal solicitation, sums of money 
averaging fifteen dollars annually, besides 
considerable amounts of food and clothing, 
for the Little Wanderers Home in Boston. 
The light and joyous footsteps of many 
little children on errands of compassion, 
through these many years, might still be 
heard, were our ears of sufficient delicacy- 


For the last fifteen years as we have met 
at the Christmas tree, and before the gifts 
were distributed, the children have con- 


tributed with the help of their elders, sums 
not less than twenty dollars per year, to 
furnish homeless boys and girls with 
homes, through the Children’s Aid Society 
at New York. The names of these bene- 
ficiaries have been reported to us, aud 
accounts of their location and progress 
have frequently been received. 


For many years the amounts needed for 
the expenses of the Sunday school were 
raised by subscription. For the last six- 


teen years offerings have been received in 
the church for that purpose. Our Sunday 
school has frequently been represented by 
its former members in the world’s mission 
field. Among them are the following: 


Nancy Brown Hitchcock, to Cherokee Indians. 

Clarissa Chapman Armstrong, to Sandwich 
Islands. 

Samuel Robbins Brown, to China and Japan. 

James Lyman Merrick, to Persia. 

William S$. Howland and his wife Mary Car- 
penter Howland, to India. 

Eliza Ann Ward, to freedmen in Georgia. 

Georgiana Whiting Owen, to Corea. 

The success of the Sunday school could 
not have been realized but for the cordial 
support and codperation of the several 


pastors of the church, who have considered 
it an importaut means by which the 
objects of their work were to be accom- 
plished. A very large proportion of those 
who have united with the church on con- 
fession of their faith have been from the 
Sabbath school. 


In January, 1889, the home department 
was established, designed for the benefit of 
such persons as were prevented by any 
cause from attendance at the regular 
sessions, and using the same lesson, mem- 
bership being conditioned on weekly study 
of at least one half an bour. The number 
belonging to this department has varied 
from thirty to one bundred. The benefit 
has been manifest, as witness the testi- 
mopy of an old lady: “I have not enjoyed 
the study of the Bible so much since I was 
a child’? This department is in charge of 
a superintendent, who appoints visitors to 
call on its members each quarter year, and 
distribute the lesson books for the succeed- 
ing quarter. 

The names of the officers who have 
served the Sabbath school, so far as can 
now be ascertained, and the order of their 
service, are as follows: 

Rey. Alfred Ely was president of the 
old society for thirty-seven years. His 
suceessors were Rev. Theron G. Colton and 
Rev. Charles B. Sumuer.

State Board of Arbitration Takes a Hand 
and Brings About an Amicable 
Adjustment. 


The strike at the wire mill was satis- 
factorily adjusted last Saturday, and the 
men went to work again Monday morning. 
The state board of arbitration arrived in 
town Friday night, and arraigned for a 
conference between Mr. Wright, the com- 
mittee of the strikers and themselves 
Saturday morning, which was held at the 
Converse House. Mr. Wright explained 
the reason for his hiring the man who 
caused the trouble, stating that he needed 
more wire drawers and this man offered 
himself; as he was an experienced hand he 
was hired. It was not the intention of the 
company now or at any future time to em- 
ploy acheap class of help. A discussion 
followed, and a thorough understanding on 
both sides was arrived at. The men had 
previously voted to get their pay Saturday, 
so the committee could not make a definite 
statement of what the men as a body 
would do. After dinner the members of 
the state board went to the mill, where 
after a conference between Mr. Wright and 
Superintendent O.rkes it was agreed that 
the men could have their old places back 
if they would apply for them, but that the 
man over whose employment they went 
out was to remain. The strikers drew 
their pay and then held a meeting in 
Foresters’ hall, where it was voted to goto 
work again Monday morning. 


DEATH OF P. P. POTTER. 








Former Resident of Wilbraham and Well 
Known in Palmer. 


Philip Preston Potter, 89, a lumber 
dealer well known in this vicinity, died in 
Springtield Monday afternoon at the home 
of bis daughter, Mrs. M. A. Maynard, after 
a week’s illness. For 65 years Mr. Potter 
lived on a farm in Wilbrabam just over the 
Three Rivers line, but was more closely 
identified with the business of Palmer, 
where he owned much property and was 
one of the incorporators of the Palmer 
Savings Bank, and for several years one of 
its directors. 

Mr. Potter was born in Willington, Ct., 
July 6, 1811, and was descended in the 
seventh generation from Nathaniel Potter, 
who came to New England in 1634. When 
14 years old he went to Wilbraham, where 
he successfully conducted a farm and 
lumber business until about nine years ago, 
when he went to Springfield to live with his 
daughter. In 1854 he was the representa- 
tive of the town of Wilbraham in the 
Legislature, and served as selectman and 
assessor for his town for several terms. 
During the days of the state militia he was 
captain of the Wilbraham company, and 
was known in all this vicinity as Captain 
Potter. He was married in 1836 to Bethiah 
B. Walker of Belchertown, and their 64th 
wedding anniversary was celebrated last 
year. Mr. Potter was a member of the 
Wesley Methodist church and was a Re- 
publican in politics, casting his seven- 
teenth vote for president at the last presi- 
dential election. He had been enjoying

unusually good health until about three 
months ago, but since then has been grad- 
ually growing weaker, the cause of his 
death being oldage. Besides his widow he 
leaves two daughters, Mrs. M. A. Maynard 
of Springfield and Mrs. George H. Hast_ 
ings of Palmer, and three sons, T. D, 
Potter and P. H. Potter of Springfield, and 
W. W. Potter of Brookline. The funeral 
was held in Springfield Wednesday noon, 
and the body was taken to Wilbraham for 
burial. 

Mr. Potter was well known to most of 
the older residents of Palmer and vicinity, 
and won the respect and esteem of all who 
knew him by his integrity of character 
and his kind nature. He was always up- 
right in his dealings with his fellowmen, 
and by his energy built up a successful 
lumber business. — 





Palmer Savings Bank Annual Meeting. 


The annual meeting of the incorporators 
of the Palmer Savings Bink was held 
Monday afternoon.

Some Trite Remarks on This Much Dis- 
cussed Subject,

been said and written an ‘Ideal 
Newspaper,” the evident conclusion being 
that the press of the nation falls lament- 
ably short of a_ perfect We 
know all about religious newspapers, polit- 
ical newspapers, agricultural newspapers, 
scientific newspapers and financial news- 
papers; and now comes fo the front a prop-

osition for ideal newspapers, Which clearly 
implies that there is nothing on hand 
which meets the high demand. 

It is undoubtedly true that there is not a 
paper published between the oceans which 
is above the influence of counting-room 
policy—which is not supported by a high 
or a low element of society with which, in 
turn, it must to some degree harmonize. 
So long as editors and printers must be 
paid for their services, so long must dollars 
come to cancel these obligations; 
class of readers will long pay the cash for

a paper whose sentiments it does not gen- 
erally and substantially endorse. 
paper independence is a beautiful dream 
that is never completely realized. 

Ideal newspapers will flourish when they 
have ideal readers, and not before, unless

the scheme can be floated by a wealthy 
philanthropic syndicate, as a sort of home 
missionary enterprise. 

A fundamental feature of the ideal news- 
paper is that it tells the truth; even if the 
truth was always ascertainable the attempt 
to literally adopt this stated feature of a 
model sheet would furnish a libel suit ia- 
side of a week. Many very respectable 
people have most decided objections to the 
press adopting a literal interpretation of 
the oath which witnesses take in the court 
room; others are sensitive lest the truth 
should ruin their reputation, and the less 
character they have the more sensitive 
they are over the remaining fragments. 
When any paper commences to state all 
the news fully, faithfully, and independ- 
ently, immediate applications for redress 
will be made to courts which are neither 
ideal nor model. 

The moral atmosphere is quite too lurid 
to give an ideal newspaper the ghost of a 
show for any fate but that of an early and 
fatal attack of heart failure. Previous to 
the time when the ideal Adam ceased to 
exist the ideal ‘Evening Chronicle’’ might 
have flourished, hampered by nothing ex- 
cept a lack of endowment and a lengthy 
list of subscribers. While the Israelities 
were fighting their way into the land of 
Canaan the publisher who essayed to run 
a paper in line with the ten command- 
ments or golden rule would have been 
hustled out of the camp and lynched as 
severely as was poor Acham. Human 
nature has varied but slightly in 6000 years, 
and it seems to be self-evident that there is 
atoo large variety of definitions of truth, 
honesty and independence for the success 
of any fearless and strictly independent 
sheet. 

We have no apology to make for that 
sensational press which tolerates imag- 
inary news at so much per inch by linear 
measurement. That policy fraud 
which allows trifles to creep into print 
swelled to paragraphical monstrosities and 
colored to suit the taste of credulous read- 
ers. Advertisements which pander to 
immoral lines of business, or those start- 
ling headlines which are followed by sug- 
gestive details of tragedy and crime in the 
aid of “circulation,” have no place in a 
respectable sheet; in the end the sensible 
readers will learn to correctly value that 
startling news which by its very audacity 
suggests the probability of a silent neglect 
or an unblushing denial iu the following 
issue.

The Luck of Roaring GAM)

[This story was the beginning of the 
literary career of its author and was 
the first break in the prevalence of a 
school of fiction in which there was 
more finisk than fidelity to nature. It 
is one of the great short stories of the 
world.] 

The situation was Deaths 
were by no means uncommon in Roar- 
ing Camp, but a birth was a new thing. 
People had been dismissed from the 
camp effectively, finally and with ne 
possibility of return, but this was the 
first time that anybody had been it- 
troduced ab initio. Hence the excite 
ment. 

The assemblage numbered about a 
hundred men. One or two of these 
were actual fugitives from justice, 
some were criminal, and all were reck- 
less. Physically they exhibited no in- 
dication of their past lives and charac- 
ter. The greatest scamp had a Raph- 
ael face, with a profusion of blond 
hair. Oakhurst, a gambler, had the 
melancholy air and intellectual ab- 
straction of a Hamlet. The coolest and 
most courageous man was scarcely 
over five feet in height, with a soft 
voice and an embarrassed, timid man- 
ner. The term “roughs” applied to 
them was a distinction rather than a 
definition. Perhaps in the minor detail 
of fingers, toes, ears, etc., the camp 
may have been deficient, but these 
slight omissions did not detract from 
their aggregate force. The strongest 
man had but three fingers on his right 
hand; the best shot had but one eye. 

A fire of withered pine boughs added 
sociability to the gathering. By de- 
grees the natural levity of Roaring 
Camp returned. Bets were freely of- 
fered and taken regarding the result. 
Three to five that “Sal would get 
through with it;’ even that the child 
would survive; side bets as to the sex 
and complexion of the coming stranger. 
In the midst of an excited discussion 
an exclamation came from those near- 
est the door, and the camp stopped to 
listen. Above the swaying and moan- 
ing of the pines, the swift rush of the 
river and the crackling of the fire rose 
2 sharp, querulous cry, a cry unlike 
anything heard before in the camp. The 
pines stopped moaning, the river ceas- 
ed to rush and the fire to crackle. It 
seemed as if nature had stopped to lis- 
ten too. 

The camp rose to its feet as one man. 
It was proposed to explode a barrel of 
gunpowder, but in consideration of the 
situation of the mother better coun- 
sels prevailed, and only a few revolv- 
ers were discharged, for whether ow- 
ing to the rude surgery of the camp or 
some other reason Cherokee Sal was 
sinking fast. Within an hour she had 
climbed, as it were, that rugged road 
that led to the stars and so passed out 
of Roaring Camp, its sin and shame, 
forever. I do not think that the an- 
nouncement disturbed them much ex- 
cept in speculation as to the fate of the 
child. “Can he live now?’ was asked 
of Stumpy. The answer was doubtful. 
The only other being of Cherokee Sal’s 
sex and maternal condition in the set- 
tlement was an ass. There was some 
conjecture as to fitness, but the experi- 
ment was tried. It was less problemat- 
ical than the ancient treatment of 
Romulus and Remus and apparently as 
successful. 

The next Gay Cherokee Sal had such 
rude sepulture as Roaring Camp af- 
forded. After her body had been com- 
mitted to the hillside there was a for- 
mal meeting of the camp to discuss 
what should be done with her infant. 
A resolution to adopt it was unanimous 
and enthusiastic. But an animated 
discussion in regard to the manner and 
feasibility of providing for its wants 
at once sprang up. It was remarkable 
that the argument partook of none of 
those fierce personalities with which 
discussions were usually conducted at 
Roaring Camp. Tipton proposed that 
they should send the child to Red Dog, 
a distance of 40 miles, where female at- 
tention could be procured. But the ur- 
lucky suggestion met with fierce and 
unanimous opposition. It was evident 
that no plan which entailed parting 
from their new acquisition would for 
& moment be entertained. “Besides,” 
said Tom Ryder, “them fellows at Red 
Dog would swap it and ring in some- 
body else on us.” A disbelief in the 
honesty of other camps prevailed at 
toaring Camp, as in other places. 

The introduction of a female nurse in 
the camp 2lso met with objection. It 
was argued that no decent woman 
eonld be prevailed to accept Roaring 
Samp as her home, and the speakers 
urged that “they didn’t want any more 
of the other kind.” This unkind allu- 
sion to the defunct mother, harsh as it 
may seem, was the first spasm of pro-

Stumpy advanced noth- 
ing. Perhaps he felt a certain delicacy 
in interfesing with the selection of a 
possible e:ccessor in office. sut when 
questioned he averred stoutly that he 





and “Jinny”’—the mammal before al- 
luded to—could manage to rear the 
child. There was something original, 


independent and heroic about the plan 
that pleased the camp. Stumpy was 
retained. Certain articles were sent 
for to Sacramento. “Mind,” said the 
treasurer as he pressed a bag of gold 
dust into the expressman’s hand, “the 
best that can be got—lace, you know, 
and filigree work and frills. D— the 
cost!” 

Strange to say, the child thrived. 
Perhaps the invigorating climate of the 
mountain camp was compensation for 
maternal deficiencies. Nature took the 
foundling to her broader breast. In 
that rare atmosphere of the Sierra foot- 
hills, that air pungent with balsamic 
odor, that ethereal cordial at once 
bracing and exhilarating, he may have 
found food and nourishment or a subtle 
chemistry that transmuted ass’ milk to 
lime and phosphorus. Stumpy inclined 
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to the belief that it was the latter and 
good nursing. “Me and that ass,” he 
would say, “has been father and moth- 
er to him. Don’t you,” he would add, 
apostrophizing the helpless bundle be- 
fore him, “never go back on us.” 

By the time he was a month old the 
necessity of giving him a name became 
apparent. He had generally been 
known as “The Kid,” “Stumpy’s Boy,” 
“The Coyote” (an allusion to his vocal 
powers) and even by Kentuck’s endear- 
ing diminutive of “the little cuss.” 
But these were felt to be vague and un- 
satisfactory and were at last dismissed 
under another influence. Gamblers and 
adventurers are generally supersti- 
tious, and Oakhurst one day declared 
that the baby had brought “the luck” 
to Roaring Camp. It was certain that 
of late they had been successful. 
“Tuck” was the name agreed upon, 
with the prefix of Tommy for greater 
convenience. No allusion was made to 
the mother, and the father was un- 
known. “It’s better,” said the philo- 
sophical Oakhurst, “to take a fresh 
deal all round. Call him Luck and 
start him fair.” 

And so the work of regeneration be- 
gan in Roaring Camp. Almost imper- 
ceptibly a change came over the settle- 
ment. The cabin assigned to “Tommy 
Luck,” or “The Luck,” as he was more 
frequently called, first showed signs of 
improvement. It was kept scrupulous- 
ly clean and whitewashed. Then it 
was boarded, clothed and papered. The 
rosewood cradle, packed 80 miles by 
mules, had, in Stumpy’s way of putting 
it, “sorter killed the rest of the furni- 
ture.” So the rehabilitation of the cab- 
in became a necessity. The men who 
were in the habit of lounging in at 
Stumpy’s to see “how The Luck got 
on” seemed to appreciate the change, 
and in self defense the rival establish- 
ment of “Tuttle’s grocery” bestirred it- 
self and imported a carpet and mirrors. 
The reflections of the latter on the ap- 
pearance of Roaring Camp tended to 
produce stricter habits of personal 
cleanliness. Stumpy imposed a kind 
of quarantine upon those who aspired 
to the honor and privilege of holding 
The Luck. 

It was a cruel mortification to Ken- 
tuck, who in carelessness of a large 
nature and the habits of frontier life 
had begun to regard all garments as a 
second cuticle which, like a snake’s, 
only sloughed off through decay, to be 
debarred this privilege from certain 
prudential reasons. Yet such was the 
subtle influence of innovation that he 
thereafter appeared regularly every 
afternoon in a clean shirt and face still 
shining from gis ablutions. Nor were 
moral and sanitary laws neglected. 
“Tommy,” who was supposed to spend 
his whole existence in a persistent at- 
tempt to repose, enust not be disturbed 
by noise. The shouting and yelling 
which had gained the camp its infe- 
licitous title were not permitted within 
hearing distance of Stumpy’s. The 
men conversed in whispers or smoked 
with Indian gravity. Profanity was 
tacitly given up in these sacred pre- 
cincts, and throughout the camp a pop- 
ular form of expletive known as “D— 
the luck!’ and “Curse the luck!” was 
abandoned as haying a new personal 
bearing. Vocal music was not inter- 
dicted, being supposed to have a sooth- 
ing, tranquilizing quality, and one 
song sung by “Man-o’-war Jack,” an 
English sailor from her majesty’s Aus- 
tralian colonies, was quite popular as 
a lullaby. It was a lugubrious recital 
of the exploits of “the Arethusa, sev- 
enty-four,” in a muffied minor, ending 
witb a prolonged dying fall at the bur- 
den of each verse, “On bo-oo-o-ard of 
the Arethusa.” It was a fine sight to 
see Jack holding The Luck, rocking 
from side to side as if with the motion 
of a ship and crooning forth this naval 
ditty. Hither through the peculiar 
rocking of Jack or the length of his 
song—it contained 90 stanzas and was 
eontinued with conscientious deliber- 
ation to the bitter end—the lullaby gen- 
erally had the desired effect. At such 
times the men would lie at full length 
under the trees in the soft summer 
twilight. smoking their pipes and 
drinking in the melodious utterances. 
An indistinct idea that this was pas- 
toral happiness ‘pervaded the camp. 
“This ’ere kind o’ think,” said the cock 
ney Simmons, meditatively reclining 
on his elbow, “is evenly.” It reminded 
him of Greenwich. 

On the long summer days The Luck 
was usually carried to the gulch from 
whence the golden store of Roaring 
Camp was taken. There, on a blanket 
spread over pine boughs. he would lie 
while the men were working in the 
ditches below. Latterly there was a 
rude attempt to decorate this bowe1 
with flowers and sweet smelling 
shrubs, and generally some one would 
bring him a cluster_of wild honey- 
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Suckles, azaleas or the painted blos- 


soms of Las Mariposas. The men had 

suddenly awakened to the fact that 

there were beauty and significance in 
these trifles which they had so long 
| trodden carelessly beneath their feet. 

A flake of glittering mica, a fragment 

of variegated quartz, bright pebble 
| from the bed of the creek, became 
beautiful to eyes thus cleared and 
strengthened and were invariably put 
aside for The Luck. It was wonderful 
how many treasures the woods and 
hillsides yielded that “‘would do for 
Tommy.” Surrounded by playthings 
such as never child out of fairyland 
had before, it is to be hoped that Tom- 
my was content. He appeared to be 
serenely happy, albeit there was an 
infantile gravity about him, a con- 
templative light in his round gray eyes, 
that sometimes worried Stumpy. He 
was always tractable and quiet, and 
it is recorded that once, having crept 
beyond his “corral,” a hedge of tes- 
sellated pine boughs which surrounded 
his bed, he dropped over the bank on 
his head in the soft earth and remain- 
ed with his mottled legs in the air in 
that position for at least five minutes 
with unflinching gravity. He was ex- 
tricated without a murmur. I hesi- 
tate to record the many other instances 
of his sagacity, which rest, unfortu- 
nately, upon the statements of preju- 
diced friends. Some of them were not 
without a tinge of superstition. “I 
crep’ up the bank just now,” said Ken- 
tuck one day in a breathless state of 
excitement, “and dern my skin if he 
wasn’t a-talkin to a jaybird as was 
a-sittin on his lap. There they was, 
just as free and sociable as anything 
you please, a-jawin at each other just 
like two  cherrybums.” Howbeit, 
whether creeping over the pine boughs 
or lying lazily on his back blinking at 
the leaves above him, to him the birds 
sang, the squirrels chattered and flow- 
ers bloomed. Nature was his nurse and 
playfellow. For him she would let slip 
between the leaves golden shafts of 
sunlight that fell just within his grasp; 
she would send wandering breezes te 
visit him with the balm of bay and 
resinous gum; to him the tall red- 
woods nodded familiarly and sleepily, 
the bumblebees buzzed, and the rooks 
eawed a slumbrous accompaniment. 

Such was the golden summer of 
Roaring Camp. They were “flush 
times,” and the luck was with them. 
The claims had yielded enormously. 
The camp was jealous of its privileges 
and looked suspiciously on strangers. 
No encouragement was given to immi- 
gration, and, to make their seclusion 
more perfect, the land on either side of 
the mountain wall that surrounded the 
camp they duly pre-empted. This and 
a reputation for singular proficiency 
with the revolver kept the reserve of 
Roaring Camp inviolate. The express- 
man, their only connecting link with 
the suryounding world, sometimes told 
wonderful stories of the camp. He 
would say: “They’ve a street up there 
in Roaring that would lay over any 
street in Red Dog. They’ve got vines 
and flowers round their houses, and 
they wash themselves twice a day. 
But they’re mighty rough on strangers, 
and they worship an Ingin baby.” 

With the prosperity of the camp 
came a desire for further improvement. 
It was proposed to build a hotel in the 
following spring and to invite one or 
two decent families to reside there for 
the sake of The Luck, who might 
perhaps profit by female companion- 
ship. The sacrifice that this concession 
to the sex cost these men, who were 
fiercely skeptical in regard to its gener- 
al virtue and usefulness, can only be 
accounted for by their affection for 
Tommy. A few still held out. But the 
resolve could not be carried into effect 
for three months, and the minority 
meekly yielded in the hope that some- 
thing might turn up to prevent it. And 
it did. 

The winter of 1851 will long be re- 
membered in the foothills. The snow 
lay deep on the Sierras, and every 
mountain creek became a river and ey- 
ery rivera lake. Each gorge and gulch 
was transformed into a tumultuous 
watercourse that descended the _hill- 
sides, tearing down giant trees and 
scattering its drift and debris along the 
plain. Red Dog had been twice under 
water, and Roaring Camp had been 
forewarned. ‘Water put the gold into 
them gulches,”’ said Stumpy. “It's 
been here once and will be here again.” 
And that night the North Fork sudden- 
ly leaped over its bank and swept up 
the triangular valley of Roaring Camp. 

In the confusion of rushing water, 
crashing trees and crackling timber 
and the darkness which seemed to flow 
with the water and blot out the fair 
valley but little could be done to collect 
the scattered camp. When the morn- 
ing broke, the cabin of Stumpy, near- 
est the river bank, was gone. Higher 
up the gulch they found the body of 
its unlucky owner, but the pride, the 
hope, the joy. The Luck, of Roaring 
Camp had disappeared. They were 
returning with sad hearts when a 
shout from the bank recalled them. 

It was a relief boat from down the 
river. They had picked up, they said, 
a man and an infant, nearly exhausted, 
about two miles below. Did anybody 
know them, and did they belong there? 

It needed but a glance to show them 
Kentuck lying there. cruelly crushed 
gnd bruised, but still holding The Luck 
of Roaring Camp in hisarms. As they 
bent over the strangely assorted pair 
they saw that the child was cold and 
pulseless. “He is dead.’ said one. 
Kentuck opened his eyes. “Dead!” he 
repeated feebly. “Yes, my man, and 
you are dying too.” <A smile lit the 
eyes of tke expiring Kentuck. “Dy- 
in!” he repeated. ‘“He’s a-takin me 
with him. Tell the boys I've got The 
Luck with me now.” And the strong 
man, clinging to the frail babe as a 
drowning man is said to cling to a 
straw, drifted away into the shadowy 
river that flows forever to the unknown 
sen. .

H. W. McGregory Goes to Head 
of Springfield Bank. 





ELECTED PRESIDENT AGAWAM BANK. 





Treasurer of Palmer Savings Bank Picked 
for the Position Without His 
Knowledge. 


The people of Palmer were given a great 
surprise Tuesday afternoon when news 
reached the town that H. W. McGregory, 
treasurer of the Palmer Savings Bank, had 
been elected and sworn in as president of 
the Agawam National Bank of Springfield. 
It was almost as much of a surprise to Mr. 
McGregory, for it was only the Friday alft- 
ernoon before that some Springfield men 
walked into bis office on Church street and 
without any preliminaries asked him if 
he would take the place if elected. Mr. 
McGregory has never sought another posi- 
tion since coming to Palmer, and the prop- 
osition was like lightning out of a clear 
sky. 

The meeting of the Agawam bank stock- 
holders Tuesday was the adjourned 
annual, and it was voted to reduce the 
bank’s capital from $500,000 to $300,000, 
and to charge some $220,000 to profit and 
loss. The bank has received some hard 
knocks of late years, but the action of 
Tuesday givesit as cleana balance sheet 
as any bankin the city. The president has 
been Henry S. Hyde, who declined re- 
élection, which resulted in the choice and 
election of Mr. McGregory. It is a high 
compliment to his business ability to be 
thus called to the head of such an institu- 
tion, and his friends feel sure that he will 
fully justify the confidence reposed in him. 
The board of directors are L. J. Powers, 
C. A. Nichols, M.S. Southworth, H. M. 
Brewster, George Nye Jr., Harry W. Mc- 
Gregory, W.H. Chapin. Mr. McGregory 


hopes to arrange to take full possession of 
his Springfield duties the first of February, 
but until be can so arrange it will be ip 
Palmer afternoons, devoting the mornings 
to the Springfield work. 





During the nearly nine years Mr. Mc- 
Gregory has been in Palmer he has made 
many warm friends. He is a prominent 
Mason and has been master of Thomas 
lodge of Palmer. He was one of the 
originators and founders of the Palmer 
Business and Social Club, and is an enthu- 
siastic golfer and member of the Quaboag 
Country Club. His removal from town 
will cause deep regret among his friends 
and business associates. It is expected 
that his family will remain in town fora 
while yet. 

Mr. McGregory was born in California 
March 3, 1862. When about six years old 
his parents came East and settled in Wil- 
braham, where they stayed about six 
months, going from there to East Worces- 
ter, N. Y. After living in East Worces- 
ter for about 18 months they removed to 
Springfield, where Mr. McGregory received 
most of his education and was graduated 
from the Springfield high school. In 1880 
he entered the Springfield Institution for 
Savings as clerk, and worked his way up 
to the position of first teller, resigning in 
1889 to go into mercantile business in 
Bridgeport, Ct. He continued in this busi- 
ness for about six months and then sold 
out and returned to Springfield, being asso- 
ciated for a time with the B. F. Emery 
Company, and later with the Massachusetts 
Mutual Life Insurance Company. In 1893 
he was elected treasurer of the Palmer 
Savings Bank, which position he has held 


to the present time, being reélected at the 
annual meeting last week. He was 
married October 14, 1885, to Minnie F. Till- 
son of Springtield, and bas four children. 





FATAL ACCIDENT. 


Man Falls From the New Dam at Three 
Rivers. 


Thomas Cotter, aged 29 years, fell from 
an abutment at the dam in Three Rivers 
Friday forenoon, a distance of over 25 feet. 
He was at work laying stone when he 
slipped and fell head foremost, striking his 
face upon a projecting plank, which some- 
what broke bis fall. He was picked up 
unconscious and taken by the workmen to 
one of the nearby buildings. Dr. S. O. 
Miller was called and found that the man’s 
jaw was broken, two of his teeth were 
knocked out and he had received a bad cut 
on the jaw, besides internal injuries. He 
was taken to the House of Mercy hospital 
in Springfield and died Saturday morning 
about 1030. The deceased came to Three 
Rivers only a few months ago and was em- 
ployed as astone mason. He was subject 
to attacks of dizziness, and on the morning 
of the accident was found in a semi-con- 
scious state on the floor of the Riverside 
Hotel, where he boarded. It is thought 
that a fit or something of that nature may 


have occasioned his fall from the wall. 
His parents reside in Wisconsin. He has 
a sister living in Philadelphia, and other 
relatives in Newport, R. I.

DEATH OF OSCAR C. MARCY. 
Well-known Liveryman of Palmer. Popu- 
lar With Commercial Travelers. 
Oscar C. Marcy, 58, a well-known livery- 
man and long-time resident of Palmer, 
died at his home on Pleasant street 
Wednesday evening about 5.20. He had 
eaten supper and had started for the wood- 
sbed at the rear of the house. Being gone 
longer than usual his wife went to look for 
him and found him leaning against the re- 
frigerator in the back room; he remarked 
that the exertion was taking his strength 
and was assisted back into the kitchen and 
seated in a chair. In a moment he fell 
forward on his knees and rolled over, and 
died in a few moments. The cause of his 
death was enlargement of the heart. Mr. 
Marcy had not been well since Christmas, 
when the first symptoms of trouble made 

their appearance. 





Mr. Marcy was known, through the 
medium of his business and consequent as- 
sociation with traveling men, far and wide, 
and was universally liked. His was a 
jovial disposition, and a kindly heart, 
pleasant word and generous nature won 
for him a host of friends, both in and out 
of town. The funeral was he.d this after- 
noon at 2o0’clock, Rev. F. B. Harrison of 
the Congregational church officiating. The 
bearers were C. B. Fiske, H. E. W. Clark, 
E. R. Pierce, D. L. Bodfish, A. G. Newton 
and J. M. Allen. 

Mr. Marcy was born in Holland Septem- 
ber 9, 1842, the séu of Uriah P. and Marian 
Marcy. He received his education in the 
public schools of Holland and for a short 
time attended Monson Academy. He 
worked on his father’s farm until he was 
22 years old, when he went to Sturbridge 
and was employed by Makepeace & Bos- 
worth as driver of a four-horse team. 
After staying there six months he resigned 
and went to Wales, where for several 
months he drove an ox team drawing sand, 
stone and brick for the Hegan mill, which 
was then being built. He then returned 
to his father’s farm and stayed until 1866, 
when he went to Staffordville, Ct, to drive 
a four-horse team for E. E. Butterfield. 
After about a year he was transferred to 
the stage line which Mr. Butterfield man- 
aged, and for two years drove the stage 
between Staffordville and Stafford Springs, 
at the same time having charge of the 
freight teams running between these 
places. Later he bought this business of 
Mr. Butterfield, but sold out in six months 
to Edward Washburn. Ip the fall of 1870 
he went to Hardwick and employed sev- 
eral teams in the construction of the Ware 
River railroad, which he sold in about two 
months, as the firm of contractors for 
whom he worked failed. He came to 
Palmer in 1871 and was employed for a 
short time at the New London Northern 
depot carrying mails and handling bag- 
gage. He resigned his position to work in 
the livery stables of Boardman Shaw, and 
in 1871 bought out the Walnut street sta- 
bles. Several years ago Mr. Marcy tore 
down the old stables and built new ones of 
a more modern pattern, and successfully 
managed them until his death. In politics 
he was a Democrat, and was a member of 
Wolcott lodge of Masons in Stafford. In 
August, 1870, he was married to Sarah V. 
Patton of Stafford, who died in November, 
1871. They had one son, David Eugene, 
who survives him and was associated with 
his father in business. In December, 1872, 
he was married to Clara M. Sumner of 


Enfield, who also survives him. He also 
leaves two brothers, H. P. and F. F. Marcy 
of Palmer, and one sister, Mrs. Charles 
Back of Florence. 


SUICIDE AT WARE. 


Despondent Man Sends a Bullet Through 
His Brain. 


Alvin J. Bellows, 48, shot himself 
through the brain Tuesday afternoon at the 
home of Mrs. M. A. Farnum in Ware, 
where he bad been visiting for about a 
week. He had been ill for several days 
with a bad cold, which made him very de- 
spondent at times, and it is thought that 
was the cause of his act. The revolver 
used was a 32-calibre one and was bought 
Tuesday morning in the hardware store of 
John F. Robinson, together with a box of 
cartridges. The clerk who sold them 
noticed that Bellows acted rather peculiar, 
and took the first revolver shown him. 
From the store he went to Mrs. Farnum’s 
house and told her he had a headache and 
was going to lie down a while before 
dinner. In about five minutes Mrs. 
Farnum heard the report of the revolver, 
and on going to the room found him on the 
couch with the blood flowing from his head 
and the revolver on the floor. She tele- 
phoned to her son, Henry Farnum, 
manager of the New England telephone 
office, and he notified Dr. G. F. A. Spencer, 
but Bellows was dead before they reached 
there. Medical Examiner W. W. Miner 
was summoned and the bullet was found 
in the left temple, it having passed clear 
through the brain. Mr. Bellows was born 
in Cambridge, Vt., and worked as a 
machinist in Whitinsville and Gardner, 
and during the summer at the Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College at Amherst. 
For the past four months he had been work- 
ingin West Pelham. He was quite well 
known in Ware, where he had practically 
made his home for the past nine years. He 
was a member of Blue lodge of Masons at 


Fairhaven, Vt., and of the Odd Fellows at 
Gardner. Heis survived by four brothers 
and two sisters. The funeral was held 
yesterday, with burial in Gardner. 





Atte.apted Highway Robbery. 


An unsuccessful attempt at highway rob- 
bery was made in Ludlow Sunday evening 
near the home of J. D.Cowin. A young 
man who lives on Elm street was on bis way 
home about 9 30 and noticed a strange man 
following him. When he reached the 
corner the stranger stopped him and asked 
what time it was, and when the young man 
took out his watch he tried to snatch it. 
The young man started on a run for Mr. 
Cowin’s house, and finding the front door 
upvlocked ran in. He was considerably 
frightened, and after telling his experience 
he was helped home. A search was made 


for the highwayman, but no trace of him 
could be found. 














































































































| ABOUT ELECTRIC RAILWAYS. 
A Gigantic Corporation Which 
Controls Several. 


AMONG THEM PALMER AND MONSON. 


Some Figures Which Will Prove Inter- 
esting Reading For Persons 
Interested. 

The Springfield Republican, which is 
opposed to granting Fred W. Ley and his 
associates a franchise for their new Spring- 
field and Suburban road, which they want 
to build from Springfield to the Wilbraham 
line and connect with the Palmer and 
Monson for rapid transit between Eastern 
Hampden and that city, had recently the 
following of interest concerning the big 
corporation which is behind the Palmer 

and Monson road: 

The fever of expansion that has taken 
hold of the street railway business bas 
resulted in the formation of a gigantic 
corporation under the laws of Connecticut, 


/\and the prominent directors of that syn- 
‘| dicate have extended their activity into 
}|\ this state, where they control the Palmer 


| and Monson street railway. The syndicate 
is known as the Connecticut lighting and 
power company, but permission has been 
asked to change the name to the Con- 
necticut railway and lighting company. 
This corporation, with a uewly-created 
| capitalization of $15,000,000, with bonds 
| for’ $15,000,000 more, has assumed, it is 
understood, control of nine lines of street 
railway in Connecticut which, according 
to the report of the railroad commissioners 
for 1900, had a total capitalization of 
$6,415,000, bonds $4,685,800, unfunded debt 
$793,742, and had 205.50 miles of track. 
This comparatively modest aggregation 
was, therefore, distributed at the rate of 
$57,529 a mile. The adopted parent of all 
this will, if everything goes well, dis- 
tribute the liabilities at the rate of 
$146,341 a mile. The estimates are made 
by gathering the lines that are recognized 
in the commissioner’s report as belonging 
to the syndicate company, with those ab- 
sorbed since the reports were filed and 
others that are currently reported as 
looking to a consolidation that may al- 
ready be completed. The board of 
directors of the lighting and power com- 
pany consists of the following: R. A. C. 
Smith and W. F. Sheehan of New York, 
A. M. Young and M. J. Warner of Bran- 
ford, Ct., H. G. Runkle of Plainfield, N.J., 
Randall Morgan of Philadelphia, Pa., 
D S. Plume and George E. Terry of 
Waterbury, Ct, and A. W. Paige of 
Bridgeport, Ct. The company issued 
capital stock amounting to $600,000, of 
which $86,000 was for cash and $514,000 for 
construction. The representative of the 
Boston brokers who have undertaken to 
float the bouds of the new syndicate was 
in this city recently, but it is understood 
did not meet with much encouragement. 
The table given below shows the standing 
of the companies recognized as being in- 
cluded in the syndicate. 

The enterprise shown in forming the 
gigantic company in Connecticut, although 
curbed by the rigid laws of Massachusetts, 
is behind the road connecting Ware, 
Palmer, Monson, Three Rivers, Thorndike 
and Bondsville. This-line is 22 miles in 
length, and the company is capitalized for 
$175,000. It has no bond issue, but a 
petition has been filed with the railroad 
commissioners asking for an issue of a con- 
siderable amount. The _ capitalization 
covers the Forest Lake property in Palmer, 
all railway equipment and the car-nouse. 
This company wishes to build the proposed 
extension from Palmer to the Springtield 
line, a distance of nine miles, and a further 
increase in the capital stock will be sought. 
Those interested in the proposed line into 
this city are emphatic in the statement 
that the line from Palmer will be con- 
troled by the syndicate people only so far 
as the boundary line between Springfield 
apd Wilbraham, and that the remaicing 
distance of about nine miles into this city 
will be owned and controled by a company 
of local men, whose only connection with 
the syndicate men will be in the traflic 
arrangements made. These arrangements 
will admit of the cars passing freely over 
the lines of the two companies from the 
east into the center of the city. The com- 
pany doing business within the city limits 
bas advertised its request fora capitaliza- 
tion of $100,000, or practically $10,000 a 
mile, as required by law. It is also stated 
emphatically that it is not planned to run 
the cars rapidly through the city streets, 
but to make the fast time on the run 
between Palmer and Eastern avenue, 
where a part of the route is over a private 
way. It is stated that whatever the 
methods of the syndicate in Connecticut 
may be, the men must be restrained by the 
laws in this state, where the state railroad 
commissioners inspect a road and make an 
appraisal before allowing a given amount 
of stock to be issued. If bonds are then 
asked in addition, the capital stock must 
be proportionately reduced, and there can 
be no unfunded debt. The ambition of the 
Connecticut syndicate is shown in the 
following table:

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LEGISLATIVE MATTERS. 


Boston, January 23, 1901. 


The state and national flags on the state 
house are at half mast on account of the 
death of Queen Victoria. A question has 
been raised whether it would be fitting for 
the Legislature to adopt resolutions of 
respect and sympathy. But the first 
thought which meets the suggestion is that 
Massachusetts, as a state, has no communi- 
cation with foreign governments or ofti- 
cials. That is the exclusive province of 
the United States, in its national capacity, 
but it might be argued that this was an ex- 
ception to the rule, justas much as the 
adoption by the houses of representatives 
of Missouri and Arkansas of resolutions 
declaring their sympathy with the Filipino 
people in their struggle for independence. 
Gov. Crane has expressed himself briefly 
and fitly in a tribute to the queen’s 
memory, but it was not official. 


The disposition to economize, which has 
characterized both of Crane’s in- 
augurals, finds a response in the House 
ways and means committee. According to 
their custom they have been authorized to 
report appropriation bills from time to 
time, a8 the necessities of the service may 
which means that they are to

require, 


promptly as possible. But they are evi- 
dently taking more pains than usual that 
no unnecessary appropriation is made. 
They meetin the afternoon after the ad- 
journment of the House, and bave thus far 
sat regularly till about five o'clock, thus 
putting in abouttwo anda half hours of 
work when the other members have gone 


home. They criticise the bills sharply, 
looking well into the details. Thus it

Senator Hoar’s letters to President Soule, 


and Speaker Myers in acknowledgment of 


bis reélection to the United States Senate 
for the fifth term are notable from the fact 


that they promise a continued devotion to 


the principles which has made Massacbhu- 


setts what she has been in the past,—the 


foremost champion of liberty. He struck 
a true note and seems to have a more 
realizing sense of the strength of funda- 
mental forces in politics than most of our 
public men do. It is not the narrow 
politician in his case, but the broad states- 
men, who stands before the people of 
Massachusetts, and of the nation also, and 
that doubtless is one explanation of the 
stronger hold he has upon the confidence 
of the people than most of our public men. 

The preliminaries of the congressional 
redistricting have not occurred yet. To 
begin with, Gov. Crane must receive word 
from the president that the apportionment 
has been made and that Massachusetts is 
entitled to 14 representatives in Congress. 
That measure will be sent by the governor 
to the Legislature. It will goto the com- 
mittee on rules, who will recommend the 
appointment of a special committee. It 
comes from very high authority in the 
Legislature that there will be no unfair 
practices on the part of the majority 
toward the minority, if the strongest men 
in the House are to be followed as leaders. 
It is said that the superior strength of the 
Republicans will not be used in a way to 
deprive the Democrats of their propor- 
tional representation more than is in- 
evitable. In the nature of things the 
Democrats cannot be given representatives 
in proportion to their vote for governor. 

Representatives from Brockton and Fall 
River are talking about the great canal 
scheme which they expect will be passed 
by this Legislature. It is the old project 
for an inland canal from Boston (practi- 
cally) to Fall River. It proposes to begin 
with Weymouth Fore river, at the south 
end of Hingham Bay, and to go thence 
through Brockton and to Taunton, striking 
the Taunton river and so following that 
water course to the sea. A survey Was 
made of the route in 1808, and the national 
government surveyed it in 1832. Now, say 
these representatives, they will make out 
so strong a case that the Legislature will 
pass the permissive bill. The cost is esti- 
mated all the way from $10,000,000 to 
$20,000,000, and it is said that Brockton 
alone will save $1 per ton on every ton of 
the 200,000 of coal which she burns every 
year. This is said to be independent of 
any of the Cape Cod canal schemes, which 
are at the state house this year, in their 
usual profusion, and, as far as appears, 
with their usual financial uncertainty. 
The digging is said to be easy, and there 
are no great rocky formations in the way. 

The idea of old age pensions seems to be 
gaining ground, even though it shows 
itself ina form which seems absurd. Mr. 
Davis of Salem has introduced a bill 
which was defeated last year, providing 
that state employes © ho have reached the 
age of 60 years and have been 20 years in 
consecutive service shall be entitled to 
retire at 75 per cent of their salaries. Inas- 
much as 60 years is a pretty young age for 
people to be laid on the shelf, and as the 
state house employes are probably the 
most favored class of employes to be found 
in the entire commonwealth, it is not to be 
supposed that the Legislature will find 
more reason than last year for passing the 
bill. The outside taxpayer might suppose 
that men and women who had been 
sheltered so long under the protecting arm 
of the state and had been worked for easy 
hours and long vacations might have put 
aside a sum for the rainy day larger than 
the average citizen. But the shorter hours 
for labor have always come through the 
public places first, and so this movement 
needs to be watched. 

Senator Huntress seems like the man 
who laid his finger on the buzz saw to show 
how his first finger was taken off, for he 
has introduced again the appropriation of 
$750,000 for a new parkway on the north 
of Boston which Gov. Crane vetoed last 
year. Not a sign has appeared that the 
governor has changed his attitude on these 
matters, or that he is any less dis osed 
than last year to keep within bounds the 
expenses of the expensive metropolitan 
district. , 

The gypsy month committee of the 
state board of agriculture has presented 
its case to the public in the form of a 
report to the Legislature replying to the 
report of last year’s investigating commit- 
tee of the Legislature, defending their 
course as positively wise and economical, 
satisfactory to all reasonable demands, but 
making no recommendations. They pro- 
pose to let the Legislature take the re- 
sponsibility of the appropriation, making 
it clear that they believe that the policy of 
extermination was sensible, but declining 
to seem to ask that money be taken out of 
the treasury. They say that the moth 
spread materially owing to the refusal to 
appropriate money last year.

EDWARD VII, 











ENGLAND'S 
NEW KING. 





The Kind of Man Who Comes to the Throne 
of Great Britain After Many Years of 
Waiting --- His Gracious and Noble 
Queen, Alexandra --- Some Facts About 
the New Heir Apparent. 


Edward VII, the new king of Eng- 
land and emperor of India, is in his six- 
tieth year. He is well preserved, of av- 
erage height, of portly build, florid as 
to complexion and of an even, placid 
temperament. > 

In the skadow of the throne he has 
lived an almost uneventful life. While 
waiting for the scepter and royal robes 
he has had little chance to show what 
kingly mettle was in him. 

The world knows him only as a jolly 
prince who has done nothing very good 
nor any great evil. Perhaps the most 
notable feature of his life thus far has 
been his fondness for sports. He has 
raced horses, sailed yachts, shot birds, 
played cards and gambled more or less, 
with more or less discretion. 

He might have come to the throne as 
Albert I, starting a new line of kings, 


ceremonies in which beneficent or char- 
itable undertakings were to be recog- 
nized by royal approval. This work 
has ever since occupied a large share 
of his tune and has always been per- 
formed with dignity, tact and patience. 
Indeed no prince of any country has 
ever personally exerted himself more 
faithfully to render services of this sort 
to the community. The multiplicity 
anu variety of his engagements on be- 
half of local and special enterprises 
make 9 surprising list and necessarily 
involved a sacrifice of ease and leisure 
which few men of high rank would 
care to make. 

Among the members of the royal 
family the rince of Wales has been 
called Bertie from his childhood. His 
father called him by that name, his 
mother entered it in her daily diary 
long after he had grown to manhood

but many years ago he announced that 
when he ascended the throne he would 
use his second name, Edward, and be 
known as King Edward VII in prefer- 
ence to King Albert I. The English 
people have always looked forward to 
him as King Edward VII. 

His eldest son, the Duke of York, 
who becomes the Prince of Wales by 
his father’s accession to the throne, 
has also an Edward in his long list of 
names, and his eldest son, who will be 
king of England some day, if he lives, 
has also an Edward in his name. It 
has been argued that by calling’ him- 
self Edward VII the new king could 
revive the line of kingly Edwards, and 
in time they would exceed in number 
the Henrys who have sat upon the 
English throne. 

It was long the fond hope of Victo- 
ria’s heart that her son should reign 
under the title of Albert, the name of 
his father, her beloved husband. But 
Aibert is a strange name to English 
ears in the list of royal titles. The 
prince himself desired to be called kd- 
ward. The queen’s ministers and the 
queen’s subjects desired it, so at last 
the mother, so fond of her own way in 
everything, saw that it were better to 
yield. But she is reported to have shed 
tears over it. 

It was on the morning of the 9th of 
November, 1841, that an anxious group 
of personages waited in the great 
rooms of Buckingham palace. They 
avere dignitaries of church and state 
who had been summoned in accordance 
with royal etiquette to be present at 
the arrival of a possible heir to the 
throne of England. They gathered to- 
gether in the anteroom close by the 
queen’s bed chamber. Among them 
were archbishops and bishops, arrayed 
in silk shovel hats and gorgeous aprons; 
members of the cabinet, headed by the 
prime minister; nurses and doctors by 
the score. 

! For hours this motley assemblage 
awaited the event. Their patience was 
rewarded. 

“Is it a boy?’ anxiously asked the 
Duke of Wellington of the nurse. 

“It is a prince, your grace.” answered 
the woman, with unrufiled dignity. 

When it was announced that the 
hopes and wishes of a nation had been 
fulfilled and that a boy had been born, 
there was universal gratulation. Prel- 
ates and statesmen embraced one an- 
other with uncontrolled effusiveness. 
Cannon from the grounds without 
thundered the news to all the surround- 
ing districts. Thousands of church 
bells took up the glad tidings and peal- 
ed out the announcement to an expect- 
ant nation. Early in the morning the 
privy council met in state to ordain 
prayer and thanksgiving from one end 
of the country to the other. 

A few weeks later, on the occasion 
of the prince’s baptism in the Royal 
chapel of Windsor, he was shown from 
the baleony to a huge crowd of persons, 
who went wild with delight. 

The boyhood of the prince was un- 
eventful. His early education was 
conducted at home under the tutelage 
of the Rev. TW. M. Birch, rector of 
Prestwich; Mr. Gibbs, barrister at law; 
the Rev. C. F. Tarver and Mr. H. W. 
Fisher. He then studied for a session 
at Edinburgh and later entered Christ- 
church, Oxford. Here he attended pub- 
lic lectures for a year and afterward 
resided for three or four terms at Trin- 
ity college, Cambridge, for the same 
purpose. 

His earliest appearance in a leading 
part on any public occasion was in 1852, 
at the laying of the foundation stone 
of the Lambeth School of Art at Vaux 
hall. After the death of his father in 
December, 1861, he naturally became 
the most desirable functionary at all 





and become the father of a large fam- 
ily; his wife calls him Bertie today. 
But wee be to any outsider, however 
intimate, who dares address the prince 
by that name! : 

An adoring British aristocracy has 
applied all sorts of names to the popu- 
lar heir apparent, which have been 
taken up by many Americans who 
have met him and a great many more 
who have not. Some of these pet 
names have not been altogether dig- 
nified, or even respectful—such as 
“tym-tum.” But the prince has put up 
with them all good naturedly. But 
Bertie was for the family alone. The 
Princess of Wales’ wedding ring is set 
with a beryl, an emerald, a ruby, 4 
turquoise, an iacinth and a second 
emerald. The initials of these six 
gems spel! “Bertie.” It was the prin- 
cess’ idea. 

In the summer of 1860 the prince paid 
a visit-to Canada and the United 
States. Everywhere he was received 
svith boundless enthusiasm. He danc- 
pd at a ball given in his honor at Wash- 
ington, where he was cordially wel- 
comed by President Buchanan. 

The United States indeed was pre- 
pared to receive him with open arms. 
At Hamilton, the last place in Canada 
where he made a halt, he had spoken 
some kindly words, which awoke gen- 
eral approval here. 

“My duties,” he said, “as representa- 
tive of the queen cease this day, but 
in a private eapacity I am about to 
visit before my return home that re-

markable land which claims with us 
a common ancestry and in whose ex- 
traordinary progress every Englishman 
feels a common interest.” 

In 1862, accompanied by Dean Stan- 
ley, he made a journey to the east, in- 
cluding a visit to Jerusalem. The 
young prince was now of a marriage- 
able age. Speculation was rife as to 
who would be the lady of his choice. 
The question was settled in the early 
part of 1863, when his engagement was 
announced to Princess Alexandra, the 
eldest daughter of the king of Den- 
mark. She was three years younger 
than the prince and, though compara- 
tively poor, was beautiful and accom- 
plished. The marriage was celebrated 
in St. George’s chapel, Windsor castle, 
on March 10, 1863. 

All England rejoiced over the event. 
Tennyson, who had just been made po- 
et laureate, wrote one of his fine poems, 
“A Welcome to Alexandra,” on this oc- 
casion. The princess soon made her- 
self very popular with all classes of 
the British public, not only by her out- 


‘ward grace of manner, but also by her 


yirtues and amiability. The prince 
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himself has always shared in this pop- 
ularity, although the sterner puritan- 
ism of his potential subjects has often 
been shocked by stories of his dissipa- 
tion. 

As a social factor in England the 
nrince has always been supreme. Ward 
McAlister called him “the great social 
dictator.’ It was largely through his 
influence that many Americans—a na- 
tion whom he has always liked—have 
received their entree into the inner 
circles of the British aristocracy. Ney- 
ertheless the social and fashionable 
side of his life has been more of a duty 
than a pleasure to him. He has always 
been most cuntent when surrounded by 
a circle of his old friends at his palace, 
in Sandringham, a small village in the 
county of Norfolk. There he has lived 
the life of an English country gentle- 
man. 

The affection and esteem in which 
the prince has been held were never 
better exemplified than in December, 
1871, when he was attacked by typhoid 
fever and for some weeks hung be- 
tween life and death. The anxiety of 
the public was intense, and the news of 
his recovery was greeted with great 
joy. On his first appearance in public 
to take part in the memorable “thanks- 
giving service” in St. Paul’s cathedral 
on Feb. 27, 1872, the streets along the 
line of his route were crowded with a 
cheering multitude. 

Since then the prince has been put- 
ting in several years of quiet work, tak- 
ing a great dealof theresponsibility that 
attaches to sovereignty off his mother’s 
hands. He visited India and Ireland, 
engaged in solidifying the empire. He 
started intercolonial and international 
exhibitions. Hé encouraged and liber- 
ally subscribed to public charities. He 
bas been a liberal patron of art and of 
the drama. It is impossible to overes- 
timate his power as a social factor. He 
bas dictated fashions and dominated 
manners. On him fell the full respon- 


sibility of the arrangements for the 
eclebration of his mother’s jubilee in 


1887. He worked like a slave. 

It is impossible not to mention two 
notable things of recegt years—the bac- 
carat scandal and the death of the 
prince’s ¢hwst son and his heir, the 
Duke of Clarence. The card scandal 
same up in the winter of 1899 while 
the prince was visiting Mrs. Arthur 
Wilson at Tranby Croft. Sir William 
Gordon-Cumming, a cavalry officer of 
good family, was charged with cheat- 
ing. It was said that he increased his 
stake after seeing that the cards were 
in his favor. It was a famous trial; 
the prince was a witness, and Sir Wil- 
liam Gordon-Cumming lost. He mar- 
ried the daughter of an American mil- 
lionaire, Miss Garner of New York, and 
retired into private life. 

Two years later the Duke of Clar- 
ence fell a victim to the grip. It was 
a great blow to both the prince and 
princess, a bereavement from which 
they have never fully recovered. After 
the funeral the prince retired to the 
deepest privacy. It was many months 
before he could take up his public du- 
aties. 

Of late years Marlborough House has 
become the center of the prince’s social 
and oflicial life. His study, where none 
but his intimates is admitted, looks 
like the room of a hardworking man 
of business. He works at an old fash- 
ioned pedestal desk table. The desk 
shuts with a spring and can be opened 
only with a golden key, which the 
prince carries on his watch chain. Ey- 
ery hour of his day is mapped out for 
him. First comes his private corre- 


spondence, which is very large. From 
10 till 11 each morning is spent in talk- 
Ing over and dictating replies to letters 
that have been sorted over by his sec- 
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retary. The remainder of his day is 
governed by his appointment book. 
The social feature of it is very large. 
When the prince does haye an idle 
hour, he enjoys a new novel that he 
has picked from the bookstall himself. 

No political party has ever been able 
to rightly claim the Prince of Wales 
as an adherent, or even as an active 
sympathizer. He has always managed 
to keep conspicuously clear of party or 
sectional interests and still remain an 
aggressive Englishman. 

In 1868 the late king of Sweden ini- 
tiated Albert Edward into the myste- 
ries of Freemasonry. His father had 
refused to associate himself with the 
craft, but the prince had views of his 
own. In 1875 he was elected grand 
master of England. At one Freemason 
dinner, when the prince presided, the 
list of subscriptions reached the enor- 
mous sum of $250,000, the largest 
amount ever raised at a festivel dinner 
in the history of the worlé. 

Americans know the new king as 4 
game sportsman. He began that ca- 
When he was only 15 years 
old, accompanying his father on dee 
stalking expeditions, he was the best 
shot in his family. In manhood the 
royal colors—purple, gold band, scarlet 
sleeves and black velvet cap with gold 
fringe—have been a familiar sight on all 
British race courses of the first class. 
His name has often stood high in the 
st of winning owners. He is general- 
ly agreed to be a capital judge of a 
horse. His greatest triumph was the 
winning of the Derby by Persimmon ip 
1896. 

During the past few yeals King Ed- 
ward VII has seldom been seen follow- 
ing the hounds, but in the game season 
he is foremost in big shooting parties. 
As a yachtsman he has been particular- 
ly fortunate. He is the owner of many 
splendid prizes. 

While no one can confidently say 
what political changes the advent of 
the new king will make—and it is pos- 
sible that his rule may materially af- 
fect the course of British politics—it is 
known that he has always had liberal 
leanings. He detested Beaconsfield; 
he felt a warm admiration for Glad- 
stone. His most intimate friend among 
the leading politicians of England is 
Rosebery. It is already predicted that 
the new king will work for Rosebery 
for the premiership. 

‘As for the new queen of England, she 
is a daughter of the north who at 56 
is still beautiful. She is a splendid 
type of woman and was Princess Alex- 
andra of Denmark prior to her mar- 
riage. to the Prince of Wales 38 years 
ago. 

x very pretty and romantic story is 
told of how the Princess of Denmark 
became the wife of Prince Albert Ed- 
ward of Wales. ‘The prince chanced to 
be whiling away part of a long sum- 
mer afternoon with two or three con- 
genial friends when one of them, a 
colonel, produced from his pocket a 
photograph. 

The prince immediately became 
struck by the beauty and simplicity of 


the young person in the picture and 
goon became possessor of it. Within a 


yery short time he had dispatched a 
confidential emissary to Denmark to 
carry his suit to the princess. The 
emissary was struck by the simplicity 
of the royal personages, but particular- 
ly by the grandeur and beauty of the 
young princess. Because of her simple 
home training the princess avas best 
fitted for the pomp and honor of het 
station. She is a brilliant woman, 
strictly conservative, of commanding 
presence and stature. 

Her character is at once strong and. 
sweet, and she shows a kindly consid- 
eration for all who approach her.

As a mother she fs ideal. Her chil- 
dren were reared and educated as be- 
fits their station, and their discipline is 
a matter of comment in England. She 
is a thoroughly practical woman, fond 
of the best literature and an accom- 
plished musician. 

An intimate friend of the Princess of 
Wales—for only an intimate friend can 
be pardoned in so deseribing her—says 
that she is ‘sweet, noble, pretty, snap- 
py, arrogant and disagreeable.” Her 
temper is quick, disagreeable and un- 
certain.” Yet, withal, this friend adds 
that she is ‘just the most lovable wo- 
man in the world.” 

Queen Victoria during her long 
reign has shown herself to be more 
aman than a woman. Her conduct in 
time of trouble has been calm and se- 
rene, and in time of peace she has dis- 
played the stolidity so admired by Eng- 
lishmen. 

Queen Alexandra, on the other hand, 
is always a woman. Excitable at 
times, fervent, pathetic, variable—and 
womanly always. 

The strongest feature displayed by 
the new queen of England is her clique. 
No one ever knew Victoria to have an 
intimate friend. Even Mme. Albani 
was kept at length, but Queen Alexan- 
dra has her friends and falls out with 
them in a woman’s way. 

At one time she loved Lady Brooke, 
but her love cooled; at another she and 
Lady Randolph Churchill were insep- 
arable—one never shopped without the 
other—but at a later date she took 
Lady Craven instead and insisted that 
she become one of her ladies of honor. 

It is not in temperament alone that 
the new queen differs from her prede- 
cessor, but in every other detail. 

For years Alexandra has been noted 
for her taste in dress—an accusation 
never made of Queen Victoria. 

In admirable characteristics Alexan- 
dra is not wanting. She is the only one 
of Queen Victoria’s royal daughters- 
in-law who has been able to get along 
with her. Even her daughters have 
found little sympathy in the cool rigid- 
ness of the throne. But Alexandra be- 
gan by determining to like her mother- 
in-law, and she has kept it up. 

Queen Victoria declared that she liked 
the Princess of Wales better than any 
one of her own family except Beatrice 
and that she would sooner see her on 
the throne than any other one that she 
could mention. 

The new Prince of Wales, like the 
new king, is a man who has sown his 
wild oats with a princely and lavish 
hand. He has, however, settled down 
and become a man of family and dig- 
nity. 

George Frederick Ernest Albert, the 
second and eldest surviving son of 
the new King Edward VII, has long 
been known as the Duke of York. He 
has also been called “the sailor prince” 
from the fact that he has had a naval 
career. 


He was born June 3, 1865. The 
young prince, like his brother and sis- 


ters, was brought up with the most 
studied simplicity both in London and 
at Sandringham and much more like 
the child of a plain country gentleman 
than the son of a royal prince as such 
bringing up is understood in other 
countries. The Rey. J. N. Dalton was 
selected by the Prince of Wales as his 
gon’s tutor, and under his superintend- 
ence the first few years of the young 
prince’s life were passed in quiet study 
and in a happy home life of which he 
was the leading spirit.

In 1885, after passing the examinations 
with great credit, he was promoted to 
a lieutenancy.

Just one year later the young man 
was raised to the rank of commander, 
but his actual service was brought to 
a close by the death of his brother and 
his own suddenly acquired importance 
as heir presumptive. 

The Duchess of York, his wife, was 
formerly the pretty Princess May of 
Teck. The marriage has been very 
happy, and this royal couple are prob- 
ably the most democratic of their kind 
in Great Britain. They have three pret- 
ty children, two of whom are princes. 

The new Prince of Wales has earned 
for himself a warm place in British 
hearts. He is extremely popular, for 
the English believe him to be thor- 
oughly manly. Only a year ago, when 
the situation in South Africa developed 
into a serious war, he declared his 
eagerness to go and fight the Boers. 
Only peremptory orders from the 
queen herself kept him at home.

Jury Disagrees in Case Against Town of 


against the town of Brimfield for personal 
injuries was tried in the superior court at 
Springfield this week, and resulted in the 
disagreement of the jury, they going out 
at 12.45 Wednesday and remaining out till 
after midnight. Tobin sued the town of 
Brimtield for $4000, claiming that his 
injury was caused by a defective highway. 
He testified that on the night of March 4, 
1899, he drove from Wales to Fiskdale with 
a passenger, taking the main road, and 
reached the latter place about 10 o’clock. 
He says that while on the way home, ata 
point about three miles from Fiskdale one 
of the front wheels of the carriage went 
down into a hole and he was thrown 
forward and wedged between the wheel 
and shaft. The horse continued on its 
way and he was carried in that position he 
claims, and after a time lost consciousness. 
His injuries consisted of cuts on his legs 
and the scraping of the side of his face 
and other parts of the body by coming in 
contact with the hub of the wheel. For 
the defense it was contended that the 
point on the road where the plaintiff claims 
he was injured was not in the town of 
Brimfield, but was in Wales.

In sentencing him Justice 
McFarland spoke of his previous good 
opinion of the young man, and of the feel- 
ing of sympathy in the community for his 
parents and sisters, but the enormity of 
the offense in the eyes of the law pre- 
cluded his taking this into account. There 
was no other course but to administer the 
law, and he accordingly sentenced him to 
a year in the house of correction. Allen 
afterward informed the Court that he was 
a willing martyr to the cause of Socialism, 
which would flourish and spread even 
though he had to suffer. The same senti- 
ments were expressed to the officer who 
bad charge of him, and he seemed in no 
way sensible of the enormity of his crime 
or the seriousness of his position. 

This is not the first matter of this kind 
which he has put ont, though he has been 
more guarded in the past, and the leaflets 
have not been quite so rank as was this 
one, at least not recently. A few years 
ago he was called to account privately for 
similar action, and compelled to stop it on 
threat of prosecution if he did not. Much 
sympathy is felt for the parents and sisters 
of the young man, who have the respect 


and esteem of the entire community. His 
father has labored hard with him concern- 
ing his ways, but has seemed to have no 
influence over him whatever.

The struggle of the people for oppor- 
tunity to serve themselves is renewed this 
year in various forms, some of which are 
evidently too early for the average public 
sentiment, while others are prevented 
solely by the opposition of the selfish 
interests which would lose protitable 
opportunities of keeping the people trib- 
utary tothem. The petition of the town 
of Danvers for authority to establish a 
municipal fuel yard has been taken from 
the files of last year and referred to the 
committee on towns. This petition 1s 


based in a vote of the town at the last 
April meeting, but it came in too late for 
action last year and was sent over to 1901 
under the rules without any contest for it. 
It was a close vote in the town and doubt- 
less many of the citizens will oppose it. 
The idea is to permit all residents of the 
town to buy their fuel from the town, 
which shall sell in small or large quanti- 
ties at the lowest rate which will save the 
town from loss. The usual bills for the 
promotion of municipal lighting have been 
presented and there is no sign yet that 
they will stand a better chance than before 
of passing, though it is evident, if one will 
inquire among the people, that the 
idea of municipal lighting is gaining 
ground. Chairman Barker of the gas and 
electric light commission tells me that the 
plan is perfectly feasible, but the danger is 
that politics will creep into and make the 
service poorer than it need be. Here 
seems to be a detail of self-government 
then in which it is possible for the people 
to save themselves a large amount of 
money, provided only that they are enough 
interested in their government to see that 
their serve them, instead of playing politics 
in their offices. 

The gas fight of last year broke out 
afresh in the House this afternoon. It was 
over the order of Mr. McPherson of Fram- 
ingham for an investigation by the com- 
mittee on manufactures into the doings of 
the companies in the Boston gas ring. 
When he put in the order yesterday he 
accompanied it by a speech in which he 
said that he knew that much had been 
done since the last session of the Legis- 
lature by the gas companies, that notes 
were given by companies which were not 
in the need of borrowing and that they 
took in exchange notes which were of 
doubtful value. The contest to-day was 
over the question whether the committee 
should employ a stenographer. Such a 
provision would have to be referred to the 
committee on rules, which might involve a 
delay of four days. The friends of inves- 
tigation feared what might be done by the 
lobby in the meantime, and so they op- 
posed the amendment, though they will 
want a stenographer when they get to 
work. It was said by several members 
that the lobby was very thick and active 
to-day, trying to get mémbers to defeat the 
order. Finally ona roll-call, by vote of 91 
yeas to 102 nays the amendment which 
would send the order to the committee on 
rules was defeated and then the order was 
adopted by 100 to 68. Some of the leaders 
of the House favored the amendment, but 
the majority were against them. The com- 
mittee va rales suffered a distinet defeat. 
It is possible for the order to be killed by 
reconsideration, or by the action of the 
Senate. Last year’s failure to accomplish 
anything is held up as a reason for doing 
nothing this year. McPherson insists that 
he is working for the public. 

The committee on federal relations has 
reported unanimously in favor of the 
resolution asking our representatives in 
Congress to use their influence for the 
repeal of the government tax on tea. The 
preamble recites that there is a duty of 10 
cents a pound under the war revenue act, 
apd the resolution says that since tea is 


generally used by all our people a removal 
of the tax would be in accord with the 
president’s recommendation that the taxes 
‘most burdensome to the people,’ be re- 
moved, and makes the point that the tax 
bears unequally upon the people in that 
the lower classes sustain the larger tax. 
Since the committee reports unanimously 
there can be no politics in the resolution, 
and if it is adopted our men in Washing- 
ton will find themselves working in the 
historic tea line wherein Massachusetts 
has distinguished herself. 

The hearings before the taxation com- 
mittee on the petition of the Anti-Double 
Taxation League for the exemption of 
foreign stocks for taxation will occur on 
February 5 and will doubtiess be con- 
tinued. The familiar issue is now well 
before the Legislature, for the other bill to 
compel foreign corporations to disclose the 
names and addresses of their stockholders 
bas come in. The double doomage Dill 
will doubtless be on hand also. 

The bills for the regulation of telephone 
companies by the gas and electric light 
commission are also pending, and it re- 
mains to be seen whether the opinion of 
the Legislature, uninfluenced by the cor- 
porations, will be against the bill. Last 
year the Bell main company said that it 
would no longer oppose the desired regu- 
lation at the hands of the state. LANDON.

The condition of the sidewalks on 
Central Main street the past few days has 
been the subject of a good deal of criticism. 
The sun has done good work in many 
places, but there are a few places, such as 
on the Academy hill, where a little sand 
or a few hours’ work with an ice pick 
would have done a great deal of good and 
kept people from being obliged to walk in 
the middle of the street. The question 
has arisep many times as to whether the 
selectmen would be justified in having 
sand put on the walks at such times. Cer- 
tainly this work has been done by previous 
boards and no fault has ever been found 
with the expense. Most of the residents 
on Main street have taken pains to clear 
the ice off as soon as possible, and some 
have kept them sanded, but the fact that 
there are a few who do not attend to the 
walks, and also that the walkin front of 
the Academy seems to be without care 
should not drive people into the streets. 
If it is not for the selectmen to look after, 
some action should be taken at the coming 
town meeting, and have some method 
arranged so that the sidewalks can be kept 
clear from snow and ice, and either let the 
town pay for it or compel the abuttors to 
pay for it or do it themselves, as is done in 
the cities.

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For a period of three weeks along 
the front of our brigade a picket had 
been murdered on his post every night. 
The front was a mile long, with the 
posts within ten rods of each other, 
and a bushwhacker had crept up on 
the lone picket with all the craft of an 
Apache and stabbed him to death. The 
one assassin had killed 22 men before 
any great stir was made about it. The 
brigade was being equipped for the 
spring campaign, many changes were 
taking place among the officers, and 
the murder of a few pickets did not 
count for much in the general confu- 
sion. All that was done when the mat- 
ter was finally taken hold of was to 
put two, three and four men on a post 
in place of one and to send out small 
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scouting parties to look for a needle in 
a haystack, as it were. 
That all these murders had been 


committed by one single hand no one 
doubted. A knife had been used in 
every instance. The murderer had crept 
up in the darkness, leaving a trail be- 
hind him in some cases. In no case 
had he struck over two blows, and the 
surgeons said that he had always used 
the same knife.

He might finally 
lean his back against a tree or sit 
down, and he might keep eyes and 
ears on the strain, and yet he could be 
approached. 

On the night that the order was is- 
sued to double the men on the posts I 
was ill in my tent with a sore throat | 
and fever. My tent mates were on 
guard or detail, and I realized that I 
was light headed. I could not fall into 
a sound sleep, but I dozed at intervals, 
and the noises of the camp were con- 
fused with queer dreams. Of a sud- 
den this confusion cleared away, and I 
had what you call either a dream or a 
vision. I saw a man in the uniform of 
a federal captain, mounted on a me 


bay horse, ride up to a farmhouse. 
The face and form of rider and horse 
were as plain to me as if I had seen | 
them in my normal state of health at 
noonday. The captain was a man of | 
about 30, blue eyed, with brown hair, 
brown mustache and a front tooth 
filled with gold. At the corner of the 
left eye was a small scar from a wound 
inflicted years before. 

As the officer descended from the 
saddle and hitched his horse te the 
fence I saw a woman's face at the win- 
dow for a moment. The same face was 
seen again for a moment as she opened 
the door for the captain. She was 2 
tall, dark haired woman, and the face | 
bore a smile. It seemed to me that I 
stood and watched the horse for the 
next quarter of an hour. The animal 
chewed at the fence rail, broke down 
a small bush with his hind feet and 
pawed a deep hole in the earth in his 
impatience. 

As suddenly as the vision came it was | 
blotted out, but it returned again. This 
time the captain was mounted and it 
was night.

Our Grandfather's Letters. 

George Washington never saw a post- 
age stamp or an envelope, says Suc- 
They were unknown here until 
1827, after Rowland Hill had introduc- 
ed them in England. Letters were 
written, folded and addressed all on 
the same sheet and stuck with a wafer 
or witb sealing wax. Our early states- 
men could hardly have dreamed of the 
millions upon millions of portraits of 
themselves that would some day be dis- 
tributed broadcast by a great postal 
system. In 1808 the mail routes in- 
cluded a few cities in Maine, Georgia, 
New Hampshire, New York, Pennsyl- 
yunia, Maryland, Kentucky and Vir- 
ginia, making triweekly deliveries in 
summer and biweekly in winter. There 
wus no postmaster general in the cabi- 
net until 1829. Letters were charged 
25 cents postage for anything over 450 
miles long. Half a century later 10 
cents prepaid carried a letter 3,000 
miles and under that distance 5 cents 
and 3 cents. 

The popular pen was the good gray 
goose quill. It was not until 1819 that 
we got our first steel pens from Eng- 
land, where Perry had just begun their 
manufacture. Henry Clay learned to 
write by tracing letters on sand witha 
sharp stick, and Daniel Webster’s first 
pen was surreptitiously plucked from 
his mother’s pet goose, his ink being 
soot mixed with water. A few individ- 
uals were the envied possessors of gold 
pens, which were made in Europe, but 
the majority used “Dutch quills.”

A RESIDENT OF THE TOWN 65 YEARS. 


A Man of Sterling Character, Quiet and 
Unassuming, Respected and Hon- 
ored By All. 


Ebenezer Brown, 78, one of Palmer's old 
est, best known and most highly respected 


business men, died at his home on North 
Main street soon after midnight of Satur- 
day of cancer of the bowels, after an illness 
which had kept bim from his business only 
six weeks, though he had not been in the 
best of health for six months; previous to 
that time it had been Mr. Brown’s pride 
that he bad never been sick a day in his 
life. A man of sterling character, honest 





and conscientious to the highest degree in 
his business life and iu his dealings with 
bis fellowmen, his word once given never to 
be deviated from, his long association with 
the business life of the town, gave him a 
high mark of esteer tind a large measure 
of respect from al! _ whom he came ip 
contact. Quiet and unassuming, yet taking 
a deep interest in the welfare of his town 
and watchful over its interests to a degree 
known only to those who kuew him best 
and most thoroughly enjoyed his con- 
fidence, his death will leave a vacancy 
which will long be felt. Mr. Brown, 
while his health permitted, was a constant 
attendant at and a liberal contributor to 
the support of the Congregational church, 
though not a member of it. 


The funeral was held from the house 
Wednesday afternoon at 2.30, Rev. F. B. 


Harrison of the Congregational church 
officiating. Tbe bearers were F. D. 
Barton, C. F. Grosvenor, F. W. Harrison 
and W. H. Higgins of Palmer, George 
Coney of Ware and Lewis McLaughlin of 
Stafford Springs. Mr. and. Mrs. A. D. 
Norcross of Monson savg. The business 
places were closed from 2 to4 asa mark of 
respect to his memory. 


Mr. Brown was the son of James and 
Rebecca Brown, and was born in Brighton, 


Mass., Oct. 16, 1822. He attended the 
public schools there until he was 13 years 
old, when he came to Palmer for his 
health, making bis home at Palmer Center 
with his uncle, Deacon Green, on what is 
now thetown farm. He attended Monson 
Academy one term and Wilbraham Acad- 
emy two winter terms, obtaining money 
for bis tuition by working for his uncle 
and Dr. Shearer on the farms during the 
summers. After leaving Wilbraham 
Academy he worked two years for his 
uncle and one year for Dr. Shearer. He 
then went to Jenksville, being employed 
by Mr. Jenks as clerk in his general store. 
He remained there about two years and 
then went to Chicopee, being employed by 
P. GC. Davis in his general store. About 
a year later he went to Salem, having 
secured a position in the large dry goods 
store of S.S. Johnson. After a year there 
be returned to Palmer Center and opened a 
small grocery store. He soon saw, how- 
ever, that the drift of trade was toward the 
Depot village, and selling his store at the 
Center bought the hardware store of 
Austin Bassett, located in the McGilvray 
block on what is now South Main street in 
this village. The other occupants of the 
block were A. P. Chapman, grocer, and 
Miles & Stevens, dry goods. The highway 
crossed the railroad tracks in the rear of 
the present office of the Flynt Building 
and Construction Company, and although 
the larger part of the business was south 
of the tracks there was intense rivalry be- 
tween the two sides, and a clerk’s salary 
depended on his ability to draw and keep 
trade on his side of the railroad. Later 
Mr. Brown moved his store into the old 
Nassowanno House block, and whenit was 
burned moved back on South Main street. 
Later he opened a store in the Converse 
House block, now occupied by J. F. Foley. 
After atime be and C. D. Holbrook built 
Commercial block, and when it was com- 
pleted Mr. Brown moved into the store 
which was occupied by him at the time of 
his death. 


Mr. Brown held the office of town clerk 
and treasurer for six years, beginning in 
1854. The selectmen that year were Enos 


Calkins, George Mooers and John A. 
Squier, and this board issued the first de- 
tailed printed town report for the town of 
Palmer. The appropriations in those days 
were about $9000 or $10,000, which is 
somewhat in contrast to the more than 
$50.000 which is necessary now. Mr. 
Brown was also selectman one year, his 
associates on the board being O. B. Smith 
and J. O. Hamilton. He was always a 
Democrat, and in 1871 represented the 
district in the Legislature, but declined a 
reélection the following year, being, as he 
said, disgusted with the way things were 
then going at the state house, and many 
times since has refused nomination. For 
two years he served as treasurer of the 
Palmer Savings Bank, succeeding M. W. 
Frencb. 


Mr. Brown was married in Ware Decem- 
ber 16, 1845, to Mary S. Allen, who sur- 
vives him, and their 50th wedding anniver- 


sary was celebrated in 1895 They had two 
children, Clarence A., who died last 
winter, and Mrs. F. D. Barton, who also 
survives him.

Celebrating Twenty-fifth Anniversary of 
Former Palmer Priest’s Ordination. 


The twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
ordination to the priesthood of Rev. 
Antoine A. Lamy, formerly pastor of St. 
Anne’s church in Three Rivers was ob- 
served January 27 and 28 in Spencer, 
where Fr. Lamy is pastor of St. Mary’s 
church. The ceremony of blessing the 
corner stone of the fine new St. Mary’s 
church, which is being built beside the old 
one, was also celebrated at the same time. 
Fr. Lamy was in Three Rivers as pastor of 
St. Anne’s church for seven years and a 
half, leaving about 11 years ago, and while 
there made a large number of friends who 
will be pleased to learn of the work he is 
doing in Spencer. 

The exercises opened Sunday morning in 
the old St. Mary’s church with a solemn 
high mass celebrated by Fr. Lamy, Rt. 
Rev. T. D. Beaven of Springfield being the 
guest of honor. After the sermon in the 
afternoon the blessing of the corner stone 
of the new church took place, Bishop 
Beaven performing the ceremony, which 
was witnessed by 1500 people. They then 
returned to the church and listened toa 
sermon in French by Rev. H. Hamelin of 
Willimansett. His remarks referred 
chiefly to the good work done by Fr. Lamy 
during his sojourn among the French 
people in Spencer. He spoke of the great 
love Fr. Lamy had for his people, his 
interest in and devotion to the little chil- 
dren of his parish, and urged the people to 
keep on in the good work of brotherly 
Christianity which was so apparent be- 
tween pastor and people. Monday after- 
noon a banquet was held in St. Mary’s 
hall over the church, 165 guests being 
present. Landlord W. A. Lyon of 
Hotel Massasoit catered, and music was 
furnished by Prouty’s orchestra. Fr. Lamy 
was seated at the table of honor inthe 
center as guest of theday. The hall was 
handsomely decorated with red, white and 
blue festoons, which were attached to the 
sides of the room and ceiling in rosettes, 
over which were fastened the figures ‘'25” 
in silver. A large wreath was hung in the 
center of the hall with the same figures in 
silver suspended in the center of the 
flowers. In the evening a public reception 
was given Fr. Lamy in the town hall, about 
fifteen visiting clergymen and the select- 
men of Spencer being present as guests. 
An entertainment was furnished, at the 
close of which Fr. Lamy was presented 
with a purse of $1000 as a gift from his 
parish. 

Fr. Lamy was born in Yamachiche, Can- 
ada, in 1844, and received his early educa- 
tion at that place. Later he entered the 
classical department of the college at 
Nicollet, Canada, where he completed an 
eight-years’ course in five years. He was 
ordained in Three Rivers, Canada, Septem- 
ber 19, 1875, after which he spent five years 
in Canada as curate and took the place of 
pastor of two parishes while the perma- 
nent rectors were absent in Europe. Later 
he was sent to North Adams, where he re- 
mained as curate for three months and was 
then transferred to Southbridge, where he 
was an assistant for 16 months. He was 
then made pastor of the new French parish 
in Three Rivers, which had been created 
by the division of the old parish. When 
he went to Three Rivers there was no 
church or parochial buildings, but before 
he left a strong parish had been built up 
with a fine church and parish house, and 
he had built and established a mission 
church in Bondsville. He was transferred 
to Spencer 11 years ago on the anniversary 
of his ordination. Since going to Spencer 
Fr. Lamy has remodeled the church build- 
ing, established a beautiful hall in the 
upper story, and made a large school room 
on the same floor. He purchased a house 
and had it made over into a handsome 
parochial residence, and turned the old 
parochial residence over to the use of the 
sisters of the Order of the Assumption. 
He has also bought considerable property 
for the church, among which was a house 
which he turned into a schoolhouse. This 
contains eight school rooms and has an 
attendance of 500 children. In all his work 
Fr. Lamy has shown himself to be a fine 
financier and business manager. 





Ludlow Man Badly Hurt. 
Charles Simonds of Ludlow, who lives 
near Red Bridge, was thrown from his 
sleigh last Friday evening while returning 
from Indian Orchard aud was quite seri- 
ously injured. Mr. Simonds is well known 
in this vicinity as a horseman and had 
been attending a horse trot on the 
Pasco-street speedway Friday afternoon. 
He started home in the evening and when 
he reached Pool Hill his horse became un- 
manageable and he was thrown out on a 
pile of stumps, two of which penetrated 
his face.

Developments of the Past Two 
Weeks in This Matter. 


Prof. B. K. Emerson of Amherst College 
gave a very interesting talk in Memorial 
Hall Tuesday evening on the geology of 
Palmer and vicinity. Only a comparative- 
ly small audience was present on account 
of the bad traveling, but those who went 
were amply rewarded for their effort. As 
an introduction Prof. Emerson said that he 
had always claimed to own the soil of 


Massachusetts and Connecticut, as far as 
the geolugy was concerned, although he 
allowed the farmers to utilize it, hold 
the deeds, and pay the taxes. 


He then showed by his maps the situa- 
tion of Palmer, on an elevation extending 
east from the valley of the Connecticut 
river, on the west of which rise the high 
hills of the Berkshires. The section which 
Prof. Emerson illustrated and described in 
detail extended east from Wilbraham to 
Monson and Brimfield, north to Ware and 
south to the state line. Within this region 
are the two ridges extending north and 
south, known respectively as the Wilbra- 
ham and Monson hills. From this entire 
section one must imagine the soil removed 
and one’s self in such a position as to look 
down upon the rocks from above. The 
lowest and oldest rock in these ridges is 
the gneiss of Monson quarry, another line 
of which runs from west of Hampden to 
the Ellis mills. Going west from Monson 
we find a line of hornblende schist extend- 
ing through Pataquattock mountain. The 


same thing is found extending east of 
Monson into Mount Dumplin, from there 
to Wilbraham, and back to Monson, end- 
ing at the town farm of that place. 


The next rock above is sandstone, which 
is found in the reef east of the wire mill 
in Palmer called Point of Rocks, and from 
the sides of all the hills of both ranges. 
The highest and most recent rock, found 
surmounting the peaks, is slate or shale, 
a mud form of rock. All the country 


towards Brimfield abounds in this forma- 
tion. There is also quite a region of gran- 
ite about Brimfield, and also about Three 
Rivers. 


Prof. Emerson then explained that all 
the rocks were flat at one time, but being 
pushed together by an enormous east and 
west pressure caused an upheaval and 
wrinkling of the rocks. These upheavals 
of course were regularly north and south, 
but in some cases tha granite remained 
firm and the wrinkles were then made 
around the firm pieces. Even this ground 
which we stand on has been pushed up by 
internal forces and may be in process of 


upheaval now, but by the action of wind, 
water and frost is correspondingly worn 
down, so that hills are no longer formed 
in this region. 


The oldest rock here is the gneiss. This 
was first coarse sandstone like that found 
on Mt. Holyoke, but the iron has been 
eliminated and it has been crystalized. 
The hornblende, next oldest, found west of 
Monson, was of even tiner sand and was 
also crystalized, as were others with still 
finer sand and mud in their composition. 
In the highest of these rocks Mr. Emerson 
has found fossils which he says are amoung 
the oldest kind in existence. Therefore it 
is estimated that the rock under Palmer 
must have originated in the Silurian age, 
from 15,000,000 to 20,000,000 years ago. 

“Now,” said Mr. Emerson, “the question 
may be asked why this locality is a valley 
instead of ahill. Itis pecause the gneiss, 
which is the under-rock, although it is 
far the best for building material, wears 


off more easily than other stone below 
ground, for the water soaks into the 
fieldspar and rots it. The rock that wears 
the most slowly is slate. 


Going west to Springfield from North 
Wilbraham is a change in rocks. Here we 
note much sandstone and slate, which 
upon splitting we find to obtain raindrop 
impressions, ripple marks, mud cracks and 
tracks of animals of all kinds and sizes. 


Mr. Emerson referred to his collection of 
animal and bird tracks at Amherst, and of 
different ferns and mosses he had found in 
the rocks.

This was 
after the evidence in the case had been 
presented to the grand jury, which con- 
sidered it conclusive enough to warrant 
the finding of an indictment. What the 
government’s case is can only be conject- 
ured, for nothing relative to it has been

The story of the crime, with statements 
of the family and the theory of what the 
government's case will be, follows: 

Miss May L. Fosburg was shot on the 
morning of Aug.20, 1900, with a 32-caliber 
revolver owned by her brother, the shoot- 
ing taking place about 1.30. The other 
occupants of the house at the time were 
her father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. R. L. 
Fosburg, her brother, R. S. Fosburg and 
his wife, her sister Beatrice, with whom 
she slept, her brother James, a student at 
Yale College, and Miss Bertha Sheldon of 
Providence, R.I., who was visiting with 
the family. All of these were sleeping on 
the second floor with the exception of 
James Fosburg, who slept on the first 
floor. The story as told by the Fosburgs is 
that the bouse was entered by burglars and 
that Mrs. R. L. Fosburg woke up to find 
one of them pointing a revolver in her 
busband’s face. Her husband got up and 
fought with the burglar, and by that time 
other members of the house were aroused. 
Three of the burglars were seen and they 
all wore masks made from pillow cases 
taken from the bureau draws in the Fos- 
burg house. Mr. Fosburg and his son 
struggled with them in the hall and the 





The twin mountains, Tom and Holyoke, 
together with many of the hills as far 
south as Meriden, Ct., were formed from 
volcanic action, but in slate and sandstone 
about their base many of these fossils 
are found. After long centuries of blank 
history, with only the steady wearing and 
building of river benks, etc., comes the 
Ice Period. This was characterized by an 
immense glacier 4000 to 5000 feet deep, 
moving south 35° east. From this we have 
two kinds of soil; on the flats the sand and 
gravel, as in Monson, and on the hills the 
large rock and boulders, as in Brimfield. 
Mr. Emerson stated that he could trace 
the ledge from which a rock came by fol- 
lowing a line N 30° W, even if he had to 
travel 30 or 40 miles. The glacier first 
began to melt on the southern edge and 
gradually worked northward. It has left 
many boulders about, with no regularity 
at all. There are remnants of ridges near 
the North Factory at Monson, and others 
above the R. M. Reynolds pond at South 
Monson, formed by glacial deposits of 
stratified sand, worn pebbles, etc. 

Prof. Emerson accompanied his lecture 
throughout with drawings illustrative of 
his points, and also with maps compiled 
by himself of the structure of this locality. 





BLIZZARD ON SIALL SCALE. 


Electric Cars Have Unequal Battle With 
Snow and Wind. 


Monday furnished the first approach to 
anything like a good old-fashioned winter 
which we have had this season. Snow fell 
all day, and at night had reached a depth 
of nearly a foot, light as could be. Tues- 
day morning the wind began to blow and 
trouble began. Walks which had been 
cleared off were soon covered again, to a 
greater depth than before, and packed hard 
down.

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LEGISLATIVE MA TTERS. 





Boston, February 6, 1901. 

Only yesterday was the end reached by 
the clerks of the House to the mass of new 
business which was thrown upon them 
last week in the last days for the intro- 
duction of new business. Whatever ap- 
pearances there were,—and they certainly 
were visible,—that the amount of legisla- 
tion desired was less than last year, they 
were dispelled by the cloud of petitions 
and bills which filled the tin boxes of the 
clerks and made them work hard till late 
at night in order to overtake their duties. 
Yet this Legislature is the most leisurely 
of any for years in proceeding with its 
work. I was told in the secretary's office 
yesterday that the number of bills re- 
ceived for engrossment was 31 against 62 
for the corresponding period last year. To- 
day, five weeks after the beginning of the 
session, we have the longest committee 
list thus far,—15 committee bearings when 
there ought to be 25. But they will get the 


hang of the business before long and then 
the mill must work faster if they expect to 
go home sooner than last year. This 
House, which fixes the pace of the Legis- 
jature, looks well and until it belies its looks 
we must take them at their face value,—no 
pun designed. If they do not fall under 
the influence of the Boston gas ring, like 
the House of 1900, they may come out of 
their ordeal with a much higher reputation 
than those men left behind them. 


The mass of business is not yet digested, 
but enough can be seen of it as it is re- 
corded on the bulletin to see that the ever 
fresh topic of the corporations is at the 
frout in all its force. There is a signifi- 
cance to this which the public, especially 
the chronic grumblers over the corporation 
legislation which is so constant and so 
annoying, ought to understand. In spite 
of the blackmail, or strike, legislation 
(which seems to be more plenteous than 
for a year or two, as far as we can interpret 
the signs), there is a great deal of earnest 
effort here to reduce the power of the cor- 
porations to hold the people helpless in 
their grasp and to make the people the 
masters of the situation. The way in 
which the gas ring in Boston defies the 
Legislature, the pending consolidation of 
the electric companies, and other move- 
ments of capital illustrate how they will 
elude and defy the laws, if possible. On 
the other hand, the effort, backed by the 
Massachusetts Board of Trade, to extend 
the anti-stock watering laws of 1894 proves 
that the business men realize the necessity 
of restraining their own number and of 
putting the hands of the people upon the 
few who would use the law only as a 
means whereby they may transfer money 


from the pockets of others to their own. 
This contest is hot and the public is at a 
great disadvantage compared with the 
corporations. When the latter can take 
the money they got from the people and 
use it to buy up the representatives of the 
people so that the process of money-taking 
sball not be interrupted, then it is hard 
lines for the people. But that is a fair 
statement of the situation here in the con- 
flict of the people against the few who 
hold them tributary. If the people look 
out for their representatives closely, they 
will be able to punish their treacherous 
representatives, and to reward their faith- 
ful defenders as they deserve. 


Those who have noted the petition from 
the Massachusetts department of the Grand 
Army and other prominent influences for a 
statue of the late Gen. William F. Bart- 
lett of Pittsfield will recall that his name 
is one of the three in the long roll of 
names around the pediment of the dome of 
the hall of the House of Representatives 
who stand for the share of Massachusetts 
in the civil war. The three, in order, are 
“Devens, Bartlett, Putnam,’ and there is 
absolutely nothing to show that these are 
the only civil war representatives. ‘Put- 
nam” is generally understood to designate 
“Qld Put,” or General Israel Putnam, 
whose fame as a revolutionary general is 
great. Others suppose it means Gen. 
Rufus Putnam, who led the movement 
from Rutland, Mass., to Ohio at the settle- 
ment of the latter state, and was one of 
the great figures of our history. But it 
refers to neither of these, but to a young 
man who was killed in the battle of Ball’s 
Bluff. He was a true bero and a model to 
young men, but if it had not been for his 
social standing and the pull of his aristo- 
cratic friends he would never have been 


put in the roll of fame, for he stands on a 
level with thousands of others who risked 
all and died for country with the noblest 
motives. Like them, he served with his 
life and, like them, he did not rise above 
the level of thousands in degree of service 
rendered. But Bartlett and Devens did. 
Devens has his statue already. Bartlett's 
services were far above the ordinary. His 
story is romantic, brilliant and patriotic. 
He stands so high that doubtless no one 
will oppose giving him a statue, and a 
place which might be unworthily filled 
will see unworthy aspirants crowded out. 


Yesterday the House had its first contest 
over the liquor law, and it was clearly 
shown that it will be practically impossi- 
ble to change the law a hairin way of re- 
laxation. Representative Buswell of 
Methuen had put in a petition for removal 
of the iimit upon the number of liquor 
licenses in license cities and towns. His 
argument, before the committee and after- 
ward in the House, was that this limitation 
of one license to every 1000 people (500 in 
Boston) was a practical monopoly and pre- 
vented other equally deserving people from 
getting licenses. The House spent over 


an hour on the bill, which had a unani- 
mous adverse committee report, and then 
refused to give it a standing by vote of 51 
yeas to94 nays. They hada roll call and 
Buswell bad the support of some good 
Republicans, such as Francis of New Bed- 
ford and Reed of Taunton. But the liquor 
committee, with the chairman of the judi- 
ciary committee and others were too strong 
a team. 


Another indication that the House is 
going to be stricton liquor matters was 
given in the vote of 139 to 46 whereby they 
adopted an order of Mr. Kinney of Boston 
to require the Boston Board of Police to 
return statistics of the small hotels for the 


purpose of seeing whether they were 
really hotels or liquorestablishments. Mr. 
Kinney said that some were of such a sort 
as that which was connected with the 
recent tragedy in Paterson, N. J., for a 
share in “which four men have just been 
given the longest sentence of the law. 


The lobby is becoming sc obtrusive and 
visitors in the corridors areso many that 


it is proposed to havea rail near the door 
of the House to hold them at a distance. 


The House could not help laughing this 
afternoon when Mr. Skerrett of Worcester 
put in his order reciting that Thomas W. 
Lawson had belittled the good name of the 
House by his insinuations that improper 
means had been used to influence members 
in connection with gas matters, and in- 
structing the sergeant-at-arms to arrest 
Lawson and bring him before the House to 
explain himself. Of course the order was 


laid over and it remains to be seen what 
will come of it. The gas situation is be- 
coming a chronic feature of the legislative 
sessions, and the members of the ring must 


wish that sessions of the General Court 
came only oncein 100 years. Some time 
or other it is to be hoped that a Legislature 
will be found strong and honest enough to 
probe this scandal to the bottom. 

This afternoon the House heard the 


pleas of Messrs. Carey of Haverhill and 
MacCartney of Rockland, the Socialists, 
for the bill to permit jury trials in cases of 
contempt of court, The judiciary commit- 
tee was solid against it and the bill was de- 
feated by 611098. Carey and MacCartney 
based their pleas upon the necessity of the 
workingmen in conducting their justifiable 
strikes, while the committee took the 
ground that power to enforce their de- 


cisions is essential to the dignity of the 
courts. The two arguments, it will be 
seen, did not exactly meet each other, but 
the House stood with the committee by 
pretty nearly a party vote. The Socialists, 
Democrats and a few Republicans voted 
for the bill, while most of the Republicans 
voted against it. Landon.

Fred Ley’s Proposed Company Fails to 
* Show Up at Hearing. 

When the electric cars run from Palmer. 
to Springfield they will go over the tracks 
of the Springfield Street Railway company, 
which means hour and twenty minutes 
time, unless something happens in the 
meantime. Fred T. Ley’s proposed Spring- 
field Suburban road, by which rapid time 
—an hour run—from Palmer to Spring- 
field was to be made over a new layout, is 
not so much in evidence as it was previous 
to Wednesday evening. At that time the 
Springfield aldermen gave a hearing on 
the petition for a franchise, but no one 
appeared for the new road and not a yip 
was beard. Previous to the hearing 
several petitions in remonstrance to grant- 
ing locations for tracks in certain of the 
city streets had been circulated, and the 
pew road was in for “hard sledding,” at 
best. 

The failure of the petitioners to appear 
in any way has caused a revival of the 
suggestion made before, that a plan is on 
foot to buy up the Springfield road, the 
supposed purchasers to be the Young 
syndicate, which is said to have long had 
envious eyes on the Springfield prop- 
erty as part of their planned through 
line from New York to Boston. It was 
understood that the Springfield company 
was approached regarding the matter some 
time ago, but no encouragement was given. 
Now it is said the indications are more 
favorable. 





Pastor Announces Resignation. 


Rev. Charles W. Haines, pastor of the 
Baptist church in Palmer, announced his 
resignation of the pastorate at the morning 
service last Sunday. It is to take effect 
March ist. Mr. Haines came to Palmer in 





April, 1899, having previously been for 
three years pastor of the First Baptist 
church of Washington, N. J. His plans 
for the future are not fully matured, but 
include a contemplated course in the Hart- 
ford theological school in the fall of this 
year. 





Girl’s Sudden Death From Heart Disease- 


Miss Katie Monahan, 19, died suddenly 
from heart disease in the Nassowanno 
hotel Wednesday morning about 11 o’clock. 
She had started from her home on Water 
street to go to workin the straw shop at 
Monson, and stopped on her way to see her 
sister, Miss Nonie Dawson, who is em- 
ployed at the Nassowanno House. She 
had gone to her sister’s room to remove 
her wraps, and a few moments later 
Charles Bowen in passing the room saw 
her lying on the floor. He called her 
sister and Dr. Hendee was at once sum- 
moned, but the young woman was prob- 
ably dead when first seen. She was a 
native of Palmer, and leaves a father, 
mother, and several brothers and sisters. 
The funeral was held this morning from 
St. Thomas’s Catholic church at 9 o’clock 
with a low mass, Rev. Thomas S. 
Donoghue officiating. Burial was in the 
Thorndike cemetery. There were a large 
number of floral tributes, including a 
pillow with the words “Oar Katie,” from 
the family, a basket and several handsome 
pieces. The funeral was largely attended. 
Miss Monahan was a teacher in St. 
T homas’s Sunday school, and a devoted 
Christian. She was much liked by all 
who knew her and will be greatly missed. 





Suit Against Wales Savings Bank. 


A suit has been brought against the 
Wales Savings Bank by E. H. Lathrop of 
Springfield for Ira Nelson of Wales, 
which is attracting considerable interest. 
The bank holds a mortgage against a farm 
which was the joint property of three 
brothers, Royal, Albert and Ira Nelson. 
The farm was left to them by their mother, 
but the estate has never been divided. 
Royal and Albert, who lived on the farm 
but who are now both dead, gave the mort- 
gage and Ira says he knew nothing of it 
and does not believe his brothers would 
have mortgaged the property without his 
knowledge. He claims that they had no 
right to mortgage his interest anyway, and 
that is what he is suing for. The suit is a 
plea of land and Gardner & Gardner of 
Springfield are counsel for the bank. The 
case is on the trial list for this term of 
court. 





Barn Burned at Ware. 


The barn of Joseph Dumas Jr., on Aspen 
street in Ware, was totally destroyed by 
fire last Friday night at about 10.30. The 
fire department was called out by an alarm 
from box 48, but the fire had gained such 
headway that nothing could be done to 
save it. The barn was rented by Morris 
Wheeler, a rag peddler, and his horses and 
wagons were all saved. There was a large 
quantity of hay, tinware, rags and bones 
up stairs in the barn, and it is thought the 
fire started there. Wheeler’s loss is about 
$200, fully insured. The loss on the barn 
is $850, and when Dumas took his policy to 
the insurance agent Saturday night to file 
his claim, it was found that owing to a mis- 
take of the local agent he is not able to 
receive any insurance money on the barn. 
He had the policy on bis house and barn 
renewed recently and in writing the policy 
the barn was not mentioned. 





Fire in West Warren Mill. 


About 30’clock Tuesday afternoon fire 
broke out in the No. 4 mill of the Warren 
cotton mills at West Warren, which caused 
a loss of several thousand dollars, covered 
by insurance. The fire started in a large 
bend near the wall used to blow the cotton 
up from the picker-room to the card-room, 
and the flames spread quickly through the 
room. An alarm was sent in from box 75, 
and a little later a second alarm was rung, 
calling help from Warren. The fire was 
mostly confined to a large skylight on the 
roof of the building, nearly all of the 
windows being broken. The fire was out 
at 4.30 and the most of the damage was 
done by smoke and water. A Pole whois 
employed in the mill was badly burned 
about the face.

Fosburg house and did not go to sleep until 
1.15, but up to that time heard no shooting. 
H. 8. Plumb, another neighbor, says he 
beard the shots distinctly and remembers 
it was just abont balf past one by the 
clock in his room, and he went immediate- 
ly to the Fosburg house. If this evidence 
is true it would give the family only a very 
short interval in which to work out their 
story and arrange the articles of evidence. 
The trousers however were not found until 
morning, and the shoe, hat and revolver 
not until about 3 o’clock in the morning. 
It was at first told by the Fosburgs that 
Miss Fosburg was shot while in the hall, 
but they have since stated she was shot 
while in the hall and carried to her room 
by her brother, who thought she had faint- 
ed. A bullet-hole which was found in 
the wooden comb-box attached to the 
bureau in her room is thought to be an im- 
portant clew, as it is supposed it will show 
that the bullet was fired from an entirely 
different direction from that claimed by 
the Fosburgs. Another fact which has 
been brought out this week is that the 
window in the spare room, by which the 
burglars are alleged to have escaped, was 
not capable of being opened more than 12 
inches. This would make it almost im- 
possible for a good-sized man to crawl 
through in such quick time as young Fos- 
burg declared the burglars made their exit. 
Then the position of the foot prints on the 
lawn under the balcony is supposed to be 
another strong point in favor of the state. 
The tracks were pointing inward and were 
so close to the wall of the house that it is 
an improbability if not an impossibility 
that they should have been made by a man 
jumping or dropping from the balcony. 
Considerable importance has been at- 
tached to the fact that Miss Bertha 
Sheldon left for her home in Providence 
the morning of the murder, and would not 
appear before the inquest of the Fosburg 
case in Pittsfield, and it was found there 
was no law on the statute books to compel 
her attendance. In an affidavit which she 
made last Friday she exonorates the Fos- 
burgs and says she never saw a more 
kindly, loving and devoted family. She 
states that young Fosburg was not away 
from home the evening before the murder, 
and that the family spent it together. She 
was awakened by the shot and going into 
May Fosburg’s room saw her lying on the 
floor, and was told that burglars had 
entered the house and killed her. An 
order was introduced in the House of 
Representatives at Providence Tuesday 
which, if enacted into a law, will supply 
the deficiency on the statute books where- 
by now Miss Sheldon cannot be compelled 
to appear as a witness, and will apply to 
Massachusetts and Connecticut. If 
enacted it may either compel Miss Sheldon 
to go to the Fosburg trial or make neces- 
sary the payment by her of a fine of not 
more than $300, if she fails to obey the 
summons from the state of Massachusetts. 
It is believed that when the trial takes 
place in July the testimony of a hackman 
will be used in an endeavor to show that 
young Fosburg was taken home that night 
in a state of intoxication. It will be also 
shown that the room occupied by he and 
his wife gave every evidence of a violent 
quarrel having taken place, although in 
the statements of Mr. Fosburg and his son 
nothing is said of there having been any 
trouble with the burglars in this room.

messages nor the replies they elicited. 

He was playing a deeply dangerous 

game. Detection meant ruin, disgrace

ANIMALS THAT WEEP. 
Man Not the Only Creature That 

Sheds Tears. 

The weeping “mock turtle” in “Alice 
In Wonderland” and the walrus in the 
same held “his pocket 
bandkerchief his streaming 
eyes” are not wholly creatures of the 
{magination if we may believe M. Hen- 
ri Coupin, writing in La Nature of 
Paris. He quotes numerous authort- 
ties to show that many animals shed 
real tears and for the same reasons 
that cause human beings to weep. He 
intimates also that there is a fruitful 
field for investigation along this and 
similar lines. Says M. Coupin: 

“Laughing is believed to be peculiar 
to man, but the same is not true of 
weeping, which is a manifestation of 
emotion that is met with in divers an- 
imals. 

“Among the creatures that weep 
most easily we may first mention the 
ruminants, with whom the act is so 
well known that it has given rise to a 
trivial but accurate expression, ‘to 
weep like a calf.’ Among these ani- 
mals the facility of shedding tears is 
explained by the presence of a supple- 
mentary lachrymal apparatus. 

“All hunters know that the stag 
weeps, and we are also assured that 
the bear sheds tears when it sees its 
last hour approaching. The giraffe is 
not less sensitive, as might be expected 
in so gentle a creature, and regards 
with tearful eyes the hunter who has 
wounded it. 

“If we are to credit Gordon Cum- 
ming, the eland (African antelope) acts 
in the same way. He says of one of 
these annals that he had pursued for 
a long time: ‘Flecks of foam flew from 
its mouth. Abundant sweat had given 
its gray skin an ashy blue tint. Tears 
fell from its great black eyes, and it 
was evident that the eland felt that its 
last hour had come.’ 

‘Dogs weep quite easily. If their 
master goes away, for instance, leay- 
ing them tied, they bark, with tears 
both in their eyes and in their voices. 
The same is true of certain monkeys. 
The Cebus azarze weeps when its wish- 
es are opposed or when it is frightened, 
and the eyes of the Callithrix scijreus 
fill at once with tears when it is seized 
with terror. 

“The aquatic mammals, too, are able 
to weep. Thus all authors agree in 
saying that dolphins at the moment of 
death draw deep sighs and shed tears 
abundantly. A young female seal has 
also been seen to weep when teased by 
a sailor. St. Hilaire and Cuvier assure 
us that on the authority.of the Malays 
when a young dungong fs captured the 
mother is sure to be taken also. The 
little ones then cry out and shed tears. 
These tears are collected with care and 
preserved as a charm that is certain to 
make a lover’s affection lasting. 

“As for the elephant, there is abun- 
dant evidence of the ease with which 
it weeps. Sparrman assures us that it 
sheds tears when wounded or when it 
sees that it cannot escape. Its tears 
roll from its eyes like those of a human 
being in affliction. Tennent, speaking 
of captured elephants, says that ‘some 
remain quiet, lying on the ground with- 
out manifesting their grief otherwise 
than by the tears that bathe their eyes 
and run constantly down.’ 

“Such are the principal animals that 
have been reported as shedding tears. 
Doubtless they will become more Du- 
merous when we have taken the trou- 
ble to observe the same phenomena in 
other species. I advise those who wish 
to give attention to the matter to note 
carefully the circumstances in which 
the tears have manifested themselves. 
From the examples given above it will 
be seen that tears have about the same 
emotional significance in animals as in 
man, but to establish the certainty of 
this we should have many more in- 
stances.” 
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Old Manx “Bank Notes.” 

Speaking of the curious Manx bank- 
ing lore of the past, the Liverpool Post 
says that a singular state of affairs 
was exhibited in “the island” at the 
close of the Napoleonic wars. Trade 
was brisk, money was more freely ad- 
ventured, and all sorts of private per- 
sons began to issue notes.

BUT SEARCH WARRANT FINDS THEM. 





Also Other Meats Which Had Been Taken 
at Various Times. Family’s Meat 
Bill is High. 


Sylvester Storer, living in the Holden 
tenement house back of the post office, 
was arrested yesterday afternoon for the 
larceny of various pieces of meat from the 
market of G. A. Bills, which is next to the 
post office. The Storer family moved into 
the block about two weeks ago, and about 
a week later Mr. Bills, the rear door of 
whose market is only 25 or 30 feet from the 
house, began to miss things in the meat 
line. The back door of the market was 
not kept locked, asit had been the habit of 
people living in that direction to come in 
that way when making purchases. Storer 
was suspected and a watch was kept, but 
nothing alarming developed until yester- 
day afternoon, when Mr. Bills set a box 
containing 24 pigs’ livers outside the back 
door to freeze. The box had been there 
half or three quarters of an hour when it 
disappeared. This was a larger loss than 
Mr. Bills cared to stand without an effort, 
so a seerch warrant was sworn out and 
Deputy Sheriff Northrop served it. He 
found the box of*livers, and also a small 
piece of pressed ham and the small end of 
a ham which Mr. Bills recognized as one 
left by a customer to be smoked. Storer 
was arrested and taken to the lockup. He 
was released on bail later, and appeared 
in court this morning. 

This morning it was decided to arrest 
Mrs. Storer also, and she was brought in 
on a charge of the larceny of a ham. Both 
pleaded not guilty. The evideuce was con- 
sidered sufficiently strong for a conviction, 
however, and he was fined $20, a fine of $5 
being imposed on Mrs. Storer. Both were 
paid. This makes the family meat bill 
come at rather a high figure for the week. 





MAN AND BOY HURT BY CARS. 


Belchertown People Have a Narrow Es- 
cape From Death. 


Almon Lovett, who lives on East hill in 
Belchertown, and his nine-years-old son 
Alvin were badly burtin a railroad acci- 
dent at Enfield Monday afternoon. The 
accident occurred at Cabot’s crossing on 
the Athol branch of the Boston and 
Albany railroad, about half a mile below 
the Enfield station. Mr. Lovett had been 
drawing wood to the railroad woodyard 
pear the crossing on the West Ware side, 
and having unloaded his wood was return- 
ing with his empty sled, his son standing 
on the back end. When he drove onto the 
track the afternoon train to Springfield 
was almost upon him and he was not able 
to get entirely off the track before the hind 
bob of the sled was struck by the engine. 
Mr. Lovett was thrown about 10 feet and 
sustained severe contusions on the left side 
and thigh. The boy was thrown about 
two rods through a board fence and re- 
ceived a bad fracture of the right elbow, a 
contusion on the back between the shoul- 
ders and a bad wound at the base of the 
brain which caused a severe concussion of 
the skull. Heis ina very critical condi- 
tion and his recovery is not expected. 
Much sympathy is expressed for Mr. Lovett 
in Belchertown as he hasa large family 
and will probably be unable to do any 
work for some time.

ANOTHER NEW TROLLEY LINE. | 


To Run From Ludlow Through Chicopee 


to Holyoke. cama ¢ 
Thrilling Experience of a Bonds- 


ville Woman. 


A new trolley line project which will 
have a little, though not very great interest 
for Eastern Hampden people, is that to 
construct a line from Ludlow to Chicopee 
and connect with the Holyoke road. It 
would make Holyoke easier of access than 
by way of Springfield for people east of 
Ludlow, though there is not a great deal of 
travel thence from this section. 

The name of the new company is the 
Chicopee and Ludlow Street Railway 
Company, and the project is for the con- 
struction of a line torun from Ludlow to 
connect with the present terminal of the 
Holyoke company’s Fairview line. Those 
who are most active in promoting the road 
are residents of Ludlow, butit is believed 
that Chicopee and perhaps Holyoke and 
Springfield capital may become interested. 

The proposed line is about six miles in 
length, and the layout which will be asked 
for is from the end of the bridge near the 
Ludlow Manufacturing Company just 
across the river from the present terminal 
of the Indian Orchard-Ludlow line of the 
Springfield company, northward through 
the village and westerly across the Chico- 
pee plains and by the Willimansett road to 
Fairview. It is urged that the line as 
planned will require a minimum amount 
of grading and the proposed capitalization 
is $60,000. 

Temporary organizations have been 
effected for the purpose of asking Ludlow 
and Chicopee for franchises, the officers 
cbosen being as follows: President, John 
E. Stevens, ut of the Ludlow Manufac- 
turing company; clerk and treasurer, 
George A. Birnie, postmaster at Ludlow; 
directors, M. H. Lyon, Dr. J. W. Hannum, 
Town Clerk A. H. Bartlett and C. F. 
Howard. 

One effect of the proposed line will be to 
greatly shorten the distance between 
Palmer and other towns to the east- 
ward and Holyoke, making it little further 
from Palmer to Holyoke than from that 
town to Springfield. A very considerable 
amount of the $60,000 capital is already 
subscribed, largely by residents of Ludlow 
and Indian Orchard, and it is expected 
that Chicopee capital will be interested, 
while it is also possible that some Holyoke 
and Springfield capitalists will be per- 
mitted to have an opportunity to place 
their names on the subscription list. The 
project has now passed the stage where it 
might be called theoretical, and it is be- 
lieved by’ those interested that there will 
be no delay in carrying it to a successful 
conclusion. 


THINLY CLAD, BUT WAS NOT FROZEN. 


Where She Spent the Night Not Known. 
Mental Trouble Probably Cause 
of Her Act. 


Miss Carrie Blanchard, who has been 
visiting her sister, Mrs. William Morse, in 
Bondsville for several weeks, strayed away 
from her home Saturday evening about 8 
o’clock and was not found until 10 o’clock 
Sunday morning. A party searched for 
her nearly all night without success but in 
the morning she was discovered on a bridge 
in South Belchertown, about a mile from 
Bondsville, by a boy who at once notified 
William Manstield, who lived near.

The Telephone Situation. 
From The Daily Telephone News, New York, 
January 30, 1901. 

Referring to the recent voluntary return 
of the control of the Erie Tel. & Tel. 
system to a syndicate of Boston bankers 
by the independent telephone combinations 
known as the Tel. Tel. & Cable Co., of 
America, the DISPATCH says:—If an 
aggregation of the capital such as is repre- 
sented by the Board of directors of the 
Tel. Tel. & Cable Co., of America, vir- 
tually abandons its operations what is to 
be expected of the smaller independent 
companies that depend largely on local 
capital? Such a colossal failure as this to 
merit the confidence of the public inves- 
tors only serves to empliasize the fact that 
the independent telephone movement is 
largely a scheme of promoters, who reap 
rich harvests in the construction of the 
plant, and leave the management of it to 
local people who soon realize the necessity 
of obtaining new capital constantly which 
soon becomes a serious drain on individual 
sources. A decision is expected very 
shortly from the United States Court 
which, if it should be in favor of the Bell 
Telephone Company will make purchasers 


of independent telephone securities a trifle 
uneasy. It is hoped our people will not 
allow themselves to be duped in view of 
facts that cannot be ignored. Demand and 
insist on good service from the Bell Com- 
pany; that is the key to the situation.— 
Erie Dispatch, Pa., Jan. 24.

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LEGISLATIVE MATTERS. 


Boston, February 13, 1901. 


Monday and Tuesday had each its ex- 
ceptional excitement. To-day has the long- 
est list of committee hearings for the ses- 
sion,—20 in all, from ‘“‘agriculture’’ to

“ways and means.’’ Monday's excitement 


was the hearing on Representative Me- 
Pherson’s order for an investigation of the 
Boston gas ring. The outcome of this 


seems likely to be an adverse report upon 
the adoption of this particular order, but 


the adoption of a broader order. The 
scene when Thomas W. Lawson made his 
charges against Henry M. Whitney was 


more dramatic than a play on the stage, 
and there seems to be no doubt in the mind 
of the average committeeman that there is 
abundant need of investigation, but Law- 
son seemed to kill bis own cause the mo- 


ment he gave the committee his opinion 
that they would find nothing if they inves- 
tigated. His reason was that the New 
England Gas and Coke Company is an un- 
incorporated association of men, wholly 
outside of the corporation law and not 
subject to an order of the Legislature to 
produce its books, any more than a private 
citizen is. It comes on good authority that 
the company was badly scared at last 
year’s investigation and had its books 


packed ready to move if the committee 
undertook to get them. Lawson did not 
believe that anything better could be ac- 
complished this year, and the effect of his 
statement upon the committee has been 
evident ever since he made it. 

But it is proposed to get at this voluntary 
association in another way and to prevent 
anything of the kind by any other set of 
men in the future. 
sure thatthe Legislature is competent to 
pass a law which can reach this New Eng- 
land Gas and Coke case and every other

the committee was supposed to preserve a 
judicial aspect, yet it was evident, as it 
seemed, that not more than one of the 
committee favored the McPherson order. 
Mr. McPherson redeemed his word as to 
the evidence he would produce, but it now 
rests upon Lawson’s statement that one of 
the directors of the Gas and Coke Com- 
pany told him that he hada part ina vote 
whereby a sum of $1,000,000 was credited 
on the books to Lawson, with the explana- 
tion that it was used for legislative ex- 
penses. Lawson said that he never got a 
cent of it; thatit was all gone, and that 
enormous sums had gone after it in the 
same way. The broad issue now is not so 
much whether the Legislature will try to 
rip open the internal affairs of the Gas and 
Coke Company, as whether Massachusetts 
shall again be a pioneer state in regula 
tions to prevent the combinations of capital- 
ists from defraying the laws and using the 
public at their own sweet will. 

The other event was the address of Sen- 
ator Hoar Tuesday as a sequence of his 
reélection to the Senate and as a memorial 
of Lincoln’s birthday. The real notable 
feature of the address, with the large hope- 
fulness it had in the future and its gener- 
ous confidence in the mass of the American 
people, was that he believed that on sober 
second thought our people would do right, 
and that they are not now doing right in 
their foreign policy toward the orientals, 
that in our treatment of the Indians, 
negroes and orientals almost all of the 
wrong has been on the part of the white 
man. The Leyislature gave him a most 
cordial reception and the most touching 
part of the hour was after the close of the 
address, when the second round of applause 
ran through the hall and Senator Hoar 
rose and thanked the audience for the 
kindness of its reception and said that 
though, in the course of nature bat little 
remained on earth for him in either public 
or private life, yet the one thing to which 
he aspired, more than to wealth, or power 
or honor or the delights of private life was 
the esteem of the people of Massachusetts. 
That was noton the slips of the address 
which was sent out, and that was the most 
human touch of the occasion. 


The Boston bootblacks have carried their 
point so completely with their delegation 
of over 200 to the committee hearing, with 
their pleas for permission to shine shoes 
Sunday morning, and with their call on 
Gov. Crane, that there is not the slightest 
opposition to their bill and it has already 
finished the passage of the House without 
a word of debate or sign of opposition in 
any quarter. The Sabbath Protective 
League must have seen the accounts of the 
singular demonstration by the bootblacks 
and must have been aware of the nature of 
the bill, but they have not been heard from 
and therefore it seems fair to presume that 
the religious sense of the public is not 
shocked by Sunday boot-blacking. 

No word has been received yet to the 
congressional redistricting bill, though it 
is getting time in the session for the com- 
mittee to be appointed and getting to work. 
In has been said in Washington by one 
connected with the state committee that 
the bill of the committee and of Senator 
Lodge would probably go through. If this 
is true, then there must have been more 
previous consideration of the matter than 
has been supposed. The last that was 


heard of the disposition of the House, 
there was a feeling that it was the function 
of the Legislature to attend to this work, 
not of outside parties, and it will be re- 
membered that the strongest members of 
the Legislature on the Republican side 
opposed and defeated a bill 10 years ago 
which Lodge prepared and tried to carry 
through. The Democrats have done noth- 
ing whatever about the matter, as far as 
can be learned by inquiry in prominent 
quarters. The certainty that their votes 
will not count for much makes them less 
active then the Republicans, who know 
that their votes settle the district lines for 
ten years to come. 


The effort of last year has been renewed 
for the incorporation of breeders’ associa- 
tions which may maintain horse-racing 
where betting may be permitted. It seems 
to be established that betting is the very 
life-blood of horse-racing, and that races 
cannot thrive if the attendants are liable 
to arrest and severe penalty if they bet. 
The horse men want the law desperately, 
while the clerical influences are just as de- 
termined that no such bill shall be puton 
the statute-books. The committee on 
agriculture reported against the billin the 
House this afternoon by Sherrill of Rich- 
mond dissenting. 

The labor men made an unexpected rally 
in the House this afternoon on the bill to 
prevent women and minors from working 
overtime in factories to make up for the 
stoppage of machinery. The labor com- 
mittee, as is its custom, reported against 
the bill, with Messrs. Donahue of Fall 
River and Healey of Boston as dissenters. 
Donahue has spoken so much for so many 
years thatthe old members of the House 
have not shown a disposition to be con- 


verted by his words, but he took the lead 
to-day and carried the House with him. 
Healey, who bad never been heard till! this 
afternoon, made a first-rate appearance, 
full of force and directuess. Mr. Hull of 
Millbury, House chairman of the labor 
committee, was in charge of the adverse 
report, and he had the support of Adams of 
Melrose, who is counted one of the leaders 
on the Republican side and is chairman of 
the ways and means committee. But the 
whole team representing the manufac- 
turers’ side was beaten by the labor side. 
On the rejection of the bill, as the commit- 
tee recommended, there was first a tie vote 
of 77 yeas to 77 nays. Then they had a 
roll call and there were 80 yeas to 98 nays. 
But it is not to be expected that such a bill 
will ever get through the Senate, if it does 

ass the House, for the Senate has never 

een that kind of a body. 


Several bills have been introduced relat- 
ing to insurance matters which seem de- 
signed to irritate rathertban benefit. This 
class has been particularly prominept in 


tbe last few years and have come from 
sources Which do not seem identified with 
public interest. The insurance committee 
is disposing of them as if they were not to 
be taken seriously. Landen.

Have you noticed a red light flash out 
suddenly from a box about 20 feet from the 
ground on a pole at the northwest corner 
of Main and Thorndike streets, and won- 
dered what it was? Or perhaps it wasa 
white light when you saw it. It is one of 
the new electric block signals which the 
street railway company is trying on its 
line, and the other light in company with 
this one is at the south end of the ‘“‘B” or 
“Pasco” switch at the top of the Thorn- 
dike street hill. When a car leaves Main 
street bound north a white light is auto- 
matically shown at the corner of Main and 
Thorndike streets, and a red light at the 
“B” switch. Witha car coming to Palmer 
a red light is shown here when the car 
leaves the switch, and a white light there. 
When these lights show other cars are for- 
bidden to enter the block from either end, 
unless they are running in gangs, in which 
case they follow close on the first car. The 
lights are extinguished when the car leaves 
the block. Another block is established 
between the north end of ‘‘B” switch and 
the Forest Lake junction. It is expected 
that these signals will be a great additional 
safety measure, especially in the summer, 
when trips are more frequent than at 
present

As the annual town meeting approaches much interest is naturally awakened, 
especially among the taxpayers, a8 UO what matters will be brought before the voters 
through the medium of the warrant for the meeting, and speculation as to the actions 
to be taken. While no doubt all citizens have the best interests of the town at heart, 
there are of course many differences of opinion. Believing that there is a possibility of 
vast good resulting from a free discussion of the matter before the issuing of the 
warrant, the Journal two weeks ago mailed to a large number of voters most promi- 
nently identified with town affairs, a letter asking a reply to the following question:

In reference to the first suggestion, [ am 
of the opinion that from $1200 to $1500 can 
be saved out of the appropriation of $5000 
for electric lighting. All who drive at 
night agree that the lights outside of the 
business portion of the several villages are 
not only useless, but are a positive incon- 
venience and danger. Doing away with 
them should reduce the electric lighting 
contract materially. The adoption of this 
and the reduction of other appropriations 
where possible, with exemption from taxa- 
tion fora period of years, would offer a 
measure of encouragement to any manu- 
facturer desiring to locate a plant who may 
have been reluctant so to do by reason of 
our high tax rate in the past. 

Regarding the third suggestion, it can be 
truly said that we are behind most towns 
of this size in the commonwealth. No 
person would hazard the suggestion that it 
was best to return to the old and danger- 
ous custom of depending on individual 
wells for our household water supply, yet 
a careless and unsanitary system of plumb- 
ing is fully as obsolete and if anything 
more dangerous to the health of a com- 
munity. Were the voters to adopt the 
method suggested, they could no more be 
persuaded to return to the present system 
than could they be made to vote to abolish 
the present water works system. 

The commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
has appropriated monies and constructed 
sections of macadam road in many towns 
of the state, among which is our town. 
While the building of good roads is yet in 
its infapcy, and the ideal method of con- 
struction is a mooted question, itis never- 
theless an undisputed fact that the method 
now in use is of great benefit, whether we 
copsider it from the standpoint of comfort 
to the traveler, or that of the taxpayer on 
the ground of economy and finance. In 
order that our town sball not suffer by 
comparison there should be a plan in- 
augurated to connect all the villages with 
the present, (or some better,) system of 
good roads. Necessarily this can only be 
accomplished gradually. However, @ 
section of from one-half to one wile might 
be built each year, and ina few years the 
desired end arrived at without appreciable 
burden to any one. 

The proposition to rr quire street rail- 
road corporations to do paving is cer- 
tainly not a pew Dor upreasopable one 
In view of the fact that all cities and many 
towns require it there surely could be no 
inference of hostility or desire to impose 
unusual burdens. The adjoining towu of 
Ware demanded this in consideration of 
granting a franchise; Palmer granted ap 
equally valued priviledge, and should 
demand and require equal treatment.

The result of all this 
labor quickly vanishes at the first heavy 
rainfall. Why not use for one year the 
money now appropriated for lights, and 
have our roads macadamized ? 

Another thing comes to my mind in con- 
nection with the poor of our town. If for 
no other reason than merely to satisfy 
curiosity, why not close the saloons for five 
years and compare results? Would we 
not find ourselves generally, better fixed 
tinancially and morally?

SHOOTING DOUBTLESS ACCIDENTAL. 


Frank Pollard, Formerly Employed by 0.

Bondsville people will remember Frank 
Pollard, a state charge who formerly lived 
with O. A. Parent, and who caused the 
latter considerable trouble by stealing his 
wheel anda sum of money and then run- 
ning away. After this he lived for awhile 
with Dr. King of Belchertown and later in 
Boston. From there he went to Lee Hook, 
N. H., to the family of Joseph Jenkins. 
Last Monday morning Mr. Jenkins left 
home about {0’clock to visit a neighbor- 
ing town, the boy and Mrs. 
Jenkins While Mrs. Jenkins 
was hanging out clothes Pollard got bold 
of a in the 
kitchen and was in the act of loading it as 
the woman entered the room. It appears 
that the boy became frightened at the ap- 
pearance of Mrs. Jenkins and in some way 
the gun was discharged, the shot striking 
the woman on the left side of the head, 
destroying the sight of her left eye and 
filling her head with shot. Pollard threw 
out the empty shells and ran toa neigh- 
bor’s, a brother of Mr. Jenkins, where he 
claimed a strange man did the shooting, 
but afterwards admitted that he did it. 
The authorities were summoned and after 
an investigation it was found that in all 
probability the shooting was accidental.

DEATH OF DANIEL LEONARD. 


A Long-Time Resident of the Town of 
Monson, 

Daniel Leonard, one of the oldest resi- 
dents of Monson, passed away at his Main 
street home Sunday evening at 5 o’clock of 
heart trouble, having been ill but a short 
time. Mr. Leonard was born in Shutes- 


bury, Dec. 11, 1819, and came to Monson 
when 21 years of age and accepted a posi- 
tion with Otis Bradford at wool sorting. 
At that time Mr. Bradford had the super- 
vision of sorting all the wool for the differ- 
ent mills in town, employing several meu

Mr. Bradford for a year or more and then 
went to live with Horatio Lyon, who had 
taken quite a fancy to him, and who told 
Mr. Bradford that if he could find any 
more such young men to do so, and the 
result was that Mr. Leonard’s three broth- 
ers, two of whom survive bim, came to 
Monson to work for Mr. Lyon, as in 1546 
the system was changed and each mill did 
its own wool sorting, when Mr. Leonard 


entered the employ of Cyrus W. Holmes, 


working at the same trade until compelled 
to give it up on account of poor health. In 
November of 1846 he was married to Phy- 
lena Spear of Shutesbury, who died De- 


cember 7, 1850, leaving one daughter, Ellen, 
the wife of Franklin Bliss, who have made 
their home with Mr. Leonard the past few 
years.

1852 he purchased a farm in the Pease dis- 


trict, where he resided for 40 years. In 


1892 Mr. Leonard disposed of his farm and 
purchased the L. S. Munn property on 


South Main street, where he has lived until 


his death. 
In 1899 Mr. Leonard celebrated his 80th 
birthday in a quiet way with his brothers 


and members of the household, as at that 
time he was not feeling as well as usual, 
although it had been planned to make 


rather more of acelebration. Mr. Leonard 


retained his faculties remarkably well for 


his age, and was a familiar figure about 


the streets of the town almost till the 


last, although he had partially lost the use 
He was highly esteemed 
by neighbors and friends, and there are 
many in this town who can testify to some 
help they received at his hands in one way 


and another, and in all of his dealings with 


his fellowmen he was square and upright, 
and looked for others to be likewise. He 
leaves two brothers, Asa W. and Jesse fr. 
Leonard, both of this town, a daughter, 
Mrs. Franklin Bliss, and a granddaughter, 
Mrs. Arthur Metcalf of New Haven, Ct. 
Mr. Leonard was the oldest of the three 
brothers, their told ages aggregating 2323 
years 11 months and 3 days.

Ware Woman Arrested on Serious Charge. 

Miss Franciezka Barwick of Ware was 
arrested Tuesday on suspicion of killing 
her infant child, information having been 
received by the authorities that the young 
woman had given birth to a child last 
week without the aid of a physician and 
had disposed of it in way. She 
would give no evidence to the police as to 
where the child was concealed, but after a 
search it was found in the attic of the 
home of Jobn Cusick on Water street, 
where the woman boarded. The child, a 
full-grown baby boy, was wrapped in a 
cotton sheet with some rags. The medical 
examiner was summoned, but was unable 
to give the cause of the death. After the 
child was found the woman admitted that 
the child was born last Friday, but claims 
that it was stillborn and she was afraid to 
make the affair known to the proper 
authorities. She has lived in Ware about 
five months, coming direct from Poland. 
She pleaded not guilty to a charge of man- 
slaughter in the district court Wednesday 
morning, and her case was continued until 
next Friday. An autopsy was performed 
on the body of the infant Wednesday after- 
noon at the office of Dr. W. W. Miner by 
Dr. Francis H. Baker of Worcester, medi- 
cal examiner of Worcester county, under 
the direction of Dr. Miner. Dr. Christopher 
C. Seymour of Northampton, Dr. D. M. 
Ryan, Dr. A. G. Blodgett, Dr. M. W. Pear- 
son and Dr. A. A. Auger of Ware were 
also present. It was found that there was 
a slight congestion of the blood vessels 


covering the brain, and indications of con- 
gestions of the lungs and on the surface of 
the heart. It was decided that the charge 
of murder could not be sustained on the 
autopsy alone.

Ludlow Officer Attacked With an Ax. 

Officer Hall E. Storer of Ludlow had an 
exciting time Tuesday while arresting 
Francis Coutre,a big Frenchman of that 
place, who was wanted for creating a dis- 
turbance in his home Sunday evening, by 
cutting up the household furniture. The 
ofticer was called to the house Sunday 
evening to arrest Coutre, but after a tussle 
the latter made his escape.

It was 
learned that the man he worked for hada 
wood lot near the edge of Monson, and 
that Coutre was in charge of a team. 
Storer, with Officer Cooley, hired a team 
and started in pursuit and caught up with 
him as he was going down a bill in Palmer 
upon a load of wood. They drove past 
him but he did not recognize them. They 
then turned and decided to arrest him 
when they reached the pines near the 
end of the car line. Cooley stopped the 
team and Coutre tried to urged the horses 
on by throwing wood at them from the top 
of the load. Failing to make any head- 
way, he took off his coat, seized a double- 
bitted ax and came down. He swung the 
ax at Cooley, who dodged the blow, then 
struck at Storer, who received the blow on 
the right arm, cutting through two heavy 
coats and making a gash from the elbow to 
the wrist. The second blow just grazed 
Storer’s chin. Coutre was then pounced 


upon by Cooley, and he was handcuffed 
and taken to the Springfield police station. 
The Frenchman was cut up and showed 
the hard usage he received while the 
officers were trying to subdue him.

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LEGISLATIVE MATTERS. 


Boston, February 20, 1901. 

“This is my busy week,’’ might well be 
hung before the doors of the committee 
rooms this week, though there are only 
four days of work, owing to Washington's 
birthday. The same diligence promises to 
continue for the two weeks next to come. 
Though they were slow in getting down to 
business, they are now well at it and nearly 
a score of meetings are now held daily. 
This is not high water mark, but it is doing 
well. Crowds of people are here, too. 
City reforms, business enterprises, election 
changes, agricultural matters, game Te- 
strictions, insurance problems, and divers 
other matters of wide and narrow popular 
interest are all before the committees and 
the state house is now, as at no other time 
of year, the center of the body politic, the 
beart of which sends out its activity into 
all the remote places and to which flow the 
streams of popular interest from all the ex- 
tremities. 

Greater than any one matter, 
than all the matters put together, is the 
whole which we call Massachusetts. There 
is more to her than to all these manifesta- 
tions of her life, and it is well worth while 
occasionally to stop and note this side of 
the case as well as the smaller items of 
business, though the latter make the bustle 
and stir, while the former is silent and 
never thrusts herself upon your notice. 
But these committee meetings show this: 
that Massachusetts people, all over the 
state, have intense interest in public af- 
fairs. True as it is that most of the peti- 
tioners have selfish reasons for coming to 
the state house, yet many of them are full 
of public spirit and are as sincere in their 
work as the capitalist who is looking out 
for a chance to further his enterprise, or 
the sportsman who wants a better opportu- 
nity to kill game, or the blackm tiler who 
hopes to bleed some luckless petitioner 
whom he can intimidate or deceive, It is 
true that many of the schemes proposed 
ure not wise on the whole, but itis true 
that a great many people of ordinary good 
sense too, are trying to improve the condi- 
tion of the public and that their ideas are 
good as far as they Can survey the field. 
It is because the state house outlook is 
broader than the local outlook that their 
ideas are not suitable for the state as a 
whole. Thousands of men and women are 
working and thinking fora better public 
spirit and a more efficient public service. 
As long as the Legislature is really the 
General Court of the people the state will 
continue to maintain her supremacy. 

Now, for particular matters: Corporation 
legislation is still the most prominent 
feature of the session, though they did not 
loom up beforehand as they did last year. 
The reply to the House by the railroad 
commissioners to questions regarding the 
“Massachusetts Electric Companies” shows 
that the precedent set by the Whitney New 
England Gas and Coke Company in evad- 
ing the state laws has been followed al- 
ready by other companies, and that unless 
the laws are changed speedily our famous 
corporation restrictions will not be worth 
the paper they are printed on, for the cor- 
porations will drop their present form and 
reorganize as voluntary associations, Out- 
side of the laws, and thus defy the Legisla- 
ture to touch them, while they continue to 
do business as before. 

The House committee on rules is divided 
over the proposed investigation of the New 
England Gas and Coke Company. As was 
reported this afternoon, a majority believe 
that the time would be wasted, but a mi- 
nority hold that so strong a case was made 
out by the investigation last year that the 
Legislature this year is bound to push mat- 
ters still further and bring the company to 
account. Speaker Myers is looking for 
bigger game, but expects to prevent this 
company from going on as at present. 
Lawson’s admission that it will amount to 
nothing to demand the books of the com- 
pany goes far against any investigation, 
and the influence of the powerful gas lobby 
is also doubtless strongly against any in- 
quiry. But the standing of this move- 
ment will be clearer afew days hence. The 
broad question on is whether the people 
shall lose their control over the corpora- 
tions or shall keep the hold they have 
now and get a stronger hold. Here is 
where the constituents of the members 
come in with their share in the game. If 
they look sharply after their representa- 
tives and let them know that they will be 
held responsible for their lack of genuine 
service to the public, then the corporations 
will continue to be subordinate to the 
people. But if the constituents take little 
interest in their representatives and they 
feel that they are not watched, and that 
they will never be discovered or called to 
account for faithlessness to duty, then the 
corruptible ones will fall under the tempta- 
tions of the corporations and the cause of 
the public will be betrayed. It is only 
necessary to recall the House of 1896 to 
realize how seemingly virtuous men will 
go wrong. 

Gov. Crane will observe Washington’s 
birthday, as the governors usually do, by a 
reception from 11.30to 1230, Thisis cut- 
ting the time down somewhat, for it has 
been held from 11 to 1. But there are 
breaks in the line and itis just as well to 
keep the column in motion. This recep- 
tion seems to be firmly established as a 
Massachusetts institution. Instituted by 
George D. Robinson, it has been continued 
nearly every year since. Latterly it has 
been held without exception. Gov. Crane 
last year had a large attendance, and the 
fact that be refuses to goto public func- 
tions, as all the governors have gone before 
him, does not seem to decrease his popu- 
larity at all, nor make the people apy less 
disposed to turn out at bis receptions. 

The politicians are already looking 
ahead. Crapeis to bave one term more. 
Then the great question will come whether 
Bates will be able to. secceed him, or the 
Republican managers, who Lave been in 
recent years of a circle not friendly to 
Bates (any more than they were forced to 
be by the popular strength behind him) 
will be able to shunt him off upon a side- 
track for the remainder of his life. One of 
the leading Democrats of the state fore- 
sees a great contest, for he believes that it 
is really an issue between Bates and Lodge, 
friendly though the two men now seem. 
If Bates becomes governor, he argues, bis 
triends and be will be sure to press on for 
the next prize, the senatorship. Lodge’s 
seat will be tbe next one available. The 
wide-spread dislike of Lodge will have a 
powertul rallying-point and the state, he 
believes, will see a tight of giants, the 
biggest it has seen for years And it will 
wholly inside the Republican party, 
with the Democratic as beneficiary. 

The House had its fun out of Represen- 
tative Cook of Leominster with his bill to 
raise the liquor license fee of druggists 
from $1 to $500 a year. His argument was 
that the druggists are doing a dishonest 
business making large sums ot 
He told so many stories and made 
the House laugh so that they voted Tues- 
day for his bill and against the unanimous 
report of the liquor law committee. But 
to-day, when they had had their laugh and 
thought it was time to be serious, they de- 
feated the bill. It had only three votes in 
its favor. One was Cook’s. Another was 
that of Mr. Garrity of Boston, who thought 
that the druggists cut into the business of 
the liquor sellers. Mr. Keith of Brockton 
said in the debate for tbe liquor law com- 
mittee, that Y7 per cent of the druggists in 
the state were doing an bonest business 
and the temperance people were opposed 
tou Mr. Cook’s bill. 

The has shown an unexpected 
favor to several labor bills—the one to 
take eight hours a day’s work for state 
and county employees, (whose fate is not 
certain), the bill to forbid women and 
minors to work overtime to make up for 
the stoppage of machinery in manufac- 
tories, and the bill to prevent working in 
factories between 6 and 10 p m ,—*he pres- 
ent law forbidding work between 10 p.m 
and 6a.m. It is not certain that any of 
these wil! finally pass the House, but each 
has hada favorable vote in the House 
against @ majority committee report. The 
Senate will probably kill them all. 

Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott was one feature 
of the hearing on municipal suffrage for 
women. He opposedthe bill. Though the 
attendance was large, it has never come up 
to the sizeit had before the referendum 
vote in 1895, when the people voted against 
the idea.

Can the state stop the 
equally extra-legal ‘‘ Massachusetts Elec- 
tric Companies” from going on with their 
oppression of the public? Shall these 
moneyed interests own the Legislature? 
Can the people prevent the men elected to 
represent them from being influenced so as 
to turn against them and voting to continue 
to make the people tributary to the few 
capitalists? It seems as if the present 
times were more momentous than any We 
have seen at the state house for many 
years. 


I am in position now to say that there 
came near being an investigation last year 
in connection with the Boston and Albany 
lease. But it would have been an investi- 
gation of the opposition, not of the support 
of the bill. It was not the friends of the 
public who did wrong, but there was a 
ring of stock operators who believed they 
saw a chance to make money. The plan 
was to defeat the lease on one of the early 
stages and bear the stocks of both the 
Boston and Albany and the New York 
Central railroads. With a demonstration 
of their power, the speculators could buy 
up a lot of stock. Then the plan was to 
go to the friends of the bill and sell -out 
their opposition for a consideration and 
permit the bill to pass. Thus they would 


get the advantage of the expected rise in 
the stocks and could sell ata good profit. 
The plan was discovered by detectives em- 
ployed on the other side and was frustrated 
by hard work. But there was a close 
shave on an investigation and there would 
have been one if a statement on the floor 
of the House had not been corrected. 


It is to be noted that there is a growth in 
the idea of municipal ownership of public 
utilities. For instance, in the debate in 
the House yesterday on the adverse report 


ona bill to promote municipal lighting, it 
was not opposed, but only the form of the 
bill. This is a real step forward. 


The state highway appropriation bill had 
unusual good luck this year. It kas passed 
a debatable stage in the House without a 
question being asked, or anyone’s showing 
the slightest disposition to question its 
utility for the whole state. It is queer 
how these big bills have their ups and 


downs. When some locality gets badly 
jealous, then doubtless there will be an at- 
tack upon this form of state expenditure, 
just as there has been upon the cattle com- 
mission and upon the gypsy moth com- 
mittee. 


The cattle commission appropriation, 
after being cut down to the lowest point, in 
the reaction after the large expenditure for 
the eradication of tuberculosis, reappeared 
this year of the proportions of $75,000. It 
was reported by the Senate ways and 
means committee reduced to $50,000, and 
in the Senate this afternoon an effort was 


made to reduce it further to $25,000, but 
Senator Post of Berkshire came to its de- 
fense, and said that the money was really 
tor the protection of milk consumers in 
the large places.

The gypsy moth matter was before the 
committee on agriculture this forenoon.

Others were 
present who bave been prominent in the 
past policy, and the opposition made no 
sbowing. Itremains to be seen whetber 
there is sufficient interest from the in- 
fested district to secure an appropriation. 


The Senate has assigned to March 12 the 
bill to abolish the death penalty. As all 
of the Senate members of the judiciary 
committee favor the bill, it is expected that 
it will pass the Senate, but in the House 
there are seven dissenters from the report to 
four who favor it and therefore, if the bill 
isto be defeated, it will probably be in 
the House. Remonstrances have been re- 


ceived against the bill from those who fear 
that the lives of policemen and other 
officers of the law will be in more danger 
if criminals realize that they cannot be 
executed for their crime of murder. 


The report of the savings bank commis- 
sioners upon cc Operative banks says that 
these institutions are “tat present passing 
through a crucial period of their exist- 
ence.’’ The reason of this dangerous con- 
dition is that the bauks bave had too much 
expansion.

William Hawilton. Sat in the gallery 
close to the basket; saw Manning before 
the game but saw no trouble; saw Michel- 


map all the time before the game but he 
was in no trouble; after first half saw 
Manning have hold of a man near the door, 
beneath where he sat; Michelman spoke to 
officer, who raised his club to strike, but 
Michelman seized and held it a moment, 
then let go and walked away.

was sorry for it, that it was a foolish 
affair, and would never happen again; said 
he’d go and see Manning, and got a team 
and started. 


Officer Manning. Sunday night after 
the row Michelman and two others came 


to see him; Michelman said, ‘I am sorry 
for what happened; when 1 get into these 
games I get excited and crazy; he ad- 
mitted that he bad caught the officer's 
club. He was the last of the witnesses. 


Lawyer Taft argued that this was a case 
of assault on an officer, and there was little 
difference in the evidence between the two 


sides. Manning claimed the assault was 
before the game, but if the other witnesses 
were to be believed there bad been no 
assault whatever, as all swore there was 
no trouble before the game. The evidence 
showed Michelman confronted by the 
officer with club up in threatening manner, 
and held by the sweater; it was but 
natural for him to seize the club to protect 
himself. Michelman had made no at- 
tempt to strike the officer, hence no offense 
had been committed and he should be dis- 
charged. 

For the prosecution Mr. Kenefick sug- 
gested that the defense seemed to imply 
that an officer must be pummelled in order 


to make out a case; the men were ar- 
raigned under an indictment charging that 
they did “then and there unlawfully, 
knowingly and designedly obstruct, hinder 
and oppose” an officer in the discharge of 
his duty. In an effort to control a dis- 
turbance the officer was interfered with by 
Michelman’s action, which constituted an 
interference or hindrance, and if Manning 
tells the truth then an assault was com- 
mitted; the officer was endeavoring to 
maintain the order which the character of 
the event demanded, and was endeavoring 
to clear the player’s space, and while so 
doing Michelman was bebind him; all at 
once Michelman was seen advancing—the 
testimony of both sides agreed on this— 
and the officer had a right to stop him, had 
a right to raise his club; Michelman’s seiz- 
ing of the club constituted an offense of 
interference; it was not necessary for him 
to strike the officer—if he had obstructed 
the officer then he was guilty; this evident 
guilt sent bim and his friends the next day 
to Three Rivers to the officer to see if the 
matter could not in some way be adjusted ; 
his admission of guilt to Manning had not 
been denied by anyone. Mr. Kenefick 
asked that Michelman be held for the 
grand jury. 


Daniel Haley was next tried for an 
assault on Officer Conroy, who testified 
that he saw Manning down on the floor 
and started to bis assistance; there was a 
big bunch of men there and he tried to get 
Haley away; Haley was “lippy,”’ and 
“didn’t seem to take much stock in me;” 
Haley struck at him; Manning got up as 
Conroy got there; tried to get Haley away, 
but he struck at him and kicked him in the 
shins. On cross examination admitted 
that he didn’t feel the blow. 

Patrick Sullivan. Knew Daniel Haley; 
saw Haley run from the stage to the foot 
of the hall, strike at and kick the- officer, 
then run back to the stage chased by 
Conroy. Cross examination; Was near 
door; first saw Haley near the stage, 40 
feet away, “more or less.” 


The case of John E. Fitzgerald for 
assault and resisting Officer Conroy was 


the last one tried. Conroy testified that he 
saw Fitzgerald at the stage end of the hall 
on the floor in front of the crowd and 
ordered him to get back into line; Fitz- 
gerald refused and talked back a good 
deal, threatening to lick the officer if it 
wasn’t for the Jatter’s brass buttons and 
uniform; told him several times to get 
back and finally started to push him back; 
Fitzgerald put bis bands against Conroy 
and braced himself and refused to be put 
back, and he was Ieft there for a time; 
later the officer attempted to put him back 
and the same thing was repeated. Cross- 
examination: Fitzgerald was doing no 
more than many others were doing. Re- 
direct examination: Was there as an 
ofticer of the town; bad no orders from 
munager of the ball, but had orders from 
Mr. Atkins to go there and keep order. 

Mr. Taft suggested that there was no 
evidence to show that Conroy had any 
orders or any right to order anyone to 
move, but Judge Leach held that at such 
places a certain amount of order was ex- 
pected and required, and overruled the 
suggestion. 

Mr. Storrs examined the witnesses for 
the defense, the first of whom was Fitz- 
gerald. Stood near the stage with watch 
in hand; crowd behind was so thick he 
couldn’t move back; officer told him to get 
back; replied that he could not; was told 
to get back or he’d be put out of the hall; 
replied that he’d paid his money and as 
long as be bebaved himself proposed to 
stay; officer then pushed him, but he did 
not put his hand on the‘ fiicer; that was 
all tbat passed between them; had watch 
in band all the time. Cross ¢xaminstion: 
Was standing with side against the stage; 
made uo remarks against officer, simply 
replied that be couldn’t get back. 

Barney Michelman. Stood opposite Fitz- 
gerald in the hall, about 20 feet away ; saw 
Conroy speak to Fitzgerald, but did not 
see the latter touch the officer. On cross 
examination said Fitzgerald did not move 
when ordered. 

Philip McMrany. Stood 10 or 12 feet 
from Fitzgerald on the same side of the 
hall, Fitzgerald in front of him and space 
filled with people; was in frontline, which 
had arms locked to keep others back; Fitz- 
gerald did not take hold of Conroy; did 
not bear any Joud talk. Cross examina- 
tion: Conroy was ordering and pushing 
the crowd back in an orderly manner with 
no violence; he used no more force on 
Fitzgerald than on any other, 


Joseph Boyer. Played captain on the 
Ware team that night, his position being 
close to where Fitzgerald stood; Fitzgerald 
was potin the way of the players; did not 
see Conroy talking to Fitzgerald, who was 
there all the time. 

Michael Haley. Was only three or four 
feet from Fitzgerald, only two or three 
men between them; could not step back 
for the crowd; did not bear Fitzgerald 
swear at Conroy; saw neither man put 
bands on the other. 

Thomas Haley. Was opposite Fitzgerald 
15 or 20 feet away; Fitzgerald could not 
step back; saw Conroy put both hands on 
him and push him; Fitzgerald did not 
raise his bands.

which would seem to angur well for its use 
by many future generations. It stands on 
the corner of Park and School streets, on 
a lot which has been used for school pur- 
poses for years, and is practically the 
third generation of school buildings, the 
first having been so altered and added too 
as to make practically a new building. 

The new building is 94 by 74 feet and is 
called a 12-room building, though by the 
taking of one schoolroom for principal’s 
and teachers’ rooms but 11 are left for 
school purposes; two of these are com- 
bined in one for an assembly hall, leaving 
10 class rooms, of which only seven are in 
use at the present time. While there are 
entrances at either end of the building, 
the main entrance is on the Park street 
side. A short flight of easy steps brings 
one to the first floor. Immediately at the 
left is the principal’s room, and at the 
right one for the other teachers. Each is 
provided with a large closet, lavatory and 
toilet, and in the teachers’ room is an 
emergency couch, and simple restoratives 
for use in cases of the sudden illness of a 
pupil. The principal’s room is connected 
with all the other rooms by electric signal 
bells, and an annunciator and bell in- 
dicates a call for the principal to any 
room. Handsome golden oak desks and 
tables complete the furnishings. On this 
floor are five classrooms, each 30 by 26 
feet, lighted by numerous wide and high 
windows; the rooms are 12 feet high. A 
wide hall runs the length of the building, 


the pupils, each of which is assigned a 
certain one, all being numbered. All of 
the rooms on this floor are used. There 
are four rooms on the second floor, only 
two of which are in use now. On this 
floor is also the assembly hall, 64 by 28 
feet, which can later be made into two 
rooms if necessity demands. It is now 
fitted with 300 seats, a piano anda plat- 
form for speakers. The high school class 
of ’90 has given a plaster cast 4 by 5 feet 
for the wall, and Inspector Perkins sent a

in the little red schoolhouse beside the 
dusty highway, or in the well appointed 
building with many rooms and well-kept 
surroundings. Appreciating this regard 
for the past, the writer has conned the 
records and jogged his memory for some 
account of our grammar school building. 
Forty years ago that portion of our 
village now occupied by the grammar 
school building was an open field devoted 
to the raising of grass or grain. Whatis 
pow knownas School street was then a 
grass-grown cart path which served as an 
approach to the three small houses stand- 
ing apart from the rest of the village. It 
was in 1860, during the days of the old 
district system, when each school division 
of the town conducted its own affairs and 
paid its own school expenses, that the 
matter of building a new schoolhouse was 
broached. 
trict voted to carry out the project, and 


when the committee reported the present 


location for the site their action met with 
considerable opposition because it was con- 
sidered to be so far from the center of the 
village. The contract for the erection ot 
the building was allotted to James Gam- 
well for $4600, which sum was then 
thought to bea large amount for such a 


purpose. The building was a two-story 
structure containing four rooms, and was 
considered quite an addition to our village. 
Three of the rooms were first occupied in 
the winter of 1861-2. The first department 
was taught by Mr. L. T. Spaulding, a 
graduate of Amherst College, who had 47 
pupils and received $36 per month for his 
services; the second department was under 
the charge of Miss Mariun Henshaw, who 
had 43 pupils, and the third department 
was taught by Miss Eliza Tupper, who had 
52 pupils. The two lady teachers were 
paid $20 per month. Daniel Granger was 
then superintendent of the schools, and 
the total appropriations for schools in 
Palmer was $2503. 

The fourth room was rented by the 
Anchor of Hope Lodge of Good Templars, 
then a flourishing order, which remained 
there till 1868, in which year the Palmer 
high school became permanently located 


in this village. Miss Ellen L. Ware was 
the principal; she had 29 pupils and was 
paid $40 per month. The high school was 
continued in this building from 1868 to the 
spring of 1889, when it was removed to the 
new school building, and these were the 
principals who succeeded Miss Ware 
during that period of twenty years: Mr.

The finish of the building is 
cypress, with bronzs door trimmings, and 
floors of North Carolina pine. The build- 
ing is wired for electricity, and there are 
lights in abundance. 

In the basement are large recreation 
rooms with cement floors, the toilet rooms 
and the heating apparatus; also racks for 
bicycles. The place is light and well ven- 
tilated. The heating of the classrooms is 
by the gravity system, the halls and teach- 
ers’ rooms by direct radiation. 

The appropriation for the work was 
$33,000, and it has been built and equipped 
without overrunningthatsum. The archi- 
tects were Gardner, Pyne & Gardner of 
Springfield, and the contractor was Hascal 
Dodge of the same city. The heating and 
ventilating apparatus was put in by Don- 
nelly of Holyoke, and the plumbing by 
Donohue of Springtield. The building 
committee were W. H. Brainard, chair- 
man; C. E. Fish, C. L. Holden, H. G. 
Loomis, G. M. Atkins, C. H. Hobbs, J. F. 
Twiss, A.C. Thompson and H.C. Strong. 
Mr. Fish was chairman of the sub-com- 
mittee on furnishings. Lyman J. Perkins

DEATH OF EVERETT SHERMAN. 
A Popular and Highly Esteemed Business 
Man of Brimiield. 


The death of Everett Sherman, 59, one 
of Brimfield’s most popular and highly 
esteemed young men, occurred at his home 
in Brimfield early last Friday morning. 
He had been sick with the grippe for 
several weeks, but his death was caused by 
an attack of heart failure Thursday from 
which he never rallied. 

Mr. Sherman was the eldest son of the 
late Elijah T. Sherman of the well known 
firm of Herring, Sherman and Farrell, safe 
manufacturers of New York. He was 
born in that city July 18, 1861, and was 
married October 3, 1804, to Miss Bessie F. 
Brown of Brimfield, daughter of James 
Reed Brown. He was a@ graduate of the 
Hitchcock Free Academy in the class of 
80. Atthe time of his marriage he was 
manager of the large Sherman farm. Two 
years ago he bought the “Corner store”’ of 
H. L. Converse and was carrying on the 
business at the time of his death. Mr.

Two Men Fall From Staging.

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LEGISLATIVE MATTERS. | 
Boston, March 6,1901. } 

The Boston gas scandal has got into 
court in one form. Representative Mc- 
Pherson of Framingham, the author of the 
order for an investigation into the ex- 
change of accommodations between gas 
companies, has sued Henry M. Whitney 
for $50,000 for words spoken by Whitney 
at the hearing before the committee on 
rules, when they gave a hearing upon the 
adoption of the order, to the effect that 
McPherson was a blackmailer and a tool of 
blackmailers and did not represent the 
people of his district, but was in the in- 
terests of Thomas W. Lawson. The exact 
form of the words has not been given yet, 
but that is the substance of them and Mc- 
Pherson says that his suitis based upon 
them. His counsel are Bartlett and An- 
derson. McPherson says that he bas 
nothing personal against Whitney, but he 
wants to find out what be meant by such 
language. 

Lepresentative Luce of Somerville was 
before the Senate committee on rules yes- 
terday in support of his order, which had 
been adopted by the House, for a general 
revision of the corporation laws. No other 
person appeared at the hearing, and it 
seemed to be rather of the nature of a 
private conference between him and the 
committee. He told them that he did not 
propose to bave any investigation of any 
person or corporation. He did not propose 
to make apy exposure of the past. His 
order had reference wholly to the future 
and it was designed to prevent such eva- 
sions of the law as Lad occurred in the case 
of the New England Gas and Coke Com- 
pany. That was the idea of the Massa- 
cbusetts State Board of Trade, which 1s 
behind the order : 

This forenoon the committee on street 
railways gave a hearing on petitions from 
the Northampton and Amberst street rail- 
way company which raised the entire ques- 
tion of the policy of the state in permitting 
to sell electricity for 
light and power. In this case, it appeared 
that the Northampton Electric Lighting 
Company, which is near the territory in 
question, said that it would furnish the 
desired accommodation upon demand, but 
there bad been no demand. Still, the 
broad issue was raised for the first time in 
the history of the state. Everett W. Bur- 
dett, the counsel for the Massachusetts 
Electric Lighting Association, admitted 
that it is possible for electric light com- 
panies to furnish power for street railway 
companies, and tbat instances of this 
double service are in existence to-day. 
But he thought that it would be impracti- 
cable to reverse the case, as is proposed, 
and let the street railway companies give 
light to the public. In the towns con- 
cerned in this matter,—Hadley, Hatfield 
and Whately, they are off from the line of 
travel and public service to a considerable 
degree, and they went to get the advan- 
tage of city life as faras possible. Plenty 
of other towns are inthe same situation, 
and if one street railway company can do 
the business, then others all over the state 
will demand the same right. It was said 
by Mr. Burdett that the varying loads on 
the electric car lines, at different times, 
would make the lightso unsteady that it 
would be unsuitable for lighting resi- 
dences, but it would be suitable for street 
lighting. One thing was very clear at the 
hearing, the corporations are looking out 
sharply for their own interests. 

The Australian ballot is secure in its 
integrity, and it is not likely that another 
attack will be made upon it while the 
recollection of this fiasco remains in the 
minds of the public. 1t looks as if this 
whole idea were the scheme of our fertile 
and ingenious and experienced friend on 
the Republican state committee, ‘‘Al.”’ Cox 
of Malden. If it is not, then an apology 
is hereby tendered to him and credit will 
be given to the real movers, if they will 
disclose themselves. Chairman Goetting 
of the committee, and a majority of the 
committee have been opposed to the 
scheme as a measure of practical politics, 
whatever they may think privately. Ex- 
President Smith of the Senate, about the 
time the Legislature met, made a speech in 
the Middlesex club favoring the scheme. 
A committee of the Republican state com- 
mittee was appointed upon this and other 
points. Representative Dowse of Malden 
introduced his bill for a single mark to be 
sufficient for the entire ticket, instead of a 
separate mark for each candidate, as now. 
The committee on election laws heard the 
matter carefully, and it was well adver- 
tised. Strong opposition appeared. The 
sub-committee of the state committee got 
information from their correspondents and 
a large number opposed a change. Yester- 
day the election laws committee made its 
report,—unanimous against the bill. To- 
day the report came up in the calendar of 
the House. Mr. Dowse, author of the bill, 
was in his seat. He sat quiet and never 
said “pass,” nor did any one else. So the 
report was accepted. The ill-considered 
effort died a-borning and the law will con- 
tinue to stand for the protection of inde- 

yendent voting and the plague of party

The situation of the Spanish veterans’ 
exemption petition is singular. The two 
branches were disagreed on the reference 
of the matters, one of which was offered 
by Mr. Hagberg of Worcester and one by 

* Willis W. Stover and others of Boston. 
Mr. Hagberg had the petitions referred to 
his committee on military affairs. The 
Senate refused to refer them to that com- 
wittee, but sent them to the committee on 
public service because they concerned the 
civil service of the state and were not a 
military measure at all. The House in- 
sisted upon its position. A committee of 
conference was appointed. They could 
not agree. A week ago Senutor Currier, 
chairman of that committee, sent the 
papers by a messenger to Mr. Hagberg to 
report in the House. Mr. Hagberg tells 
me that he has never received them and 
does not know what has become of them. 
The matter is thus ata standstill, but the 
veterans will never get their exemption 
while matters remain in that position. 

The opposition to woman suffrage seems 
as strong this year as it has been in recent 
years. The committee on constitutional 
amendments, With the dissent of Senators 
Manning of Worcester and Nuttof Middle- 
sex and of Representative Fall of Malden, 
is opposed to the petition of the Massa- 
Woman Suffrage Association 
asking that the word ‘‘male” be stricken 
from the constitutional requirements of a 
voter. That report was made to-day and 
it remains to be seen what the House will 
do with it. But the House is evidently 
opposed to the plan to permit women to 
take part in caucuses for the nomination of 
school committee, which is an indication 
of its attitude on the broader question. 

The Senate, for a wonder, has voted 
favorably on a labor bill, that which has 
passed the House to forbid women and

Hudson--Ware Basketball Game.

The Hudson—Ware basketball game at 
the town hall Saturday night was a 
scorcher, and the crowd of 600 enthusiasts 
who witnessed the contest got their money’s 
worth and a little more, to help satisfy 
those who saw the Pawtucketville-Ware 
game the previous week and were fearing 
an uninteresting game with Hudson. All 
the fine points of the game as well as the 
rough work on the side, and everything 
that went with the game was tried, and the 
excitement was intense. Hudson came to 
win, and did not for an instant give up the 
fight. When they saw the invincible Ware 
team were getting the best of the contest 
they resorted to every trick they thought 
would help them to win, But Tom Riley, 
the referee, was not such a novice as they 
pictured him, for he handled the team like 
a veteran, and was partial to neither side. 
His work Saturday night was equally as 
good as that of Davis of Everett. He is a 
fast. basketball player, and has every 
prospect of making as good areferee. Of 
course Thorndike was represented by a 
large delegation, who are always on hand 
when they think there is any chance for 
Ware being defeated. The Martens 
brothers of Hudson were in a large way 
responsibie for the unusual crowd from 
that village, as they are well known in 
Thorndike, H. Martens having played with 
the New England team, which formerly 
represented Thorndike in the basketball 
world. 

The game opened at 8.05, and both teams 
started for the ball with a rush. The 
teams were evenly matched. Fouls were 
numerous, and Referee Riley warned the 
players several times to stop the roughing 
or they would be sent to the bench. 
Porter of Hudson was the principal 
offender and opened the rough work by 
tripping Moriarty and digging his elbow 
into him at every opportunity. H. Martens 
made the star play of the game in this 
half, when he dribbled the ball the entire 
length of the hall and caged the sphere on 
a pretty throw. The half ended 8—3in 
favor of the Ware team. The first ten 
minutes of playing the second half was 
certainly the limitin basketball. Pass work 
was impossible, so closely did the players 
play their men and the ball. Individual 
work was in order, and in this Bat 
Buckley, Moriarty and Porter were the 
shining stars. The pace was fast and 
rough work could not be avoided. 
Halloran, the center on the visiting team, 
as an all-round player was the star of the 
Hudson quintet, and his blocking and 
passing could not be better. He used good 
judgment and played cleanly, which was 
quickly seen by the crowd, with whom he 
made a hit at once He is considered 
the best center in the Massachusetts state 
league, and in no game of the season has 
an opposing center thrown a basket on 
him. A goal thrown by Porter, after 
running fully 10 feet with the ball, was the 
cause of a delay in the game, owing to the 
decision of Referee Riley that the goal did 
not count. Here H. Martens told all he 
knew about the rules of the game. Finally 
when they saw Referee Riley could not be 
bluffed the game continued without 
further delay of note. The game was as 
hotly contested as any played in the 
hall this season. Moriarty never played 
better. In the first half he scored all the 
points for Ware, and four of the six points 
in the second half. Bat Buckley played 
his usual strong blocking game, but he will 
need to change his ‘‘good-luck”’ penny, a8 
his hard luck in caging the ball the past 
three games is still with him, and although 
he hit the rim of the basket several times 
and kept shooting all around it, he could 
not land the sphere in the netting. 
“Major” Buckley, as expected, was lined 
up against H. Martens, the champion 
basket thrower of the league, and out- 
played Martens at every point, holding him 
down to one basket and doing all this 
without fouling. Major is without doubt 
one of the cleanest players in the business, 
and Martens claims he is the hardest man 
to lose he is put against, and Martens’ 
opinion in this is reliable, as the Major has 
been up against him in seven games. 
Captain Boyer made a monkey of C. 
Martens, who is a clever player, having a 
great eye for the basket. Martens played 
Boyer Thanksgiving Day, when Ware 
played Thompsonville, and made eight 
baskets from the floor. Boyer was in poor 
condition and had no business on the floor, 
as he was ill before the game. But he re- 
deemed himself Saturday night and 
showed the fans that Martens was not in 
his class. Michelman played a fine game. 
He was not as fortunate in scoring as in 
the Pawtucketville game, but if he did 
not score he kept his man from scoring, and 
deserves credit forthe way he attempted to 
refrain from playing roughly. Michelman 
has strength to spare, and many times uses 
it to advantage, contrary to the rules of 
the game.

Not Guilty of Manslaughter. 

The inquest on the death of the infant 
child of Franciska Barwiczouka was held 
at the district court room last Friday morn- 
ing and was private, Judge John W. Mason 
presiding.

She was dismissed on both 
counts, but pleaded guilty to the charge of 
misdemeanor in concealing the death of 
the child, and was sent to the house of 
correction for 20 days.

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NINTH DAY. 
FILLEY EXPOSSD. 

On Wednesday morning John Dra- 
pers first inquiries were directed to 
the Drovers’ bank. There he learned, 
of course, that Reuben Filley had 
drawn the $50,000. At the bank doors 
all trace of the fugitive ceased. He 
Was not at any of the hotels, nor had 
any of the president’s Denver ac- 
quaintances seen him.

WHERE BuTrerR 1s SOLD BY THE YARD- 
—In Cambridge, Eng., butter is sold by 
the yard. For generations it has been the 
practice of Cambridgeshire dairy folk to 
roll their butter into lengths, each length 
measuring a yard and weighing a peund 
Deftly wrapped in strips of clean white 
cloth, the cylindrical rolls are packed in 
long, narrow baskets made for the purpose, 
and thus conveyed to market, The butter 
women who, in white linen aprons and 
sleeves, preside over the stalls in the 
market have no need of weights or scales 
for dispensing their wares. Constant 
practice and experienced eye enable them 
with a stroke of the knife to divide a yard 
of butter into halves or quarters with 
almost mathematical exactness.

affairs of the Palmer society, we learn 
from the records that as soon as the newly- 
established village had become a fixed fact 
and demanded better church accommoda- 
tions than were afforded at the Old Center, 
an ecclesiastical society was organized 
Agril 30, 1847, by the following gentlemen 
as primary members: John B. Blanchard, 
A. N. Dewey, W. J. Blanchard, Abner 
Allen, J. D. Blanchard, A. C. Biilings, 
Franklin Blanchard, John Brooks, Daniel 
Converse, James Keith, Ephraim Allen, 
J. P. Keep, Benjamin Converse, Hiram 
Converse, Lepheus Chapin, A. C. Merrick, 
John Bowles, S. L. Fleming, Lambert 
Allen, Abner Blodgett, Azel Breckenridge, 
Arza Blodgett, Isaac King, W. C. Child, 
Harvey Smith, Cyrus Knox, Calvin Torry, 
A. V. Blanchard, Wilson Brainerd, W. N. 
Prime. None of these members survive to 
witness the dissolution of the fabric which 
they labored so earnestly to sustain. This 
society was organized the same month in 
which the Second church was formed, and 
was thus on the ground to furnish ways 
and means for its maintenance. For the 
time being a temporary home was found in 
the hall over the McGilvray block, then a 
busy emporium of the new village. Prior 
to this, however, another company had 
been formed known as ‘‘The Palmer Depot 
Church Corporation,’’ with the object in 
view of erecting a meeting house, for the 
purpose of renting itto the Ecclesiastical 
Society ata rate of eight per cent on the 
cost thereof. This corporation issued 160 
shares of stock at a par value of $25 per 
share, which were quickly taken and $2500 
paid in. The corner stone of the church 
was laid in May, 1847, by Rev. Dr. Ely of 
Monson with appropriate ceremonies. 
The church was dedicated Wednesday, 
December 22 of the same year; the sermon 
was delivered by Rev. E. Russell of 
Springtield. The “Corporation” had in- 
curred a debtin the erection of the church, 
and in 1853 the building was sold at 
auction to settle a claim and was 
bid off by D. F. McGilvray for $2495. In 
1854 the church was purchased by the 
Second Congregational Society, by whom 
it hus since been owned till last December, 
when it was transferred to the church. 
The original cost of the church was $5000. 
In 1870 the structure was thorougbly re- 
modeled at a cost of nearly $8000, and was 
rededicated February 23, 1871. A few 
years later a pipe organ was put in by 
subscription at a cost of $1500. In 1886 
the vestry was remodeled and put into 
tasteful shape at a cost of $800. In 1876a 
parsonage was erected on the church 
grounds at a cost of $4000. At the time of 
its dissolution the society was owing the 
sum of about $200, which was assumed by 
the church.

Not the least of the duties incumbent 
upon the Society has been that of fur- 
nishing music, choral and instrumental.

New Paper Mill at North Wilbraham. 


There is some prospect that the Whiting 
Paper Company will erect another paper 
mill at North Wilbraham, although noth- 
ing definite has yet been stated. Surveys 
have been made for the site at a place 
where the water power is believed to be 
sufficient to give excellent service. The 
new mill will be equal to the old one in 
size, thus doubling the capacity of the 
plant. The company was organized in 1865 
and owns two mills in Holyoke and one 
in North Wilbraham. The original mill 
owned by the company at North Wilbra- 
ham was burned down in 1889, and a larger 


one was erected in its place. The total 
production of the company now is from 20 
to 24 tons a day, and the new mill will in- 
crease this to 50 tons.

Interesting Talk By Dr. Emerson 
of Springfield. 


AT NEW GRAMMAR SCHOOL BUILDING. 


Some Facts About Various Diseases oi 
Which All People Should Have 
Knowledge. 


Dr. Herbert C. Emerson of Springfield, 
bacteriologist of the Palmer board of health, 
gave a lecture on “Bacteriology” in the 
assembly hall of the new grammar school 
building Wednesday evening. The lecture 
was arranged by the school committee and 
the board of health, and was extremely 
interesting. Much of the information 
given by the speaker was no doubt new to 
the majority of bis hearers, and as the 
subject is one which materially affects 
every community in the commonwealth 
and every family, an abstract of Dr. Emer- 
son’s remarks is here given. His snbject 
was “Diphtheria and its relation to the 
public health,” and he said in part: 

We are all of us anxious to preserve our

health; as far as our knowledge of the best 
sanitary precautions for avoiding sickness 
goes we do the best we can to keep in 
fighting trim, well, and strong, and free 
from disease. But our concern for our 
own health does not always serve 
the same purpose for our neighbors, 
and left to our own devices for self preser- 
vation we frequently might permit condi- 
tions to urise that would become a source 
of danger to those about us. 

Very early in the history of this Com- 
monwealth measures were enacted looking 
to the improvement of certain conditions 
which were considered harmful to the 
health of the people. In 1702 an act was 
passed for the appointment of commission- 
ers of sewers. In 1742 an act to prevent 
the spread of small pox and other infec- 
tious diseases and to prevent the concealing 
of the same was carried. From this time 
on till 1869, when the Massachusetts State 
Board of Health was finally established by 
law, more than fifty health acts were 
passed, relating chiefly to the prevention 
of small pox, to regulations as to sewers, 
drains and common nuisances, and acts 
establishing boards of health in different 
towns and cities. It thus appears that our 
ancestors very early gave no small consid- 
eration to the question of the public health 
and established sanitary laws for mutual 
protection and preservation. This is the 
key note of all public health measures— 
mutual protection, as shown by the charac- 
ter of the health laws enacted from time to 
time in this state. These laws enable every 
town in the state to appoint a board of 
health and give them almost unlimited 
power in dealing with sanitary questions. 
In addition to the local boards, the State 
Board of Health stands back of them, ever 
ready to give advice and render any assist- 
ance whenever it is required. 

There are certain kinds of diseases and 
illnesses that come to us we know not how, 
and we seemingly have no control over 
their origin; on the other hand there is a 
class of diseases whose causes are pretty 
well understood, and also the ways by 
which they spread. I refer to the class of 
infectious diseases, such as typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, measles, and diphtheria. An 
infectious disease is one that is caused by 
the presence of bacteria, or germs, within 
the system. These diseases are frequently 
spoken of as contagious diseases, “hat is to 
say, they spread from person to person by 
the actual contact or association of the well 
with the sick. All contagious diseases are 
infectious, that is, caused by some micro- 
orgauism; but some of the infectious dis- 
eases, like typhoid fever, are not contrect- 
ed by association or contact. 

Every case of an infectious disease comes 
from some preceding case, that is to say, 
the person in some way receives the special 
poison or germ of the disease indirectly 
from another person, and no case of any 
of these affections ever originates of 
itself; hence it follows thatif vo typhoid 
fever germs reach a person or a town that 
person or the inhabitants of that town will 
not contract this disease. But we are un- 
able to carry out precautionary measures 
quite to this point of absolutely excluding 
certain diseases from our midst. The ob- 
ject of hygiene is really to prevent disease, 
and so one of the chief objects of sanitary 
boards or boards of health is to take all 
measures possible to prevent the spread of 
those diseases that can in a measure be 
controlled. The common methods by which 
these diseases are carried from one person 
to another are pretty well known to scien- 
tists, and to a certain extent should be a 
matter of common knowledge to all people. 
One of the least common ways is by direct 
transference of the secretions containing 
the germs from a sick to a weil person; for 
example, when children use the same pen- 
cil in school—pencil goes into one mouth, 
then into another, and if one of the chil- 
dren happens to have a sore throat, which 
is really a mild case of diphtheria, you can 
readily see that the well children may be 
directly infected with the germs of this dis- 
ease. The most common method, however, 
of contracting these diseases is by indirect 
transmission of these germs from one per- 
son to another. Typhoid fever, for example, 
is most frequently spread by means of con- 
taminated water supplies into which sew- 
age has been allowed to enter. Milk may 
be infected from this water; so that we ac- 
tually take into our systems by these means 
the cause of the disease.

LEGISLATIVE MATTERS. 


Boston, March 15, 1901. 
The action of Gov. Crane to-day in nomi- 
nating Clinton White of Melrose for rail- 
road commissioner in place of Hersey b. 
Goodwin of Cambridge, who resigned on 
account of ill health, strengthens the rail- 


road commission at the expense of the 
commission on harbors and public lands, 
of which Mr. Whiteisa member. ‘Those 


who have beenin position to observe the 
different state commissions know that for 
clearness and sharpness of views and for 
executive force Mr. White stands well to 


the front among the different commls- 
sioners. This change gives the state a 
practically new railroad commission 


within a short time, for it is not long since 
Chairman Sanford retired on account of ill 
health to make way fora new chairman, 
James F. Jackson. So Commissioner 
Bishop is the only member on the board of 
long service. Mr. Sanford was transferre ad 
from the barbor and land commission to 
railroads, just as Mr. White had been, 


The vacancy on the harbor and land com- 
mission has been filled by the appointment 
of ex-President George E. Smith of 


Everett. He is a lawyer, whereas Mr. 
White is a business man, and the commis- 
sion will doubtless feel the difference in 
the way the two men look at practical 
problems. It promises to remain true, as 
it has been true for many years, that the 
railroad commission, which is the most 
important in the state, is still the strongest 
in its personnel. It has to do with the 
strongest, most active, most essential and 
most aggressive corporations in the state, 
and it needs to be composed of the ablest 
and atiffest men if it is to protect the rights 
of the public. 


The corporation problem promises to be 
too great for this Legislature to grapple 
with. This is the inside meaning of the 
report in the Senate of the committee on 
rules, offering a bill as a substiute for the 
Luce order from the House. The Senate 
committee on rules was a long time in 
coming to aconclusion, but it was not be- 
cause of lack of thought given to the 


matter. They did not believe that so wide 
a subject could be properly covered by a 
special committee beginning work as late 
in the session as this committee would be 
obliged to begin, if it were appointed. 
They were not approached by any corpora- 
tion influence, but reached this conclusion 
wholly upon the merits of the case. Their 
plan is to require the governor to appoint a 
special commission of three to go over the 
entire ground covered by the entire stock- 
watering laws relating to public service 
corporations and report to the next Legis- 
lature. Considering the declaration of 
President Hadley of Yale university in 
Boston Sunday evening that we shall have 
an emperor at Washine un within 25 
years if there is not de. oped public 
opinion sufficient to regulate.%he trusts, it 
is evident that the thoughts of the people 
will be turned more than ever to the 
immense power of money in our politics 
and legislation, and that by a year from 
this time the Legislature would reach 
much better conclusions how to regulate 
these corporations than now. Already it 
is seen that the issue is much broader than 
the scandal of the New England Gas and 
Coke Company out of which the House 
order arose, and that the entire corpora- 
tion policy of the state is at stake. No 
one who has been familiar with legislative 
conditions in recent years doubts the im- 
mense strength of the money power in 
pushing its measures through the Legisla- 
ture, or that some of its most distinguished 
representatives in spite of their good 
clothes, fine manners, solid education and 
generous disposition toward colleges and 
philanthropies, ought to be in the state 

rison for crime committed in the state 

ouse. Perhaps the people will be more 
awake to their danger and responsibility 
next year, after they have had time to 
think more of these things, and the public 
will be protected. 

The vote in the Senate yesterday, 10 to 17 
against the abolition of the death penalty, 
was larger against the change than might 
have been expected, 
strength of the movement at its inception. 
Attorney General Knowlton had come out 
positively for the abolition. Last year the 
House, under the lead of Mr. Howland of 
Chelsea, who is nowin the Senate and is 
author of the bill, came within two of as 
many votes for abolition as the other side. 
The report of the judiviary committee in 
the Senate this year was unanimous for the 
abolition. The dissenters were all House 
members. But it seems that Senator 
Attwill refrained from voting in the com- 
mittee in order that the bill might go to 
the Senate with a unanimous vote fromthe 
Senate part of the committee, but he voted 
against the bill yesterday. When it came 
to the discussion, however, the opposition 
showed up stronger than was expected and 
there is no chance now that the bill can 
pass this year. One feature of the re- 
monstrance this year, which has not been 
felt before, was the sympathy for the 
policemen who were thought to be more 
likely to be killed by desperate men if the 
death penalty were abolished. 

The assault on the civil service law for 
the extension ot the veterans’ exemption 
act to the soldiers of the Spanish war has 
come toan endthis year. The branches 
could not agree where to refer the bill. 
The House sent it to the military commit- 
tee, probably because it was introduced by 
Mr. Hagberg of Worcester, whois House 
chairman of the committee on military 
affairs. The Senate, thinking that the 
matter concerned the civil service of the 
state rather than its military department, 
referred it to the public service committee. 
A conference committee was appointed, 
but the only result was thateach branch 
stuck to its reference. They so reported in 
the House, by Mr. Hagberg, and that 
report was accepted without debate. Yes- 
terday a reconsideration might have been 
moved, but was not, and to-day it is too 
late. So this matter goes over to another 
year and probably will not come up again 
for a long time. 

A revolutionary report is that of the 
committee on constitutional amendments 
that in civil cases three-fourths of a jury 
may rendera verdict. Four House mem- 
bers dissent. As a two-thirds’ is 
necessary to get the amendment through 
the House, it does not seem probable that 
this will be secured this year, considering 
the tremendous force of popular prejudice 
and the worship of our jury system, in 
spite of its manifest injustices, which have 
been lamented by lawyers, courts and 
people for a hundred years. 

In spite of the renewed agitation for the 
abolition of compulsory vaccination, the 
committee on public health reported, with 
only the dissent of Mr. Cale of Natick, 
against the petition and it was referred to 
the next Legislature without debate. 

This afternoon the House reached the 
end of its two-days’ debate on the woman 
suffrage amendment to the constitution. 
It might have been expected that the 
House was at least about equally divided, 
because the suffragists occupied more than 
half of the time and certainly had the 
ablest speakers on their side. But when 
the vote was taken by roll-call there were 
only 29 yeas to 132 nays and 24 pairs. 
Since the referendum vote in 1895 the 
Legislature has not devoted nearly as 
much time to the discussion as it did be- 
fore then, and it is certain that the 
demonstration then of the popular feeling 
on the subject, or some other considera- 
tion, has had much weight with the Legis- 
lature, for the friendly vote has never been 
nearly as large since then as it was before. 
The suffragists have carried the House, 
but since that year they have never had 
more than a small fraction. 

The expected has happened with the bill 
to prevent overtime work in factories, 
which passed the House by good majorities 
on each stage and had one favorable vote 
in the Senate. This afternoon it was 


amended, after a long discussion, by a vote 
of 14 to 7 in such a way that its friends 
cared nothing for it afterward. Then it 
was rejected by a vote of 3 tol5on the 
question of passing it to be engrossed. 
Since the Senate finally killed it so very 
dead, the wonder is why it gave one 
favorable vote for it.

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LANDSLIDE ON TRACK. 
Railroad Wreck Averted by Prompt Action 
of Italian Workman. 


A serious accident on the Athol branch 
of the Boston and Albany railroad below 
Three Rivers was narrowly averted on 
Wednesday evening by the prompt action 
of an unknown Italian and Station Agent 
J. GC. Fitts. About 7 o’clock an Italian 
employed on the construction of the Otis 
Company’s new dam found that a mass of 
50 or 60 tons of bowlders and earth had 
dislodged from the high bank below the 
dam and a portion had fallen upon the 
track to the depth of several feet. This 
section of the road was built during the 
winter and the landslide was occasioned 
by the recent thaw. he Italian, whose 
name was not ascertained, hastened to 
Three Rivers to notify Mr. Fitts, who 
lighted a red lantern and ran down the 
track to intercept the 7.20 train, which is 
due at that pointabout7.17. He arrived 
just in time, exhausted by his hard run of 
over amile, and flagged the train about 
fifty feet from the debris, which extended 
along the track for a distance of several 
rods. Itis not known when the landslide 
occurred, although it must have been later 
than 5 30, for the track was clear when the 
workmen left the dam at that time. Much 
labor was required to remove the frozen 
mass, which was chopped away with pick- 
axes. It was nearly 9 o'clock before the 
tracks were cleared sufficiently for the 
train to proceed. Much credit is due the 
Italian and to Mr. Fitts, for had the latter 
not reached the place until a moment later 
it is probable that the train would have 
been thrown down the steep bank into the 
river and serious injury, if not loss of life, 
would have resulted.

Town Election Next Monday. 

The annual town election comes next 
Monday. And while there is not nearly 
the usual visible agitation in political 
circles, that is no sign that no interest is 
being taken. The number of contests on the 
ticket is less than usual, owing to the nomi- 
nation by both parties of the same men in 
some cases. The disposition of the licenses 
has governed the nomination of selectmen, 
and the contest for places on the board 
will be waged by the friends of the to-be- 
favored ones. On one side is the present 
board—Messrs. Atkins, Hobbs and Twiss— 
arrayed against Messrs. Dillon, Holden and 
Emery, the two former having had previ- 
ous experience, but the latter being a new 
candidate. For assessor John W. Brain- 
erd is a nominee in addition to the present 
board. A new departure this year is the 
nomination by the Democrats of J. F. Hol- 
brook for town treasurer, thus attempting 
to separate the office from that of town 
clerk, for which they have renominated 
J.B. Shaw. All of the constables nomi- 
nated will be elected, as there are but five 
For auditors and fence viewers 
there is a surplus of names, but in the 
other places the nominations just equal the 
number tu be elected, except for school 
committee for one year. The Republican 
caucus nominated H. G. Loomis, and the 
Democratic caucus named L. E. Chandler. 
©. E. Fish, who has been on the board for 
a number of years, was dropped by both 
caucuses, and after considerable solicita- 
tion on the part of his friends, consented 
to take out nomination papers, so there are 
three candidates. This condition creates 
more talk than any ether division of the 
ticket. There isan element which is bit- 
terly opposed to Mr. Fish’s re-election, 
makes no attempt at concealing it and is 
working tooth and nail to accomplish his 
defeat. Next in point of prominence is of 
course the contest for selectmen, but that 
pales into insignificance when compared 
with the other. Seldom has there been in 
recent years an election preceded by so lit- 
tle in the way of ‘politics in the air’ as 
that of the present.

In due 
time the melodeon gave place to the small 
organ, which furnished instrumental 
music till the present pipe organ was pro- 
cured. Charles Breckenridge succeeded 
Dr. Holbrook as director of music and 
organist, for which he received about $40 
per year as compensation. As recalled, 
his successors were Alvin Hastings, H. P.

Brown, Mrs. H. E. Huntley and Mrs. 
Rufus Flynt. During these years the 
make-up of the choir has vaclilated be- 
tween the chorus and quartette, but has 
always maintained a high degree of ex- 
cellence. The society has had 196 mem- 
bers during its half century of existence,and 
has had but four clerks during that time: 
Samuel L. Fleming, 1847-48; Arza Blod- 
gett, 1849-1854; David Knox, 1854 to 1891;

The front of his shop is open, 
like a butcher’s, while his books are ei- 
ther arranged in shelves against the three 
walls or in heaps upon the floor. His 
collection usually consists of lithograph 
editions of Korans, schoolbooks, favorite 
poets and historians, but the assortment 
is limited. Besides these, hidden away 
in a corner, he often has one or two man- 
uscripts which he has either bought as a 
speculation or is trying to dispose of for 
a friend.”

Held by St. Mary’s T. A. Society 
at Thorndike. 





UNION HALL PACKED TO THE DOORS. 


Forceful Address by James Dunn of New 
York. Women’s Temperance 
League Formed. 


Union Hall at Thorndike was packed to 
the doors last Sunday evening for the tem- 
perance lecture under the auspices of the 
St. Mary’s Total Abstinence society, many 
ladies being in the audience, and a con- 
siderable number being present from other 
parts of the town. Before the lecture 
there was music by O’Keefe’s orchestra. 
President M. F. Hurley introduced the 
speaker of the evening, James Dunn of 
New York, national organizer of the 
Catholic Total Abstinence Union of 
America. 

Mr. Dunn said that for the past six 
years he has been fighting the Catholic 
saloon keeper to make him close his saloon 
at leastone day inthe week—Sunday. A 
few yearsago he witnessed scenes of de- 
bauchery in a hotel on Sunday which 
made bim then and there declare war to 
the knife on such hotel keepers. His sym- 
pathy was with the man who took and 
then broke the pledge. His taking it 
showed him to be afflicted with the disease 
of inebriety and a disposition to improve 
hiscondition; but in breaking it he showed 
a weakened will power. It was the duty 
of every member of St. Mary’s and every 
other similar society to stretch out the 
helping hand to such unfortunates; they 
can be reached by prayer and personal 
work, and some day the good results will 
be apparent. Every member of every 
Catbolic temperance society in America 
should constitute bimself a missionary to 
help the erring. Pick him up as often as 
he falls; the prayers of his family will 
ascend to Heaven in your behalf, and isn’t 
that pay enough? Drink will bring a man 
to lower depths than anything else. No 
matter how respectable he may be, if he 
has acquired the drink habit and every 
avenue by which he can get funds is closed 
to him, he will steal. This had been 
proved time and time again. The man 
who could take it or let it alone was every- 
where. Such aman never looks back and 
then stops to consider how much oftener he 
has to have a drink than he used to, until 
he gets where he bas to have one the first 
thing in the morning, and when he has 
reached that stage he isa drunkard sure, 
and itis hard for him to retrace his steps 
even if he has the inclination. The mer- 
chant may say that liquor does not injure 
him, but there is nota man, woman or 
child in the hall, and not an institution in 
the country which is not hurt by intem- 
perance, and no institution is more hurt 
than the Catholic church. Every business 
man bas his blacklist and bad debt 
account, and 96 per cent of all the bad 
debts could be traced to rum. If the 
money now spent for rum could be turned 
into legitimate channels of trade 10,000,000 
ragged wives and mothers would purchase 
350,000,000 yards of goods annually, which 
they are not now ableto buy. Statistics 
prove that in ten years 53,439 murders have 
been committed tracable directly to the 
sale of liquor in the United States, and yet 
men sit idly by and make no protest. To 
fathers and mothers who never drink but 
refuse to raise their voices against the evil, 
there will some time come a day of reck- 
oning, an accounting by Almighty God for 
the souls lost through the hydra-headed 
monster intemperance; they cannot escape 
the penalty, there is an avenger in Heaven. 

To the young ladies he said thatin New 
York it was found without doubt that bad 
cooking had made many drunkards by 
driving men to the saloons, and advised 
them to be sure that they knew how to cook 
well. If they had time for only one ac- 
complishment,—music or cooking,—learn 
cooking by all means. A good breakfast 
starts a man right and does much toward 
keeping him right, but a poor breakfast 
puts him in anill humor for all day and 
more likely to seek solace and a bracer for 
his stomach in the saloon. Men were also 
driven to drink by slovenly wives; a wife 
should take as much pains to appear well 
for her husband as she did for her lover. 
If he could have a band of devoted women 
under equally devoted spiritual advisors, 
in 25 years there would be an army of 
young men who would sweep intemperance 
from every Catholic parish in the land, but 
it could never be accomplished without 
their aid, for on the mother comes the chief 
training of the child. The speaker said his 
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The selectmen met yesterday afternoon 
and organized with J. F. Twiss chairman. 

The reports of the town officers were 
mailed to the voters last Saturday and con- 
fain the usual amount of information re- 
garding the affairs of the town for the past 
year. The selectmen report only four ac- 
counts overdrawn, contingencies, bridges, 
Memorial Hall and Foster avenue sewer. 
As a whole however, the expenditures were 
less than the receipts, the balance remain- 
ing unexpended being $8609 22 It is un- 
derstood however that there are still some 
of last year’s bills to be paid out of this 
amount. 

The tax collector reports $2572 81 uncol- 
lected of last year’s taxes, and $241.69 of 
the 1899 taxes still unpaid. 

The overseers of the poor paid out $8725.31 
and received $7658 41, the expenses being 
$1006.90 in excess of receipts. There is 
$192 26 due the town, making the net over- 
draft $874.64. The overseers recommend 
appropriations amounting to $8100. The 
poor not on the town farm cost $4678; for 
the support of those on the farm $2986 was 
paid. The whole number at the farm dur- 
ing the year was 43, the greatest number 
for many years The largest number at 
any one time was 34 and the average for 
the year was 31 The inventory at the farm 
March 1st was $3636. The receipts at the 
farm during the year was $2122.63. 

The board of health has had an un- 
usually busy year with contagious diseases, 
131 cases having been reported. The 
board’s report aiso contains a report of the 
bacteriologist, Dr. H. C. Emerson of 
Springfield, which should be read .by every- 
one. The board recommends that all 
householders living on streets through 
which sewers pass “Be required to enter 
the same—the law says they shall.” 

The report of the school committee will 
goto the voters to-morrow. The commit- 
tee reports all the schoolhouses of the 
town in good condition. The new building 
in the Depot village is in use and there are 
two spare rooms besides the assembly hall, 
which can be made into two additional 
rooms when nevessary; the building will 
thus provide accommodations for the Depot 
village for many years. The district 
school at Blanchardville has been closed 
and the committee recommends that the 
pbuilding be disposed of, believing that the 
pupils of that district can be better cared 
for in the new schoolhouse in the Depot 
village. Good results have been obtained

St. Patrick with the zeal of a Paul, a fitting 
apostle for the conversion of many tribes. 
His biographers tell us that while he was 
not a profound scholar, he was well versed 
in the scriptures, and gained great in- 
fluence over men by his persuasive powers, 
combined by his great tact. AS matters 
then stood, the people followed the mind 
of their chief. So St. Patrick sought first 
to convert the leader, by whose influence 
be soon gained the followers. Some of the 
chiefs remained obdurate and refused to 
even hear him, but on the whole his suc- 
cess was wonderful in overturning the old 
system of gross superstition and replacing 
it with the uplifting influence of Christian- 
ity. We must bear in mind that these 
times were rude and not deem it strange 
if some of the customs enground by long 
generations did for a time remain, but we 
are grateful for the work which that no- 
ble man, single handed, was able to per- 
form in less than halfa century. He was 
consecrated a bishop in 441 A.D., an oftice 
which he bad richly earned. Accounts 
vary greatly as to the date of his death, 
but the best authenticated is that of 469 
A.D. The primary material for the life 
of St. Patrick is gained from two manu- 
scripts in Latin, one, the Confession, and 
the other the Epistle, both written by him- 
self. To these have been added many 
legends, the outgrowth of those roman- 
tic and far away days. 

Out of his work in Christianizing Ireland 
grew great results, and Ireland, in turn, 
was able in after ages to send her Christiap 
missionaries not only to the pagan parts of 
Britain, but to the continent in the persons 
of Calumbanus, Gall and Kilian, and of 
St. Baniface, who was he who converted 
the pagan Germans. She also sent forth 
the Christian navigator Cormac, who first 
discovered the Fero islands and Iceland, 
in whose wake followed the anchorites to 
plant the Church of Christ in those far 
northern parts. Thus lived on the influence 
of that worthy St. Patrick in the lives of 
his followers, and as we follow his arduous 
work and its results, we wonder not that he 
has become enthroned in the hearts of his 
countrymen, for he proved himself worthy.

LEGISLATIVE MATTERS. 


Boston, March 20, 1901. 

The committees and both branches of 
the Legislature seem to be making good 
progress. The House has not yet reached 
the place where it cannot finish its calen- 
der at every session. Sometimes it has not, 
but the obstruction has been only tem- 
porary, for yesterday the end was reached 
by four o’clock, or half an hour before time 
for adjournment. But the great matters 
have not been reached yet To be sure, 
there are not aS important ones as last 
year, and the bulk of them are of less im- 
portance than usual. It is the small 
matters which have been reported upon 
mostly thus far and so it is possible that 
our apparent rapid progress is deceptive 
But still, it looks reasonable to suppose 
that we may be through by Memorial Day 


or thereabout. 
The woman suffrage case has been tinal 
disposed of for the session. Two matters 


were pending, as usual, one for general 
suffrage and muncipal suffrag After 

defeat of the former, as already reported, 
there was no contest upon the latter, which 
was assigned for the next day, and the 
adverse report was accepted without 
opposition. As a matter of record, the 
votes upon general woman suffrage for the 
last few years will have interest. Inelud- 
ing pairs, the vote this year was 53 in 
favor and 156 against, or uiverse 
majority of 105. In 1900 there was no 


count, but only a voice vote so decisive 
that no court was asked for In 1599 the 
adverse majority was 51; in 1895 it was 53, 
apd in 1897 it was 33. The attendance of 
women upon the debate this year was less 
than usual. 






But there was another and new proposi- 
tion for a constitutional amendment which 
had unexpected strength, and that was 
Mr. Carey’s of Haverhill to provide that 
when 50,000 voters petition that any 
amendment be submitted to popular vote, 
it must be done. Now, the members of 
the Legislature look very warily at any 


proposition coming from Mr. Carey. He 
is a Socialist and none of them like to be 
tarred with that stick. But bere was his 
plea for his amendment, based upon 


the popular form of government we have 
and supported by strong arguments for the 
necessity of keeping close to the people, 
such as the degradation of the United 
States Senate by the election of million- 
aires who have bought up Legislatures, the 
manipulation of Legislatures by business 
corporations, and the general growth of 
the power of wealth over the people, so 
that, unless we keep very close to the 


people our democracy will soon be such 
merely in name and the corporations, 
money and social influence will make us & 
pure aristocracy and plutocracy. Nobody 


could answer the facts. Republicans and 
Democrats in material numbers supported 
the amendment, and when the roll was 
called upon it there were 69 yeas to only 74 
nays, instead of the overwhelming major- 
ity which had been expected. Of course 
this was not a majority, still less the two- 
thirds necessary to put the amendment 
through the House, but the fact that it got 
so many votes was surprising, and also the 


fact that both parties were well repre- 
sented in the favorable vote. Carey does 
not like the Democrats, as a party, any 
better than he does the Republicans, and 


that a man with the reverse of prestige 
should have got so much support is @ 
wonder. 

The liquor problem has more interest this 
session than for several years because of 
the semi-colon ‘decision of the supreme 
court whereby hotels have not been able to 
sell to guests after 11 o’clock at night. 
Remonstrances have been presented to the 
Legislature, even up to to-day, against any 
change inthe law. Evidently some tem- 
perance workers have been very busy in 
organizing this effort. If the decision 
should remain unchanged by the act of the 
Legislature, after the issue has been direct- 
ly fought out, then it would be equivalent 
to a vote by the Legislature that 11 o'clock 
shall be the last hour for drinking, instead 
of 12 as heretofore. The liquor law com- 
mittee has come to a vote to-day in favor 
of permitting sales to guests until 12 
o’clock, thereby putting the law back upon 
the former interpretation. Keith of Brock- 
ton and Badger of Quincy dissent. Of 
course committee reports nearly unanimous 
indicate which way the decision of the 
Legislature will be, butit is evident from 
the number of remonstrances that there 
will be a fight over the measure. 

The bill which has been submitted to the 
committee on manufactures by the gas and 
electric light commission to prevent trusts 
in the business of electric lighting, was not 
made broader because it would have been 
open toa point of order and might have 
been thrown out for that reason. When 
J. Pierrepont Morgan was trying to buy up 
the electric lighting interests in Boston, 
the gas and electric light commission sent 
a communication to the governor calling 
attention to the danger in the case. Gov. 
Crane transmitted the communication to 
the Legislature, which referred it to the 
committee. 

All the state will be interested ia the 
Bartlett statue, which it is proposed to 
erect upon the state house grounds to the 
memory of General William F. Bartlett. 
He was born in the eastern part of the 
state, in Essex county, I believe, but he 
was a resident of Pittsfield at the time of 
the civil war and at his death. The 
appropriation proposed is $20,000, and it 
has beep approved unanimously by the 
committees on state house and House ways 
and means. As far as can be heard, there 
is not the slightest opposition to the statue. 
Bartlett was such an exceptionally bril- 
liant and successful soldier, his services 
were of such a high order, his personal 
sacrifices and sufferings were so con- 
spicuous that it is not easy for any reason- 
able man to object to a statue for him, if 
any son of Massachusetts in the civil war 
is to be honored. His case is far different 
from that of Benjamin F. Butler, the very 
mention of whose name for a statue brings 
out a storm of protests from some of the 
most prominent meno of the civil war. 
Senator Hoar once said, too impulsively, 
doubtless, that he did not want to live in 
Massachusetts if Butler were elected 
governor. He survived that shock, but he 
and many others would feel deeply that 
Massachusetts would do the reverse of 
honor to itself by voting a statue to 
Butler. Bartlett’s case is vastly different. 

“Si” Reed, for the fourth year in 
succession, has carried the House with 
him against the railroad committee on his 
bill to require all railroads to admit all ex- 
press companies to their lines on equal 
terms. But it is likeiy that the bill will 
meet its fate in the Senate, as it always has 
before. 

The committee on military affairs has 
reported unanimously against the bill to 
extend the veterans’ exemption law to the 
soldiers of our Indian wars. Thus this 
attack upon the law designed to give pro- 
tection for the public has failed, for it is 
not to be supposed that the Senate and 
House will pass such a bill if it could not 
get by the military committee. The 
Senate and House have accepted the re- 
port of their conference committee that 
they could not agree where to refer the bill 
to extend the veterans’ exemption to 
soldiers of the Spanish war. Nobody 
asked for a new committee and the matter 
is dead. This was the particular pet of 
Mr. Hagberg of Worcester and he took 
the easiest way out of a hard place when 
he decided to let the report be accepted 
and the whole matter be dropped out of 
sight. Thisis his third yearin the House 
and he has failed on this point every time. 

The length at which lobsters can be 
legally taken has proved a very brisk sub- 
ject. In 1896 Gov. Wolcott vetoed the bill 
to reduce the length from 10} inches to 9. 
This year the Senate passed the bill by a 
large majority, and the House, this after- 
noon, ordered it to a third reading by 101 
to 37 on arolicall. That is more than 
enough to pass the bill overa veto. The 
issue was between the practical men and 
the scientists. The United States, Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island fish commis- 
sions held that the lobster would be ex- 
terminated if short ones could be caught. 
Fishermen took the other side, and the 
Legislature goes with the practical men 
against the scientists. LANDON.

OUGHT 10 BE DONE. 


If the voters desire to get the town 
reports for perusal longer than 36 hours 
before the time of holding the annual 
election they would do well to vote to close 
the town’s books on the 15th of February. 
The last orders of the selectmen were 
drawn this year March 2. The election 
was the 18th. That left only twelve work- 
ing days between, an altogether inade- 
quate time in which to balance the books 


of the town officers, compare with the 
treasurer, have the auditors go over the 
accounts, get out copy for the printer and 
have the work done. 


FORBIDDEN BY LAW. 


Palmer citizens awoke Sunday morning 
to find numbers of large posters for a 
Monson entertainment tacked on trees in 
nearly every section of the village. All 
the principal streets were visited, and 
naturally the most conspicuous places 
were selected forthe display. The effect 
was anything but artistic and aroused con- 
siderable indignation, and all that could 
be easily reached were soon torn down. 
In addition to its being a poor advertising 
scbeme there is a state law against nailing 
advertising matter of this sort to trees 


within the limits of the highway. This 
was probably not known by those responsi- 
ble for the placing of the posters, but it is 
a fact which may well be borne in mind.

LET ALL GO. 


Every taxpayer who cares anything 
«about the management of town affairs 
should be at the appropriation meeting 
next Monday. The electrics make trans- 
portation easy and there ought to be a large 
attendance. Voters should be there and 
express themselves for or against the vari- 
ous articles in the warrant, for it is the 
will of the people which governs in town 
affairs. The habit of remaining away from 
the meeting and then sharply criticising 
the votes taken is unjust, to say the least. 
If a voter does not care enough about the 
meeting to be present and take part he 
should have no fault to find with any ac- 
tion taken. Letthere be a full meeting 


next Monday. There is opportunity under 
the warrant to appropriate a lot of money; 
there is also opportunity to get many things 
which the town ought to have. 


A GOOD PLAN. 


Article 42 of the warrant for next Mon- 
day’s town meeting is “To see if the town 
will vote to elect its selectmen and assess- 
ors in the manner prescribed and provided 
for in section 335 of chapter 548 of the acts 
of the year 1898.” This provides for the 
elecsion of one for three years, one for two 
years and one for one year, and then one 
euch year thereafter for three years. While 
there are arguments both for and against 
the plan, those for it seem to have the bal- 
ance of weight, and the town might well 
adopt this system. It has been tried and 
found to work admirably on both the over- 
seers of the poor and the school committee. 
By this means there is always on the board 
men of experience, and experience is apt to 
cost money. If the town can eliminate the 
possibility of having to pay for the thing 
twice, as it might with an entire new board, 
it will be a move in the mght direction.

OF REAL MERIT. 


The report of the school committee, 
which will go to the voters to-morrow, takes 
a new departure this year in reproducing 
some of the best work of the pupils in 
drawing. Some time ago it was given out 
that the cover of the report would bear the 
design best adapted for that purpose, and 
that the competition would be open to all 
pupils who took drawing. There was im- 
mediate interest on the part of the pupils, 
and much study and work was put in. 
When the time came for the designs to be 
submitted there was a large variety and 
an unusual excellence of work. So good 
was it that the judges—who were persons 
in no way connected with the schools—had 
bard work to decide which of the many 
really good designs to select. Head and 
tail-pieces for the different departments of 
the report were also tobe used, and here 
again there was a multiplicity of designs 
and a wide range of thought displayed, for 
all the designs were original and freehand 
work. They show a wonderful talent on 
the part of some of the younger pupils and 
it is suggested that the school committee 
arrange for a public exhibition of the work 
at some time and place where the parents 
and citizens can see what is being accom- 
plished in this line in the schools. An ex- 


hibition of the work in each village might 
be held in the schoolhouse in that village. 
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THOSE TOWN BY-LAWS. 


Much has been heard of late regarding 
some by-laws which the town adopted sev- 
eral years ago but which seem to have 
fallen into oblivion as far as any attempt 
to enforce them is concerned. They were 
adopted by vote of the town at a special 
meeting September 26, 1887, and in brief 
prohibit the depositing of any house dirt, 
filth, ashes or any kind of rubbish in any 
street, lane or alley of the town; behaving 
in a rude or disorderly manner, or the use 
of profane or indecent language in any 
public place; swimming or bathing desti- 
tuté of clothing so as to be indecently ex- 
posed to the view of any person in or on 
any street or public place; the standing of 
three or more persons together on any side- 
walk so as to obstruct the free passage of 
foot passengers, with a provision that they 
shall immediately move on-when requested 
to by any officer or constable; the remain- 
ing upon the steps of any church, hotel, 
hall or other public place, or in the passage- 
ways leading thereto. The penalty is a fine 
of from $2 to $20, and section 8 reads that 
“The constables and all police officers and 
watchmen are especially charged to see 
that the provisions of this ordinance are 
enforced.”” They were approved by the 
supsrior court and are as much “alive” 
It might be well to instruct 
the selectmen atthe town meeting next 
Monday to see that the officers of the town 
have instructions to enforce them. They 
are wholly reasonable, and the enforcement 
of those regarding the placing of ashes, 
etc, in the streets, and obstracting side- 
walks would be greatly appreciated.

A letter which G. O. Moore of Anderson 
avenue received on Monday from his son 
Eugene, a soldier in Company H, 21st regi- 
ment infantry, in the Philippines, may be 
of interest. An extract is as follows: 

Lacummonac, P.I., Feb. 10, 1901. 


Dear Father:—As I have some spare time 
I would write you a few lines. We left 
Ibaan on January 23 and came here by 
boat. This place is on the coast and we are 
quartered in houses up ou a cliff. We have 
a cocoanut grove just back of the town and 
the milk of a green cocoanut is very pleas- 
ant tothe taste. Guard duty is very easy 
and our drill is only balfan houraday. I 
am about over the fever and am gaining 
fast. Things are pretty quiet here in the 
south, but north of Manila there is consid- 
erable fighting. Our compapy is divided 
up into three detachments. There are 30 
men at Unison, fifteen miles southeast of 
here, another 30 eighteen miles south of 
Unison at a place with a jawbreaking, non- 
spellable name. We have a commissary 
and can buy almost anything we wish for.

Nominations for Town Officers. 


The mill of local politics began to grind 
out its annual products at the Democratic 
and Republican caucuses Friday night, and 
with a promise of some interest, owing to 
the lively war going on for the offices of au- 
ditors, overseer of the poor and selectmen. 
There are now two candidates in the field 
for collector of taxes, Arthur Hayden hav- 
ing taken out nomination papers for that 
oftice. There promises to be a lively inter- 
est for overseer of the poor with a three- 
cornered race on, as W. H. H. Hall, who 
was defeated at the caucuses, has taken out 
nomination papers. There was great inter- 
est at the Republican caucus, the vote cast 
being much larger than at the Democratic. 
Most of the names on both tickets were 
somewhat alike. In the Democratic cau- 
cus there was only one name on the ballot 
for selectmen, that of George D. Storrs. 
There is only one new candidate in the 
field for selectmen, H. M. Coney, a most 
active man, who if elected should make an 
excellent town father. However, if Mr. 
Coney is elected it willbe a surprise to 
many, as the old board goes into the con- 
test with the experience of three years, and 
a record of a business-like administration 
of the town’s affairs. At the Democratic 
caucus there were 112 votes cast; John J. 
Kidgell was chosen chairman and Jobn T, 
Casey secretary of the meeting. At the 
Republican caucus 181 votes were Cast; 
Henry K. Hyde was chairman and P, J.

d PALMER'S APPROPRIATIONS. - 


The Total Somewhat Smaller 
Than Last Year. 


NUMEROUS ARTICLES PASSED OVER. 


Some Changes in the Usual Order of 
Things For Coming Year. Another 
Meeting Possible. 


Palmer’s annual appropriation meeting 
Monday was long drawn out and tiresome. 
In view of the work accomplished there 
seemed to be little excuse for the time 
spent, yet it would be bard to tell exactly 
where much could have been saved. It be- 
gan at 10 10 and ended about 5 30. Several 
innovations are inaugurated this year, one 
of them being a refusal to allow a discount 
forthe prompt payment of taxes. A.A. 
Warriner, who made the motion, called the 
discount method a fine on the man who 
happened to be unable for any reason to 
pay his taxes within the limit, while the 
man who could pay his as well one time as 
another reaped the benefit, and the poor 
man’s taxes were made bigher by the in- 
creased appropriation to make up for the 
discount. The tax collector is ordered to 
take legal measures to collect all taxes un- 
paid Feb. 1, 1902, and is therefore left no 
choice in tbe matter. When the appro- 
priations for officers’ salaries were made 
that of the treasurer was raised to $300 
from $50, where it bas stood for more than 
a score of years. The smallness of the 
former sum was ridiculed as unreasonably 
little for the work to be done. A vote was 
also taken that all town money should be 
deposited to the town’s credit in the bank, 
and the interest on balances added to the 
town’s account. The salary of the auditors 
was raised to $20 each, and they were in- 
structed to comply with the law which 
gives them authority to examine the books | 
once a month. A committee on town ac- 
counts was appointed, of which wuch is 
expected. No action whatever was taken 
regarding sewers. This was due largely to | 
the fact that there seemed to be little in- 
formation obtainable regarding what was 
possible in regard to the items most needed 
in this line, there being no one to speak 
definitely for them. The town will spend 
$500 less for street lights this year, and 
some will have to come out; from the sen- 
timent made manifest at the meeting it is 
probable that those between the villages 
will be the ones. The sentiment that the 
town owns its streets was manifested in 
the refusul to pay the bill of the Palmer 
Water Company for moving one of its pipes 
to make room for a public sewer. The 
preservation of old landmarks was frowned 
upon by the refusal to buy the old Burleigh 
schoolhouse, the oldest building of the 
kind in the town and one of much historic 
interest. There was little of the sentimen- 
tal in evidence on Monday. If there was 
no one to speak for an article there wasa 
motion to indefinitely postpone, and it 
usually went in short order. In this way 
several articles were set aside which may 
very likely be brought up at a special town 
meeting later, as some of them are of im- 
portance. 

The meeting was called to order at 1010, 
and on motion of H. E. W. Clark the read- 
ing of the warrant was dispensed with. 
J F Foley and W. F. Fillmore were ap- 
pointed tellers, and the ballot for modera- 
tor resulted in ths election of H. E. W. 
Clark. The action on the various articles 
was as follows:

L. H. Gager moved that $5000 be raised 
and appropriated, but this was refused by 
a decidedly negative vote. There were 
only about 100 in the hall, and not a large 
representation of property holders among 
them. Sumner Blodgett moved to make 
the sum $4000. Mr. Kenefick explgined 
that $4000 meant less light than $5000; 
some lights would have to come out; where? 
Was any man whoopposed the appropria- 
tion willing to have the light near his 
house taken out? During the discussion 
considerable opposition to the lights be- 
tween the villages was brought out. Mr. 
Gager moved to amend to $4500. Mr. Mc- 
Kelligett moved to indefinitely postpone, 
but this was voted down, the voters eévi- 
dently appreciating the situation. J. H. 
Matthews argued for more rather than less 
light; the motion to raise $4500 was car- 
ried, the matter being left in the hands of 
the selectmen.

BLAZE AT THREE RIVERS. 
Barn of Otis Company Burned 
Wednesday Night. 


ALL THE HORSES SAFELY REMOVED. 
Otis Company and Selectman J. F. Twiss 
the Losers. Electric Wires May 
Have Started Fire. 

A disastrous fire in the Otis Company’s 
stables in Three Rivers near the corner of 
Maple and Front streets early Wednesday 
morning was the cause of much excite- 
ment. About one o'clock in the morning 
William McCauley, who slept in the office, 
smelling smoke, and on going 
upstairs to investigate saw that the north- 
west corner was ablaze. Running out of 
doors in his stockings awakened 
another hand named William Barber, and 
began taking out the horses. There were 
fifteen in the stable, two of them belonging 
to the Otis Company and the rest owned 
by J. F. Twiss, who has occupied a portion 
of the barns, where he has carried on a 
livery and boarding stable business. The 
balters were quickly cut and the horses 
taken beyond danger.

D. F. Dillon spoke of the good work of 
the past year’s experiment in this line, and 
doubted if the manufacturers would be 
liable as suggested by th» state agent in 
the school committee’s report if night 
schools were operated as last year. In 
order to get the matter before the voters te 
moved an appropriation of $500, the 
matter of establishing the schools to be 
left to the discretion of the schoo] commit- 
tee. R. C. Newell for the school commit- 
tee maintained that the manufacturers 
would be liable as per the report; night 
schools could only be maintained at the 
expense of the day schools, which was not 
a wise move; it would be better to put 
additional money into the day schools; of 
500 or 600 in the town who would be com- 
pelled to attend the night schodls or leave 
work in the mills, only about 50 or 60 
would attend voluntarily; if the voters 
would strengthen the day school he would 
maintain a night school in Three Rivers at 
his own expense for such as desired to 
attend. The motion was lost. 


Arr. 42. To see if the town will vote to elect 
its Selectmen and Assessors in the manner pre- 
scribed and provided for in Section 335 of 
Chapter 548 of the Acts of the year 1898. 


D. F. Dillon spoke in favor of the motion, 
and T. W. Kenefick pointed out some of 
the disadvantages; the motion was lost. 


Arr. 43. To see what action the town will 
take to devise and adopt a system of accounts 
for all town officers; to appoint a committee to 
investigate, report and recommend TOgACdINg 
the subject of town accounts and to raise an 
appropriate money for such purpose.

Mr. Twiss had 
put in a loadof hay the day before, and 
this with a small amount amounting to the 
Otis Company was destroyed. The loss on 
the building is $2500, fully insured. Mr. 
Twiss’s loss is estimated at about $100, 
with no insurance, as he had allowed the 
policy he had been carrying to expire last 
month. The mill team was taken to the 
stable of R. C. Newell, and Mr. Twiss’s 
horses to the new barn of C. P. Haynes 
until quarters were arranged for them in 
an old barn near the scene of the fire. 

The origin of the fire is not definitely 
known, butitis thought that it may have 
been occasioned by defective insulation of 
the electric wires, the heavy rains under 
action of the electric current providing the 
proper elements for combustion. Plans 
concerning rebuilding have not yet been 
made. 


SISTERS DISAGREE. 


A Superior Court Case Involving an Old 
Palmer Landmark. 


A case which will have considerable in- 
terest for Palmer people, in that it con- 
cerns one of the old landmarks of the town, 
the oldest schoolhouse in the place, was 
heard in the Superior court at Springfield 
Wednesday. 

The suit is brought by Miss Inez Bur- 
leigh of Boston, and is against her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Minnie B. Lawson of Palmer, to 
recover $1000 for alleged trespass, strip and 
waste to certain woodland and damage to 
a house owned by the plaintiff. The house 
in question is tne Burleigh schoolhouse, 
built in 1798, well known as the oldest 
school building in the town. Miss Bur- 
leigh and Mrs. Lawson are sisters, and for 
a number of years were tenants-in-common 
of real estate left by their father. The pro- 
bate court was petitioned for partition of 
the property, commissioners were appoint- 
ed and to the plaintiff they set off a house 
and some farm land, including a wood lot. 
She claims that between the time when the 
property was set out to her and when the 
case was finally determined in the probate 
court, a large amount of timber was cut 
from her wood lot and that her house was 
put to uses which damaged it so as to make 
it unfit for use. Miss Burleigh is a teach- 
er and testified that when she was in Pal- 
mer on one occasion she found that the 
house was being used as a hen-house. The 
partitions had been taken down and roosts 
bad been put up and holes had beep cut to 
allow the fowls to run in and out. Mrs. 
Lawson invited her to go over and see the 
chickens but she bad refused, because she 
felt insulted that the house was being used 
for such a purpose. At her order the hens 
were taken away. She also said that the 
house had formerly been used for a school- 
house, but had been fixed up to live in. 
Other witnesses testified that the wood had 
been cut from the lot, and it was stated 
that Mrs. Lawson had ordered that a strip 
of woods near the road should be left in- 
tact so that the cutting of the wood would 
not be noticed. Mrs. Lawson admitted 
that the building had been used for a hen- 
house, but said she had not authorized any- 
one to cut down the trees on the lot. Spell- 
man & Speliman appeared for the plain- 
tiff, and Gardner & Gardner for the de- 
fendant. Decision was reserved.

The question of public morals is more at 
the front this year than it has been since 
the session, back in the old state house, 
when the Sunday law was generally over- 
hauled and made to yield at certain points 


to the liberaliazing tendencies of the times, 
such as in the sale of Sunday newspapers, 
the permission of boating, of the sale of 
baked beans by bakeries Sunday morning, 
and other particulars of that general na- 
ture. The propositions which are pending 
now are wore radical in their tendency 
than any proposed then, that is, they have 
not yet been sanctioned by public opinion 
to the extent to which those practices had 
been sanctioned. The committee on fish 
and game reported yesterday ought to pass 
in a new draft on the recommitted bill to 
repeal the law which puts a tine of $10 upon 
fishing on Sunday. Senator Morse of 
Hampshire dissents, which he did not do 
when the bill was first reported. Hence 
the opposition has so much ground to stand 
on, which it did not have at first Sut 
some people are evidently taking a hand in 
the work of influencing the Legislature, for 
every day remonstrances are received 
against the passage of the bill. 

In the same class is the bill of Mr. Gale 
of Natick to permit golf playing on Sun- 
day and other amusement which does not 
disturb the peace or interfere with public 
worship, which was reported adversely to- 
day with three dissenters. Remonstrances 
against this are also coming in constantly. 
The ministers and deacons of the leading 
churches in Natick have before the 
committee to say that Mr. 
Gale’s bill and that he does not represent 
his constituents. The Republican town 
committee has also been heard from and a 
majority do not indorse the stand taken by 
Mr. Gale. So it looks asif there bad been 
an effort to bring politicians into the dis- 
cussions Mr. Gale insists that he is in- 
dorsed by a majority of his constituents 
and that what be asks foris only reasona- 
ble and sure tocome. That is where the 
difference of opinion comes in.

Legislature, and by that time the corpora- 
tions will have their plan of campaigu well 
laid down = Itis to be hoped that the com- 
mission will be equally vigilant for the 
people. 

Somewhat in the same line is the gener- 
al bill before the committee on manufac- 
tures for the regulation of electric lighting 
companies, drawn by the gas and electric 
light commission for the purpose of regula- 
ting consolidations and mreventing trusts 
in the business. This } is yet in the 
committee, butitisofhi importance be- 
cause the same princi can be applied 
easily to other corpo ons. The street 
railway committee is sidering whether 
itshall passageneral/ granting thestreet 
railway companies t) ight of running on 
private land and per <wting them to com- 
pete more than ever yith the steam roads. 
The electric railway companies are press- 
ing more than ever for the right to carry 
mails, todo an express and freight busi- 
ness and to act generally as common Carri- 
ers. Hence, though it has been said re- 
peatedly that there was no great question 
before this session of the Legislature, it 
may turn out that some of them may have 
been of the highest rank. 


Memories of the civil war are evidently 
not destined to live half as long as the 
people of thirty years ago believed. Doubt- 
less story books founded on the incidents 
of the war will live, but when it comes to 


personal knowledge of such heroes as Gen. 
eral William F. Bartlett, how many of the 
Legislature could pass a fair examination 
on the subject? Great interest centered 
in the speeches of Messrs. Sleeper of Win- 
throp, Callender of Boston and Luce of 
Somerville, when the appropriation of $20- 
000 for the statue was pending, and the 
money was voted unanimously by a rising 
vote. Of course the Senate will be equally 
handsome in its action. The statue will 
be placed somewhere on the grounds east 
of the state house. One of the touching in- 
cidents of the debate was the emotion of 
Representative Casey of Lee, who served 
under Bartlett in the battle of the Wilder- 
ness. But these men ure almost gone. 


The labor people are likely to get some- 
thing out of the Legislature at this session, 
though they have not had much in recent 
years. The Legislature has been pretty 


stiff for a good while against any amend- 
ment of the employers’ liability law, and 
several petitions this year for the benefit 
of the employes have been reported ad- 
versely, but the judiciary is unanimous in 
favor of one bill, and if it becomes law it 
will help the working men. It provides 
that in any suit for damages under the 
law, it shall bea question of fact for the 
jury to decide, and not a question of law, 
whether the employe voluntarily took the 
risk of defects in the ways, works and 
machinery, whereby the accident occurred, 

The railroad committee is against the 
bill for two-cent fares on railroads, with 
one dissenter, and of course the Legislature, 
will sustain the committee. The corpora- 
tions are also likely tocome out the best 
in the effort for a reduction of fares in 
Boston. 

The state highway commission has sent 
to the Senate a statement of all the con- 
struction by them since the commission 
was established. There have been 316 
miles of state road builtin all, of which 
297 is in small towns, and the total cost 
has been $3,021,867. As the Legislature 
shows no disposition to cut down the ap- 
propriation, it promises to continue in- 
definitely on the present scale for years, 
though the gypsy moth has been cut off 
from his yearly allowance and the tubercu- 
losis expenditure has been reduced from 
$200,000 a year to $50,000. The people 
have the roads to show for the highway 
money, but they had nothing to show for 
the other and that made a great practical 
difference. 

The committee on fish and game re- 
ported in the House this afternoon ina 
way which will reassure some of the good 
people who were afraid that they would 
yield to the latest ideas regarding Sunday 
observance. The reports were unanimous 
against the petition of Rev. Mr. McCartney 
of Rockland for repeal of the law which 
makes Sunday a close season at all times 
for birds and game, and against the peti- 
tion that the Sunday law be amended to 
permit fishing and the shooting of water 
fowl and marsh game birds on Sundays. 
The selection of these particular birds 
might imply that they did not know the 
difference between Sundays and other days 
and therefore might as well beshot Sunday 
as any other time. It will be observed 
that the committee was unanimous against 
that view. 

The Senate has voted, 15 to 16, against 
the constitutional amendment to permit 
three-fourths of a jury to render a verdict 
in civil cases. A majority vote was 
sufficient in the Senate, but a two-thirds 
vote would have been necessary in the 
House. So it is not probable that the 
amendment would have succeeded this 
year in the House, even if the second vote, 
in the Senate had been favorable, as the 
first one was. 


The liquor law committee, with three 
dissenters, has reported a bill to provide 
that the abuttor’s objection law shall not 
apply to premises where a liquor license 
has been exercised for two years preceding 
the filing of the application. 

“Si.” Reed of Taunton carried the 
House with him this afternoon, by 115 to 
85, against the report of the railroad com- 
mittee against his bill to permit all express 
companies to have equal rights on rail- 
roads, subject to the railroad commis- 
sioners’ approval. LANDON,

a Sermon by Rev. C. C. 
Conner. 





In treatiDg ithe subject of ‘Christians 


F erance question,” Sunday 
morning, Rev. ©. C. Conner made a local 
application Of|his theme in these words, 
which have betn specially reported: 

The Christian citizen can vote for tem- 
PErAn De: I do not now refer to a national 
issue. Men May vote with the Prohibition 
party~or notsaud be good Christians in 
While the nation has other 
concerns to Occupy its partisan forces and 
is not yet ready to adopt the main conten- 


tion of the Prohibition party and forbid 
the sale of alcoholic liquor as a beverage, 
he that believes in the measure may vote 
for it as the mark of his conviction. 
Another with as strong temperance princi- 
ples, knowing that his vote would not 
count unto victory this year or next, might 
as properly withbold it from that measure 
and give it in behalf of some other, not 
antagonistic, of equally great importance 
to the country’s welfare. But here and 
there in towns and communities is the 
option given, irrespective of parties, to 
vote for or against the sale of intoxicating 
drink. Such an option is presented in our 
annual town election. In every com- 
munity law should stand for the things 
which grace fosters and decency demands. 
In the Christian order we establish law by 
grace. - We falfill law in the righteous life 
lived out of its own desires. This does 
not set aside the letter of the law by any 
means forany. It writes it larger rather 
for the recognition of men, since some are 
free under it, and all may be alike free. 
We want law to stand for what is pure and 
right without a single exception. If men 
violate it, the fault is theirs. When home 
and society and church and school would 


would, and do, promote it, the laws of a 
community should not authorize, nor even 
permit, what makes intemperance. Law 
should have its sanctions in the best life of 
the people, not in the worst. It should 
permit the good and prohibit the evil. 
This isthe province of law. This is the 
right of society. 

Does one say liberty is taken from him 
by law? God forbid. Liberty consists 
with law. The divine law was before it 
and it comes after a willing disciple. He 
tbat gratifies an unnatural appetite is 


brought into the sorriest bondage and be- 
comes a pitiable slave to passion. Liberty 
is not necessarily license. This latter may 
be illegal—is so when it involves a wrong 
or that which tends to pricate and public 
barm. A man has no rights apart from or 
counter to the rights of all. Each is to 
find his persoual good in a way that does 
pot interfere with, but in a measure con- 
tributes to, the general good. And all true 
liberty must be found in a life of obedience 
to law of God and man, in a character 
which embodies the spirit and import of 
law. If oursis not that life, that charac- 
ter, we should try to make it so at once 
and keep it so always. 

And each community is responsible for 
itself, as each man is for himself. Because 
my neighbor sins is no excuse for me. We 
may live under the same roof, separated 
by a partition only, and a door may be in 
that making it very easy for me to join 
him. Yet am I to keep the purity and in- 
tegrity of my character. That is my first 
duty. My second may be to help him in 
bis first. Itis neither my first nor second 
to do simply as he does, right or wrong. 
Palmer has gone for license. We expected 
that it might, though the majority is 
smaller than usual, for which good citizens 
there may tuke courage. It is the duty of 
Monson tc be true to ber traditions in this 
matter ani vote “‘no-license,’”’ though it be 
but a twenty minutes’ run to Palmer. We 
may help our neighbor by continuance in 
well doing, and the evil he invites may 
become intolerable, which may also help 
him. The way itself is safe to and fro in 
any moral event, while a transportation 
company insures convenience and protec- 
tion and comfort to all its patrons. 

I have a number of times remarked the 
difference this last year and the year before 
in Monson. Then there was no-license. 
I hardly! saw a drunken man upon the 
streets of! the town. A lapse came. By 


fifteen votes license was granted and 
drunkenness has become a too common 
sight and life has been, in certain in- 
stances, endangered by runaway horses 
due to incompetence in the drivers on the 
main street. Our young men are safer 
without license. The example of drink- 
ing is not wholesome, while drink itself 
has been the ruin of many. Since ours is 
a professedly Christian community, let us 
pray that each shall do his consistent 
Christian duty in his prerogative as 
citizen, and say we shall not license 
wrong; we shall not permit what injures 
our kind; we shall not try to legalize what 
God hath pronounced unlawful in the con- 
stitution of man and society.

A new 
steam heating system is desired at the 
town farm, and the article in regard to 
this matter will undoubtedly bring out 
considerable discussion, as many of the 
voters and tax payers have expressed 
themselves that they do not consider it ad- 
visable to equip the town farm with mod- 
ern improvements which they themselves 
cannot afford.

Bradway, the Democratic nominee, is to 
make a good showing, as_he has many 
friends in both parties. There are five 
candidates for assessors, and there may be 
some surprises in store when the votes are 
counted. Mr. Stebbins and Mr. Anderson 
are pretty sure of reélection, while the 
third man isa little uncertain. Mr. Fay’s 
friends are confident that he will run well, 
while on the other ticket Mr. Herlihy has 
been elected before and Mr. Carew has also 
a strong following. In the long list of can- 
didates for the office of constable one ought 
to find a choice, aud there is little interest 
shown for this office. The other offices 
have the same candidates from both par- 
ties with the exception of auditor, where F.

After the entertain- 
ment there was a sale of ice-cream and cake 
and home-made candy, followed by danc- 
ing. The senior class will present the 
school with a flag next term. 

The report of the librarian of the Brim- 
field public library shows that there has 
been a gain of nearly 300 volumes and more 
than 100 magazines in the circulation of 
last year. The number of volumes circu- 
lated is 5177 and of magazines, 1195, mak- 
ing a high average to a person Between 
800 and 900 volumes have been circulated 
in outlying districts, largely through the 
aid of teachers. More books than usual 
bave been taken out by the people of West 
Brimfield through the assistance of the 
teachers in that part of the town. Mrs. 
W.C© Davenport bas taken charge of the 
distribution of books in East Brimfield, as 
has been done previously. The transpor- 
tation of books to East Brimfield is pro- 
vided for at present by the financial assist- 
ance of Mrs Hyde of Boston. The special 
improvement during the year has been the 
added and changed time of opening. The 
addition of a period Saturday afternvon 
accommodates many people, as is shown 
by the nuwber of visitors at that time. It 
is of special benetit to the teachers in the 
outlying districts. The tewn is indebted 
to the late Edward P. Fiske of Boston, 
whose generosity provided for this im- 
provement for one year from January 1900.

The Great Trenton, N. J., basketball 
team, the champions of the world, played 
an exhibition game with the Young Men’s 
Union team at the town hall last night, 
defeating the Ware team by the score of 
50-18. At no time during the game did 
Ware have the least chance of winning 
The first basket from the floor was made 
by Ware, Moriarty caging the ball in a 
clean throw. A star basket by B. Buckley, 
thrown backward over his head, with two 
Trenton men blocking him, was the cause 
of tremendous applause. During this half 
M. Buckley, B. Buckley and Boyer played 
a very aggressive game, but the clever vis- 
itors were too much for the local boys and 
the half ended 25—8in favor of Trenton. 
In the second half Ware could not prevent 
the Trenton players from piling up the 
score. It seemed that every time the Tren- 
ton team got the ball, they would succeed 
in landing it in the Ware basket. The pass 
work of the visitors was far ahead of that 
of the Twenty-third street team of New 
York, and the signal work was executed 
by the players like clock work. The cap- 
tain directed the players and gave the sig- 
nals, which they were compelled to obey 
under penalty of being fined; if a player 
refuses to obey the signal of the captain he 
is liable to a fine of $2.

The annual town meeting and election 
took place Monday, when 1100 votes were 
cast, including three votes by women for 
school committee. H.M. Coney defeated 
Henry F. Baker for selectman by 19 votes, 
thus changing the membership of the board 
of selectmen, who have held office for the 
past three years. The board of assessors, 
tax collector and the constables were all 
reélected. The business meeting opened 
soon after 10 o’clock in the forenoon and 
was the largest in the town’s history.

The motion to allow the 
almshouse committee the money asked for 
to make alterations in the present build- 
ing was defeated by a close vote. The mo- 
tion was carried to pay town laborers 20 
cents an hour, and it was voted to pave the 
southerly side of Main street from the car 
tracks to the walks. The town refused to 
accept the statute for putting the police and 
fire departments under civil-service rules. 
It was unanimously voted to accept the 
gift of the tower clock from the heirs of 
Jobn H. Storrs, and resolutions thanking 
the givers were drawn up by a committee 
consisting of Henry C. Davis, F. D. Gil- 
more and H. K. Hyde.

The intrepid Yankee globe circler is 
a slender man, not above the medium 
height and is somewhat bald, but there 
is little gray in the fringe of surviving 
hair or in his full beard. He has blue 
eyes, which are frank and direct. He 
possesses a dry bumor which is very 
amusing. That he is daring and plucky 
is attested by his long and solitary 
trip. 

The boat in which Captain Slocum 
made his voyage is named the Spray. 
It was originally a fishing boat, sup- 
posed to be a century old, and when it 
came into Captain Slocum’s possession 
was in process of decay. Unaided, he 
rebuilt it upon the original lines, and 
the splendid manner in which it behav- 
ed on the long tour is sufficient evi- 
dence that he builded well. 

Captain Slocum sailed from Boston 
on April 24, 1895, and his voyage con- 
sumed 8 years and 2 moiaths, coming to 
a close during the Spanish-American 
war. In lieu of a chronometer he had 
an old tin clock, but he was rarely at 
fault in his longitude. The voyage was 
attended with many unusual incidents. 
The first occurred after the Spray had 


left her first port of call, the Azores. | 


The Captain had eaten freely of plums 
and a native cheese, and they did not 
agree with him. He was attacked with 
stomachie cramps. He double reefed 
the mainsail and with a full jib put the 
sloop on her course, lashed the wheel 
and went below to the cabin, where he 
rolled in agony on the floor. Becoming 
delirious, he imagined that @ strange 
man came on board, announced himself 
as “one of Columbus’ crew” and guided 
the craft. A blow came up. and the 
Spray ran like a deer. When the Cap- 
tain regained his full senses and was 
able to go on deck, she was holding 
true to her course. She had made 90 
miles during the night in the rough sea. 

The Spray went through the very 
dangerous Straits of Magellan, whose 
shores are strewn with wrecks and in- 
habited by pirates, without accident, 
but after weeks consumed in the pas- 
sage was driven by a furious gale 
southward and thence eastward around 
Cape Horn, necessitating a second pas- 
sage of the Straits. 

Captain Slocum was received at 
every landing place witb the most 
cordial hospitality, for his name was 
known the world around among sea- 
faring men, and the cabled news of 
his progress went before bim. In Sa- 
moa Mrs. Robert Louis Stevenson vis- 
ited him. In Tasmania Lord Hampden 
was a caller. At the Cape Sir Alfred 
Milner saw him. <A pass over the 
Cape railways permitted the skipper 
to pay his respects to President Kru- 
ger of the Boer Republic. While he 
was cruising the Spanish-American 
war broke out, and his first intimation 
of the fact was gleaned from the Unit- 
ed States cruiser Oregon, which sig- 
naled, “Are there any Spanish men-of- 
war about?” Captain Slocum knew of 
none being in that locality. He flip- 
pantly replied, “No, but let us keep 
together for mutual protection!” 

It was on June 27, 1898, that the 
Spray cast anchor at the moorings she 
had left on her voyage around the 
globe. 

To see the skipper and the craft of 
clove circling celebrity will be a treat 
whiru all Exposition visitors will want 
to enjoy.

lated by a governor. Some f these 
engines will develop a tremendous 
power, while others are simply! devised 
as a cheap and reliable means gf work- 
ing a farmer’s pump. 
Experiments extending over & period 
of years have been conducted | for the 
purpose of generating electrivity by 
this means. Developments along these 
lines so far have not been entirely sat- 
isfactory, though indications point to 
ultimate success. The difficulties met 
with are principally owing to the in- 
constancy of the wind, which must 
be overcome by storing up the energy 


As the slow development of the storage 
battery retards this important achieve- 
ment we await with impatience the 
improvements in this direction that we 
know ought to be made. The time will 
undoubtedly come when electri¢ light- 
ing will be done in this manner—iD 
fact, the electric light plant in a vil- 
lage in Scotland is now partially op- 
erated by a wind wheel which is built 
on the horizontal principal. 

To those unfamiliar with the pro- 
duction of the wind engine as used at 
the present time a visit to this section 
of the Exposition will be a revelation. 
Hitherto this early invention has been 
useful merely to the farmer and stock- 
man. Possibilities in the immediate 
future point to a much wider and more 
extended usefulness when power from 
this source will be bottled up in storage 
batteries and shipped to distant points 
to be used in the mechanie arts.

Mosquitoes. 

That cosmopolitan pest the mosquito 
does uot necessarily perish with the on- 
coming of winter. On the contrary, mos- 
quitoes have been observed in the lati- 
tude of Washington to hibernate, adult 
specimens living from November until 
the succeeding April or May with all 
their powers of torment unimpaired, al- 
though their activity is suspended in win- 
ter. The mosquito needs but little food, 
and it is the female that thirsts for blood, 
the males contenting themselves with 
water and vegetable fluids. Dr. Howard 
ascribes the fact that mosquitoes are of- 
ten found upon dry prairies many miles 
from water to the longevity of the adults 
of certain species, which enables them to 
survive seasons of drought. Railroads 
have been responsible for the transporta- 


tion of mosquitoes into regions where | 


they were previously rare. Their power 
of flight is not great, and it is believed 
that they are not distributed far through 
the agency of winds.
